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As its tell-tale title suggests, it is a 
monumental work, in fourteen volumes 
recording a collection of Treaties, 
Engagements and Sanads entered into 
by the erstwhile British Govt, of India 
with the native Indian States and the 
neighbouring countries. 

Each Volume has been so compiled 
as to give the various Treaties, Engage- 
ments and Sanads entered into with 
native States failing into one contigu- 
ous geographical area. Volumes I to X 
and XII fall into this category. 

Volumes XI, XIII and XIV deal 
with Treaties* Engagements etc. with 
territories which now form part of 
foreign countries. Their destinies were 
however governed by the then British 
authority of India under the compulsion 
of the then prevailing forces of history. 

It is a work of immense historical 
value and research utility and undoubt- 
edly a veritable mine of information 
equally for the historians, researsh 
scholars, statesmen, diplomats, public 
servants, educationists, administrators, 
and serious students of contemporary 
history. It will prove a valuable source 
of reference for Govt. Deptts., 
Public libraries and also libraries of all 
educational institutions of higher learn- 
ing, including universities and colleges. 

A serious work of this kind 
will help stimulate more enterprising 
research on the source material provided 
in these volumes. They throw a flood of 
light on the evolution and expansion of 
the old British empire in this part of 
the world and the craft and the strategy 
employed by them before which the 
hetrogenous native states and their 
weak rulers were no match. They had 
thus no option but to acquesce to the 
terms and conditions dictated to them. 

Such a useful work should be the 
proud possession of all concerned inclu- 
ding the research scholars, historians 
and libraries in India and abroad.

lounder of the ruling family in Cambay was Miria Jafar Niaam- 
i4kni, better known ae Momin kLui, the IM but one of the Muham- 
madan OoTemom of Gujarat. While he held the nffitte of governnr bis 
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BOii*in-law, Nixam SJutn, liad charge of Cambay. Momin Sban died 
in 1742. Hia eon, Mnftakbar Khan or Nur-ud-^i who had made an 
nnauooeaiful effort to enooeed hie father in the goTenunent of Gujarat, 
went to Cambay to collect forces to assert his cause, and there basely 
compassed the death of Nuam Khan and assumed the government of 
Cambay, which he held till his death in 1784. In the partition of 
Gujarat between the Peshwa and the Gaekwar in 1762, Cambay fell to 
the Feshwa’s share; but the dues which he claimed from it wei'e never 
regularly paid, and Nur-ud-din even levied exactions from the Peshwa’s 
districts of Gogha, Dhandhuka. and Kathiawar, captured Ahmedabad, 
and for some time held it against the Mahratta forces. In 1771, when 
the British had reduced the piratical Kolis of Talaja, the fort of Talaja 
was made over (No. 1) to the Nawab of Cambay in consideration of a 
payment of Bs. 75,000. Two years afterwards, however, the foit was, 
at the Nawab’s own request, transferred to the Chief of Bhavnagar,* 
by whom the sum of Bs. 75,000 was paid, and whom the Nawab hud 
bound himself in 1771 (No. 11) not to molest. Nur-ud-diu was suc- 
ceeded by his son-in-law, Muhammad Kuli. His claim was disputed by 
Mirsa Jani, the illegitimate son of Nur-ud-din; but after a severe 
struggle Muhammad Kuli succeeded in expelling his opponent and 
establishing his own power. He ruled for six years, and was succeeded 
iu 1790 by his son, Pateh Ali. 

With the exception of the adjustment of some disputes with the 
Gaekwar, the British Government had little to do with the affairs of 
Cambay. Under the Treaty of Bassein,t in 1802, the chauth, or fourth 
share of the revenue of Cambay, and all the Peshwa’s rights in (jumbay, 
were ceded by him to the British Government. The chauth had been 
originally granted to the Gaekwar in. 1736, in consideration of assistance 
rendered by him to the Nawab iiiK^tapturing Ahmedabad, and had fallen 
to the Peshwa’a share iu the partition of Gujarat. After the cession 
of the chauth to the British Government, it was, at his request, farmed 
to the Nawab (No. 111). The ogreoment was not renewed on the expira- 
tion of the farm in 1^7 ; but the chauth constitutes the tribute which 
the Nawab now pays to the British Government. 

Fateh Ali died in 1823, and was succeeded by his brother, Bande 
A.li Khan. He died in 1841, and was succeeded by his nephew, Hussain 
Yawar Khan, in whose favour the brother of Fateh Ali resigned his 
claims. 

% 

Under the Treaty of Bassein the British Government succeeded to 
the chauth or tribute payable by the Nawab of Cambay to the Peshwa’s 
Government. The principal item of this tribute consisted of a nominal 
half share in the sea and land customs, deducting the expmises of oolleo- 
tioQ. In 1853 the British Goveniment relinquished their share of the 
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land ouatoma in oonaidaration of the introduction of the excise duty on 
aalt into Oamlmj territoiy; but the Nawab retained hie ahare in the 
land cuatoma^ although he waa admitted to a half ahare in the new 
exciae duty. He waa, however, aaked to reviae the highly complicated 
and onerous tariff! of aea cuaton^ then in force at Cambay ; but, although 
this tariff waa highly iiijurioua to trade, some time elapsed before the 
Nawab consented to introduce reforms. Eventually a committee, com- 
posed of two high Indian officials of the British Government and some 
offlcera on the part of the Nawab, was appointed to settle the matter. 
The principle on which the committee proceeded waa to substitute a 
fixed percentage duty for the multifarious exactions of the Nawab in 
the shape of sea and land customs. The nature of the arrangements 
finally made will be gathered from the Agreement (No. IV) concluded 
with the Nawab in 1856. lievised ^arrangements were subsequently 
sanctioned for carrying out the distinction made as regards the treat- 
ment in British Indian ports of gcHids arriving from, or destined for, 
Cambay, being the manufacture or produce of that city or intended for 
its consumption, and goods which only passed the town of Cambay in 
transit. t The British Govei-nment consented to forego the annual pay- 
ment of lis. 748-5-2 made by the Nawab on accoimt of the Golanu and 
Galiana Nakas, as by these arrangements all trade passing through 
them became free. 

In 1862 the Euler of Cambay received an Adoption Sanad (No. Y) : 
and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute of 11 guns. 

Hussain Yawar Khan died in 1880, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son Jafar Ali Khan. Jafar Ali Klian died on the 21st January 
1915. His son, Mirca Hussain Yawar Khan, who was born on the 16th 
May 1911, being a minor, the State is, at present, under British 
administration. 


In March 1881 an Agreement (No. VI), was concluded, which pro- 
vided that, in consideration of an annual payment of Ks. 40,000, the 
salt-works in Cambay should be permanently closed, and measures 
should be taken to prevent the manufacture, collection, importation or 
exportation of illioit salt. 

In November 1881 the Nawab executed an Engagement (No. Vll), 
by which he undertook to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy and the 
manufacture of opium in his.State. 

In 1885 a fresh customs Agreement (No. Ylli) waa concluded, can^ 
cdling the arrangements made in 1856. Under this agreement the 
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Nawab adopted the Britiah customa tariff and ayatam, aid the Ooram- 
ment of India abandoned aU olaima lor cbatitb all interferenoe with 
the ooUectiona, while reaerrixig liberty to reaane direct control if the 
Nawab’a management prored nnsatiafactory. 

In 1888 the Nawab undertook (No., IX) to remove all reatrictioua 
on free trade in hia State. 

In September 1890 Jadr Ali Khan was obliged to leave hia capital 
in consequence of the occupation of ‘Cambay by 'a riotous mob; and he 
appealed to the British Government for aid to restore order. The Poli- 
tical Agent, with o company of Indian troops, procei^ed to Cambay; 
and, as the rioters refused to disperse, and even routed the Cambay police 
who were sent against them, it became necessaiy to employ the troops. 
Seveiai lives were lost; and, after order had hwxk restor^, a minute 
inquiry was instituted, which disclosed a state of bankmptcy and gen- 
eral misgovernment. A special officer was sent to advise the Nawab 
and, with the consent of the Chief, the administration was put under 
his control. In 1894 the special officer was withdrawn, and the conduct 
of the administration restored to the Nawab; who, in April 1894, und4r< 
took (No, X) on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, to abide by 
certain conditions. 

In 1897 a fresh Agreement (No. XI) was concluded regarding the 
manufacture, consumption and sale of opium in Cambay. 

In 1900 the State ceded (No. Xll) full and exclusive power /and 
jurisdiction of every kind over the lands required hj the Caii^y- 
Petlad Eailwi^. 

In 1901, at the suggestion of the Cambay Barbar, the Government of 
India undertook the conversi^ of the Cambay silver onirency into 
British currency, on condition that the Cambay mint should be closed 
tor 50 years and then only re-opened with the consent of the Government 
of India. The conversion carried out was at the rate of 100 British 
rupees to iSffi Cambay rupees. 

In 1902 the Cambay Darbar entered Into an Agreement (No. XIII) 
with the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway for the working 
of the Tarapur-Cambay section of %he Cambay-PeUad Railway. In 
1814 the State entered into an Agreement (No. XIY) with the Bombay, 
Baroda and Central India Railway for ihe working of the Cambay 
Buador Siding. 

^y ah agreement concluded in 1889 the ahkari rovoniie of Cambay 
was leased to tiio Britiah Government for a period of ten years from 
the lit January 1888, on payment to the Nawab of a oompensation of 
Rs. -85,000 annually in monthly instalments. Tho agiuamoht was 
ronswed in 1897 lor five ysais; and from tho 1st Augi^ 1904, a now 
sgrosnMAt rmswablo at Gm ooiiclusion of ten years with ths muiusi 
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ctonsent of both parties, came into force, under which the Nawab agreed 
to assimilate his system of abkari administration to that of British 
districts. In 1908 he agreed to prohibit the cultivation of hemp in his 
State, and leased his hemp drug revenue to the British Government up to 
the dlst July 1904. As on that date the abkari management reverted to 
the State, the Nawab was also permitted to retain the managemenl of 
hemp drugs on certain conditions. A fresh abkari Agreement was 
concluded in 1926 ; and this was renewed (No. XY) in 1929. 

The Nawab has first class jurisdiction, having power to try for 
capital offences any persons ext*epi British subjects. Cambay is under 
ihe political supervision of the (^dlectur of Kaira. 

'Phe area of (-amhuy is alMiiit »T>0 s(|iitire miles; population, by the 
(.ViiKiis of 1921. 71,762; aful gross revenue. Us. 10,07,845. 

Tile State pays an annual tribiHe of Us. 21,024-4-0 bi the British 
Government. 

The State maiiitaiiis no regular military fon‘e; but there are 9 ser* 
viceahle gnus, 10 mounted men forming the Xu\vab*s Bodyguard, and 
21 mounted and 02 dismounted Armed Police. 

The Stale was liable to the operation of the nasaraiia rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Durbar, all such levies were 
abolished.

2. The merchant shall write on the said manifest a memorandum to the effect 
that such and such goods (if any) are for transit, and the Custom House officers 
of both Governments shall then send to the officer at the Outside Custom House a 
Memorandum of such goods duly signed and numbered, a corresponding number 
being written on the manifest. 

3. For all goods to be imported into, or exported from, the city, the merchant 
shall present a “ buruttia " (a written application) duly signed, and the goods 
mentioned therein shall be duly examined, weighed, etc., in the presence of the 
officers of both Sircars and the value be determined according to the Bombay tanfi. 
and duly levied for both Governments together in old Cambay currency, according 
to the schedule hereunto annexed, after which each Government's share shall be 
separated and credited by the officers of both Governments, and a receipt for the 
total signed by both officers given to the merchant.

Salt AoRnniaNT between the Bbitish Government and Nawab Jaffer Au 
Khan of Cambay, — 1881. 

Whereas the British Government and Nawab Jaffer All Khan of Cambay are 
equally animated by the desire to draw closer the ancient ties of friendship which 
unite the two Governments, and whereas it has been found expedient to close the 
salt works in the territory of Cambay, in the profits of which the two Governments 
have hitherto shared, the contracting parties, viz., the two Governments aforesaid, 
hereby agree together in the manner following 

Articlb 1. 

The Nawab having, since the 19th day of March 1878, closed the Cambay 
salt works and discontinued the manufacture of salt, undertakes henceforward to 
neep the said salt works closed and to suppress the manufacture of salt in his terri- 
tory. 

Article 2. 

All works in Cambay territory shall be kept flooded, and otherwise effectually 
rendered incapable of yielding or producing salt. 

Artiole 3. 

The Nawab also undertakes to prohibit and prevent the clandestine mannfac- 
tme of salt and coUsetion of aatniml salt on the banka of the Myhe river or else- .

AoRRaMaNT between His Hiohnnss Javrrr Alt Khan, Nawab of Canbay, and 
the British GovaRNMBNT, in supersession of the agreements entered into by 
the Nawab of Oaiibay in one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six, regarding 
the administration of the Customs Department and the levy of Rahdari and 
Transit duties in the State of Cambay,— 1885. 

1 . The treaties of one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six are hereby cancelled 
and in lieu thereof it is mutually agreed as follows. 

2. His Highness the Nawab of Cambay has, from the first day of April one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-four, introduced the British customs tariff at 
his sea-ports, and whenever from time to time the British Government may make 
altezations or modifications in such tariff, His Highness the Nawab shall make 
similar modifications in the tariff at his ports. His Highness the Nawab shall further 
follow the system, use the forms and observe the rules in force in British custom- 
houies, and shall in all respects assimilate, so far as it may be possible, the procedure 
in his custom-houses therewith. His Highness shall not allow the importation by 
sea into the State of Cambay of imy fermented or spirituous liquor or the importa- 
tion or exportation by land or ssib^of any opium except opium duly covered by a 
British pass. 

3. The British shaie or ehoulh on sea customs, anchorage fees and misoeUaneous 
customs fees is hereby commuted in perpetuity (as the ekouth on land revenue has 
already been) for an annual payment by His Highness the Nawab to the British 
Government of two hundred British Iii^iaB rupees. The said payment shall bo 
made by Hb Ifighness the Nawab to the British Treasury at Bar^ on the first 
of April in each year. 

4. While leserying to themselves all rights of control and management in the 
Department of Customs in Gie Cambay State, which they hold by right of conquest 
from the Peshwa, the British Govemment wiU, from ^e date of this agreeiAent 
taking effect, hand over to Hk Highness the Nawab the control and management 
of the custom-house at Cambay, and wiB withdraw from Csmbay territory their 
Sarkarknn of Customs and the Mahalkari of Cambay, tegsther with the establkh- 
ments subordinate to these officers, respectivety, and wiD abstain from exeieisiag 
their rights of control and management in the Departoamil of Oostoma in the State 
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Cambay for so long as the arrangement m that behalf made by His Highness the 
Nawab prove satisfactory and subject to the following conditions, namely 

(a) The British Government shall maintain a special officer, who shall be 
allowed a seat in the Cambay Custom-house and shall be authorized 
to inspect and scrutinize and copy all customs documents and books 
and all customs hiisiuess transacted there and in all other places in 
Cambay territory, as well as to examine all goods landed or shipped or 
water-borne to be landed on or from Cambay territory. 

{b) The British Government shall maintain such establishments as they may 
deem necessary for the prevention of salt-smuggling and clandestine 
practices relating to salt in Cambay territory ; but the maintenance of 
auch establishments by the British Government shall not affect the 
obligations undertaken by His Highness the Nawab himself to prevent 
salt-smuggling of all kinds, as well as the consumption within the limits 
of His Highness’s State of any salt on which the British excise has not 
been |>aid. 

(c) The British Government will resume direct control and management of 
the Department of (’ustoms in Cambay if the arrangements mad(‘. by 
His Highness the Nawab do not prove satisfactory. 

5. The British Government and His Highness the Nawab of Cambay, respective- 
ly, agree to discontinue for ever the joint and Be))arate levy of Rahdari and Transit 
duties of all kinds and of all the petty cesses mentioned in the schedule hereto 
attached, as well as of all similar cesses except siii;h as are strictly of a municipal 
character and fall on the consumption or inhabitants of the town of Cambay exclu- 
sively ; provided that His Highness the Nawab may continue to levy as heretofore 
on his own account a royalty oh mintage, divorce and marriage registration-fees, 
and fees for stamping weights and measures. 

6. The British chouth on the land revenue having been commuted for ever, 
the British Government will not share in any [Tossiblo increase of land revenue 
following a revision of assessment. 

7. His Highness the Nawab shall pay the Ilakdara the samo proportion of the 
total customs receipts under the British tariff as was allowed to them in the Agree- 
ment of one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six. 

8. This agreement has taken effect from the first day of April one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-four, and is binding also on the heirs and snooessom of 
His Highness the Nawab.

With reference to the correspondence ending with your No. 504 of 1888. dated 
the 29th January 1888, in regard to the removal of restrictions on free trade in 
my State, I have the honour to inform you that on behalf of myself and my siiccea 
sors I engage myself to abolish within my State from henceforth all tolls and Im 
posts on the import and export of any commodity whatever ; Provided that this 
engagement shall not be deemed to affect or prevent the levy by this State of -v 

(1) tolls on bridges, roads, ferries, canals or causeways, for the purpose 

of covering the cost of repairing and maintaining such bridges, roads, 
ferries, canals, causeways; 

(2) duties of Octroi for municipal (including police and educatfona!) purposes 

upon articles consumed within the limits of a Municipality ; and 

(3) tolls constituting abkari revenue. 

' 2. I further on behalf of myself and my successors engage myself to abolish, 
from some date within two years from the date of this agreement to be hereafter 
fixed by me at my convenience, the impost on the weighment of commodities 
sold in my State which is known by the name of “ Mopara 

3. With a view to the eneoumgement of the local industries, I further oo 
behalf of myself and my successors engage myself to abolish from henoeforth all 
special tolls on trade and industries, and on the sale of commodities mano/setur- 
ed within the Cambay State under whatever designations such tools may hitherto 
have been fovied.

11. The Company shall furnish the Cambay State, through the Politioal Agent, 
aad the Consulting Engineer for Railways to the Government of Bombay, with 
a weekly return of the approximate earnings of the Tarapur-Cambay J^way, 
and at the oloae of each year, with a full aooount both of receipts and expendi- 
ture, under detailed heads to be settled between the Consulting Sogmeer and 
the Company. 

12. Advances shsll be msde by the Government Treasury to meet the cost 
of working the Tarapur-Cambay Railway. 

*13. The Capital and Revenue Accounts of the Railway will be prepared for 
the year ending 31st llatoh, but tiie net earnings will be paid to the Cambay Dar- 
bar every half-year (the payment for the first half of the year beiog subject to 
adjustment at the end of the year). The Account as between the Bombay Gov- 
emment and the Cambay State shall be finally adjusted at the close of the year 
as soon as'possible after the Revenue Account is rendered, and the balance in 
favour of or against the Cambay State after effecting the adjustment for the 
first half, shall then be paid over to it or by it, as the case may be.

whereof is continued by special Act of Parliament intituled ‘The Bombay, Baroda 
and Central India Railway Act 1906 ” and whose head office in India is situate 
in the Queen’s Road in the City of Bombay (hereinafter called “ the said Com- 
pany ” in which expression are included where the context so admits its succes- 
sors and assigns) of the one part and The Government of His Highness The Nawab 
Jafer Ali Khan Saheb Bahadur Ruler of the State of Cambay (hereinafter referred 
to as the said State ” in which expression are included where the context so 
admits the Government of His Highness The Nawab Jafer Ali Khan Saheb Baha- 
dur and his successors Rulers for the time being of the said State) of the other 
part Whereas the said State have through the Agency of the said Company recent- 
ly constructed a Standard-gauge siding of Railway of approximately 1*50 Bnglis£ 
statute miles in length from Cambay Bunder Station to the Bunder at Cambay 
situate within the territories of the said State hereinafter referred to as the said 
siding ” and which said siding * has been opened for the public carriage of goods

Plorided always that this article does not bind the Siam to any arrangements 
injurious to the kgltiiiste interests of the State imrenue, and ^t the abkari 
adnunkltation of tlm Sribrn District shaB be BO managed u not to eai^ 
to the legttunate abhiri rsienue of the Oambay State.

The Mua of Saehia is 49 square miles; the population, aooordiag to 
the Census of 1921, is 19,977; and the gross revenue amounts to 
Be. 4,02,661. The State pays no tribute.

The State also possesses 1 Artillery man, 8 Armed Police and 2 service- 
able and 2 unserviceable guns. 

The Hawab enjoys plenary jurisdiction, that is power to try for capital 
aSences, without pemitsion horn the Political Agent, all persons in his 
territories except Europeans, including European British subjects, 
Americans, Oovemihent servants and other British subjects. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nasarana mles up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. \ 


2. BanaiiA. 

The Baja of Baasda is a Solanld Bajput. The Mahrattas exacted 
from Bansda a chauth of Bs. 7,000, which was transferred to the British 
Government under the Treaty of Bassein.* A tribute of Be. 7,351-8-0 
is now taken. Hnmir Singh succeeded by adoption in 1829 on payment of 
a relief of Be. 80,000. In eonsequence of irregularities committed 
during his minority the State was taken under BritiA management, but 
it was restored in 1852. 

In 1858 an arrangement wae entered into with the Baja whereby he 
agreed (No. Ill) to pay annually a sum of Bt. 1,500 ae chauth in 
OQUsideratioB of the Britidi Ckrremment foregoing its diare in transit 
duiiss. He also hound himself to limit his demands on account of 
euetoma end tiunait duties to certain, jraies eanctioned by the Britiah Gov- 
ernment. making his own arrengements for their colleotkni*

^Hia British fhare of transit duties levied at Dharampor was formerly 
farmed out annually to the highest bidder, and the r^isations varied 
• eonaiderably. This arrangement was fistastefol to the Baja,, and in 
1888 he expressed a wish to take the farm permanently into his own 
hands. At the same time he offered to remit his does on the whole of 
the through trafflo with Khandesh, provided the British Government did 
the same, and to make his own arrangements for the ooUeetum of an 
import and export doty only, allowance being made, in fixing his 
annoal pa 3 rment, for the reduction in his revenue caused by these 
reforms, ^ese terms were considered reasonable, and the farm was 
given to the Baja in 1870 on his signing an Agreement (No. V) to make 
a fixed annual payment of Bs. 9,0M; not to increase the taxes in force; 
and not to levy new ones. 

In 1878 the Boler of Dharampor was granted a permanent salute 
of 9 guns. 

In 1885 the Baja entered into an Engagement (No. VII) regarding 
die extradition and trial of any of his subjects who might be arrested in 
Britjah India after having committed an offence in Portuguese India. 

In 1888 he executed an a^iMment in regard to the abkari adminia- 
toatton of his State. The agrement has sinoe been .periodically rsnaiw* 
ad,: ih* existiag Agireemant (No. ZIV) was.eoncludsd in 1922.

:In 1897 the Baja executed an Agreement (tee No. IX) ragarfing the 
manufacture, oonsumption and sale of opium in his State.

The State was liable to the operation of the naaarana rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Barber, all such levies were 
abolished. 

4. The Banos. 

The British first came into contact with the Bangs in 1818, and 
thereafter had to maintain a military cordon to check the raids of the 
inhabitonts into neighbouring British territory. In 1838 there was an 
exceptional outbreak; and, after it had been crushed by troops, aided 
by the Bhil Corps which had been organised out of the Khandesh Bhils, 
the Court of Birectors desired that some steps should be taken to re- 
claim these wild tribes. ' 

The first set of forest leases was drawn up in 1842; by these the 
forest rights were leased for 16 years to the British Qovemment to an 
annual subsidy of Bs. 11,230. In 1862 the lease was renewed and 
revised, being made teminable only at the wish of Government, the 
annual rent being Bs. 13,039. In 1889, the Ohiefii having agreed to 
some portion of the forests being classed as reserved, the loMe was 
modified accordingly and the subsidy was raised to Bs. 17,869. In 1902 
the Bivisional Forest Ofiker, Surat, was appointed ex-offido AsojMant 
Politic^ A^t for the Bangs, with powers of a First Class Magistrate. 
In 1811, with the consent of the people, 114 miles were added to the 
area of reserved forest, and all land not included in the reserved area 
was classed as protected forest. The total area of the Bangs was thus 
approximately equally divided into reserved and protected teesA In 
18^ the subddy was increased to Bs. 26,821 as an ad of grace. 

Cultivation is permitted to a reasonable extent in protected forest, 
and the land revenue is fixed and collected by the British Government 
and paid over to the Chiefs; The whole of the administration is in the 
hands of the British Qovemment, the Chiefs having no part therein. 

The area is 663*2 square miles. There are 14 Bajas, Baiki, etc., 
the most important being the Bajas of Ghadvi, Beherbhavati, Amala 
and Werama, and the Baik of Pimpri.

ment the duty at the time payable to the said Government in req>eot of opium 
consumed in the Presidency of Bombay and whereas in consideration of the oove- 
nant on the part of the Raja'^ Bansda hereinafter oontained the Britiah Govern- 
ment has agreed to rslinqnUdi we-fifth of the said duty on all opium that shall be 
hereafter conveyed into tile said Bansda State for consumption thertinin accordance 
witii the said covenants. 

3. The Raja of Bansda agrees with the British Government with reference to 
all former agreements on the same subject matter as follows vis.

ezoept on payment of a price which la not leaa than the price at which 
at the time being Hcenaed vendora aie being supplied in the British 
District of Surat.

Thm is AO aeoAiate aoooimt to bo obUmod of the rise of the Jawhir 
foBsily ; but it is beliered that up to the time of the Muhammadan inva- 
sioA of the Deccan, and a little later, the gieater part of the northern 
Ronkan was held by Roli Chiefs. Jayaba Makha was one of the most 
prominent' of these, and had Jawhar for liis headquarters. His son, 
Nimshah, was recognised as Baja of Jawhar by the Emperor of Delhi in 
or about 1343, and the present Chief is believed to be directly descended 
from him, and to be almost the last, if not the last, of the Chiefs of the 
Roli caste. Nimshah’s countiy is said to have contained 22 forts and 
yielded 9 lakhs of revenue. From the time of Nimshah veiy little was 
heard of the Jawhar State for three or four hundred years. The 
Moghuls never appear to have attempted to exercise any authori^ over 
it, and the Portuguese, who held the coast of the northern Ktmkan 
during the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, never interfered in the 
i^airs of the inland districts more than was necessary to prevent aggres- 
sion on their own. Shivaji and his descendants, in like manner, left 
this wild country to take care of itself; and it was not until the power of 
the Peshwas was well established that they interfered. After they had 
taken the coast of the Northern Ronkan from the Portuguese in 1739-40, 
they began to annex such of the inland districts as seemed of any value, 
and in this way they gradually took a goo& part of the possessions of the 
Baja of Jawhar, whose revenue before this is said to have been about 
3| lakhs. But in 1782, after constant i^gression on the part of the 
Mahrattas, Baja Patang-Shah II was glad to enter into an arrangement 
with the Pe8hwa,.by which, in return for an annual tribute of Bs. 1,000 
and a nasarana on the investiture of every new Baja, he and his family 
were conftnned in the small remainder of their possessions, yielding a 
revenue of about Bs. 20,000. 

On the death of Patang Shah II in 1798 the PeshWa alVed his eldest 
son, Tikram Shah III, to succeed, but made him agree to manage his. 
affairs in submission to the Peshwa's Government; to pay a succession 
fee of Bs. 8,000; and to be subject to the supervision of ^e Mamlatdar 
\of Trimbak. Yikram Shah HI died without heirs in 1821, but shortly « 
aftw his death a son, nanfed Patang Shah, was bom. The succession 
was diq^uted the widows of two brothers of Yikram Shah. To pre- 
vent disorder, the OoUeeM of the Northern K>nkaa was directed to. 
proceed to Jawhar and to make such arrangements as might seem neces- 
saijr respectiiig tbs snccessidn and the administfation ct tike State. 
Patang Shah HI in 1822 (No. 1) as Baja, and his mother 

wai cduirged with the administration till he should be perscmally quali- 
fied to undertake it. The naaarana due to the British Government wee 
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remitted as an act of grace, . without affecting the right of Government 
to claim it on anj future occasion. 

Patang Shah III died inrld65 and was succeeded by his adopted son 
Narayan Bao (Yihram Shah * IV), who died a month later. The 
adoption by his widow of Malhar (Patang Shah IV) was sanctioned, 
and a naaarana of Bs. 20,000 was paid to the British Government. 
During* his minority Narayan Bao's mother was appointed Begent and 
the administration of the State was carried on by a Karbari, under 
the supervision of the Collector and Political Agent, Thana. The 
Begent died in 1875, and the direct management of the State was then 
assumed by the Political Agent. Patang Shah was entrusted with full 
administrative powers in 1^7. 

In 1880 he entered into an abkari Agreement (No. II) by which, 
among other conditions, he undertook that his entire abkari revenue 
should be fanned to the Bombay Gkivemment for a term of five years, 
in consideration of an annual payment of Bs. 32,000 for all abkari rights 
in the iTawhar State. The Agreement was periodically renewed, the 
present Agreement («ee Southern Mahratta Country Agency No. XX) 
having been concluded for a period of ten years from the Ist August 
1924 in consideration of a provisional amount of compensation of 
Bs. 68,000 per annum, subject to adjustment by a lump sum payment 
in accordance with the actual revenue realised at the end of the third, 
sixth and tenth years, on the understanding that there would be no 
such adjustment if the actual revenues realised fell shori of tlie uggre- 
gate provisional compensation up to date, and that the aggregate l oni- 
pensation paid for the ten years of the lease should not be less than ♦on 
times the provisional annual cotHjiensatioii fixed at the beginning of the 
lease. 

In 1881 an Agreement (No. TII) was entered into between the Jawhar 
State and the British Government, by which both parties agreed to 
abstain from levying any kind of transit duty or toll on the roail from 
Talavli to Dahanu Station, provided that the British Government con- 
structed the road and kept it in good repair. 

lu 1888 an Agreement (No. IV) was entered into between the Jawhar 
State and the British Government regarding the extradition and punish- 
ment of subjects of the Jawhar State, whd might be charged with 
having committed certain offences in Portuguese India. 

In 1880 the Buler of Jawhar received a Sanad of Adoption (No. V). 

In 1881 the Baja had entered into an agreement by which he under* 
took to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy and the illicit importation 
of opium into his State. A fresh Agreement (No. VI) was made in 
18B8. 
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In 1904 the Baja made over the management of the hemp drugs 
lanne of hie'State to the British Ooremmenti and it was snbs^nenlty 
agreed that this arrangement should continue in force up to the end of 
March 190G. It has been extended from time to time, and at present 
c-overs the period ending the dlst March 1935, with an annual payment 
of Bs. 783 as compensation, subject to subsequent adjustment according 
to actuhl realisations. 

Patang Shah died in 1905 and was succeeded by his eldest son, 
Krishna Shah. 

In 1912 he entered into an Agreement (No. VII) by which ho sur- 
rendered his right to manufacture salt in the Jawhaf State, on payment 
of a lump sum of Bs. 15,000. 

Krishna Shah died in 1917 without any male heir, and was succeeded 
by his brother Martandrao alias Vikramshah. 

In 1921 the Ruler of Jawhar was granted a permanent salute of 9 
guns. 

ViJcraiiishah died nn the tOtli December 1927, and was succeeded by 
his son Yashwantrao alias Dnda Saheb, born on the 11th December 1917. 
During his miiiority the udministration is being carried on by an 
Administrator. 

The Baja enjoys plenary jurisdiction, that is power to try for capital 
offences, without permissirm from the Political Agent, all persons in his 
territories except Europeans, iiicluiiing European British subjects, 
Americans, Government seivants and other British subjects. 

The Boja pays no tribute to tlie British Government or to any other 
State. 

The State of Jawhar covers nn area of 310 square miles, and yields a 
gross revenue of about Rs. rt.Oo.HTiO. Tlie population, according to the 
Census of 1921, is 49,602, composed chiefly of Kolis and Warlis, Kath- 
karis, and other low-caste tribes. 

The State forces consist (1926) of 34 Armed Poli<*e and 1 old-fashioned 
gun. 

Jawhar was liable to the operation of the nasarana rules up to 1911 
when, bn the occasion of the Coronation Dnrliar, all such levies were 
oboliehed.

Sugoona Bai Ranee. This proclamation being publidy notified at the Durbar 
Cutoheny at my headquarters, the investiture was duly conferred. 

A&TIOLI 2. 

Sugoona Bai Ranee will conduct the affairs of the Jowar government in behalf 
of the Rajah, but should any violent proceedings be resorted to by any person in 
the Suwasthan Jowar, including the peigunnah Gunjad, assistance will, if necessary 
be rendered by the British Government to quell such acts. 

Abtxols 3. 

The claims of the different branches of the Jowar family and their connexions 
with that State having had mature consideration, as well as the revenues derivable 
from the Suwasthan Jowar, including Gunjad, it has been determined to allot

To effect this object Sngoona Bai Ranee shonld 
keep a watchful eye over his acts, and if he resorts to iUegal measures in tbe 
Snwasthan Jowar, he is to be immediately imprisoned there, or reoeiye such other 
pnniahment as the laws of the country direct, or should ho come vrithin my juris- 
diction the Comqvishdar of the district in which he may be to be writ to, who will 
give every assistance to secure him : to this end separate orders will be addressed 
to Comavishdars of Soubahs in my jurisdiction. Moreover, the said Dhewba Rao 
having been, under date the 14th of the preeent month, allowed an annual sum of 
rupees two hundred, payable by the Buwaethan, which is considered sufficient 
for his subsistence, he was verbaljy directed to discharge the armed men he raised, 
with the exertion of two, which hb was allowed to retain, within five days from 
the above date.

Sngoona Bai Ranee will personally exert herself to the maintenance of the 
peace and welfare of the territory under the Suwasthan ; will look to the bringing 
of land into oultivation, as its appoaranoe riiseme to indicate great fertility.

as before for a further period of 9 J years or from April Ist, 1885, to July Slst, 1804. 

igrtemeni dated 28th January 1880» 

The object of this agreement is the improvement of the administration of the 
Abkari revenue of the Jawhar State on the’ same principles on which the admin- 
istration of the Abkari revenue of the Thana CoUeetorate adjoining the Jawhar 
State has recently been improved in aecordanoe with the provisions of the Bom- 
bay Abkari Act of 1878, and especially with a view to prevent lajuiy to the Ab- 
kari revenue of either the CoUeetorate or the Jawhar State by illicit manufto- 
ture of liquor or by the smuggling of liquor from one territory into the othea 
With this object it is agreed as follows : 

1. The Raja of Jawhar engages that the law of his territory as regards Abkari 
shall be Bombay Abkari Act of 1878, or any law which may hereafter be sub- 
stituted for that Act in the Bombay Presidency. 

2. In order that the new ^tem of Abkari administration in Jawhar may be 
effectually organised on tiie principles of the Bombay Abkari Aet, the Baja anguges 
hereby to fann his entire Abkari revenue to the Bmbay Goveenment for a term 
of five y em from 1st April 1 880 to 31st March 1885, in ooosideratioii of an animal 
payment of Bs.

5. During the term of the ferm the edminittration of the Abkaii revenue of 
Jawhar win be oondnoted bj tM P^tical Agent on the following principleB : 

• (a) The latei of taxation of liquor in the Jawhar State and in the Collectorate 
to be equivalent. 

(h) Reaaooable faoilitiee for obtaining a supply of liquor for consumption to 
be afforded to the people of the Jawhar State as to the people of the 
Golleotorate. 

(e) The retail selling price of liquor to be the same in the Jawhar State and 
in the Ootteotorate so as to remove any inducement to the people of 
one territory to consume liquor sold in the other territory on account 
ol its being cheaper. 

ATols.— Under the last stipulation it will not be necessary to forbid sale of 
liquor in Jawhar shops to British rayats or vice verfA, 

4. But during the term of the farm the Political Agent will consult the Raja 
regarding details of Abkari administisHon, such as the number and position of 
Kqnor shops, the persons to receive retail licenses, and the like, and will consider 
the wishes ol the Raja on such poinU. 

6. It is understood that the farm conveys to the Government of Bombay no 
right of ownership in palm and other toddy-producing trees, or in the land on 
whioh they stand. 

6. On his part the Raja engages cordially to co-operate in carrying out the 
provisions of the Abkari law and rules, an 1 to do his best by himself and his officer 
to prevent all illicit possession, manufacture, sale, transport, etc., of liquor or of 
the materials or implements used for its manufacture in accordance with the pro- 
visiona of the Act and of any rule8\'hich may be made under it. 

7. It is understood that all offences against the Abkari law will be cognizable 
under section 61 of the Abkari Act by the Jawhar Criminal Courts in the same 
manner as other offences are cognizable. 

8. During the term of the farm the Abkari accounts of the Jawhar State will 
be kept separately from those of the Tbana Collectorate, and an annual account 
given to the Reja for hie information. 

9. At the conclusion of the five years’ farm the management of the Abkari 
levenue of the State will revert to the Raja. 

10. He engages thereafter to conduct bis administration of it in accordance 
with the principles laid down in the preamble of this agreement, namely,— 

To maintain the same Abkari law and rules as may bo in force in the Thana 
Collectorate : 

To impose rates of taxation on liquor equivalent to those in force in 
the Golleotorate : 
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8o to miiiige Ui i 0 v«nQe M ih«t iojiiij diaB not be oMited by it to tlie Abkid

Non, when necessary, with the Pohtioal Agent with thie view or to afdn 
sdl the farm at the State Abkari to the Bihi^ GoTemment tor what- 
ever may, at the eipiiation of five yean, appear a fair and reasonable 
price to both Governments. 

Provided always that this article does not bind the Baja to any arrangements 
injniions to the Intimate interests of his State or revenue, and that it is nnder.* 
stood that the Abkari revenue of the Collectorato will in like manner be so 
managed as not to cause injury to the legitimate Abkari revenue of the Baja. 

11. This agreement, if approved by the Government of Bombay, to oome 
into lotoe from 1st April 1880.

Whereas in accordance with the exisliBg reUtions between the Rwtisb Govern* 
ment and the Raja of Jawhar, the cultivation of poppy agd the manutocture of 
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opiiim ue pfobibitied in the Jnwhnr State and no opium may be oonramed in the 
Hud Jawhar State other than opium on which there hae been paid to the Biitidi 
Government the duty at the time payable to the said Govenuneiit in lecpeot of 
opium oonramed in the Preiidenc^ of Bombay ; and wheiiiaa In oooaideiatMm 
of the oovenante on the part of the Raja of Jawhar hereinafter contained^ the 
British Government has agreed to relinquish SO per oent. or cme-fiftb of the said 
duty on all opium that shall be hereafter convey^ into the said Jawhar State for 
consumption therein in accordance with the laid covenants. 

2. Raja Fatangsha Vikramsha of Jawhar agrees with the British Government 
with reference to all former agreements on the same subject-matter a followi^ 
oil. 


(1) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within hie 

territory shall be obtained in one of the three foUowii^ ways onl|y, 
namely: — 

(а) by direct importition from Malwa and Rajputana ; or 

(б) by pnrohase in Bombay ; or 

(c) by purchase at any oonvement opium depdt of the British Govern- 
ment ; 

and that all opium so procured shall be imported into, transported 
through or exported from British India, as the case may require, in 
accordance with the law and rules regarding import, transport and 
export of opium at the time in force in the part of British India 
into, through, or from which such import, tranqport or export is 
necessary : 

(2) That he will adopt such measures as shall from time to time appear to the 

British Gh>VOTnment to be necessary for effectually preventing any 
export and any illicit import of opium across his frontier ; 

(3) That the sale of opium within his territory shall henceforward be 

conducted by licensed vendors only or departmentally by State 
servants: 

(4) That opium shall not be supplied to any of the said licensed vendors except 

on payment of a price, which is not less than the price at which, at the 
time being, licensed vendors are being supplied in the British district 
ofNasik; 

(5) That no licensed vendors in his territory shall at any time be permitted 

to sell opium at a price which is lower than the lowest price at which 
licensed vendors are at the time being authorised to sell it in the British 
district of Naiik ; 

(6) That the qrstem for the vend of opium in his territory riball be hencefor- 

ward assimilated in its general features io that in foroe in the British 
district of Naiik ; 
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(7) That ha will forthwith intiodnoe and aiilom in his tsnitoiy the tegola* 

tlons published noder Qovemment Resolution in the Refunue Depart* 
mont. No. 7207, dated 18th September 1895, and will hereafter from 
time to time adopt ai(d epforoe any change in the said regulations or 
any new regulations similar in effect to any provision of the law or 
rules regarding opium for the time being in force in British India, which 
the Governor in Council of Bombay shall, in the interests of the British 
opium revenue, desire him to adopt and enforce ; 

(8) That he will furnish every half-year on the 1st February and 1st August 

to the British Political authorities of Thana and Nasik in such form 
as the Governor in Council of Bombay shall after consulting the Com- 
mfssioner of Customs, Salt, Opium and Abkari from time to time pres* 
eiibe, accurate accounts of the opium transactions of his territory. 

8. The British Government agrees that so long as the Raja of Jawhar duly 
fnl61s the foregoing covenants 20 per cent, or one-fifth of the duty payable to the 
British Government on any opium conveyed into the territory of Jawhar in accord- 
ance with the relations between the British Government and him as recited in the 
preamble to this agreement, shall be remitted, or if duty has already been paid 
on any such opium as if the same were to be consumed in the Presidency of Bom- 
bay, then that the 20 per cent, or one-fifth of the amount of the duty which 
has been so paid shall be refunded to the Raja of Jawhar. 

Provided that nothing in this agreement shall affect the ultimate right of the 
British Government as paramount authority on occasion arising, to alter the rate 
of duty or the proportion thereof to be remitted or refunded under this clause, 
and that no such alteration shall release the said Raja of Jawhar from any of the 
oovenaots performable by him under this agreement. 

4. And it is further agreed betwe^ the parties hereto that in this agreement 
the word opium ” shall have the sam neaning as in the Opium Act (I of 1878) 
or in any other law regarding opium for the time being in foroe in the Presidency 
olBom^y.

AfpsemeBt between the Politkal Agent of Thana aeti^g under the authority 
of Be RBoslleiicylAe Governor of Bombay on behalf ol tha British GovemmsBt 
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on the one band end KriAnnehnh, Rnj* of Jawhar on behalf of himidf, hie heiie 
and eaceeeeoie on the other hand, rtgerding the surrender on receipt of compensa- 
tion of the Raja's rights to manufacture salt in the Jawhar State. 

Whereas it has been found expedient to prohibit the re-opening of the salt 
pans bdonging to the Jawhar State situated in the village of Pala near Dahanu 
in the territory of Jawhar and whereas the Raja has agreed to hand over to the 
British (Government on payment of compensation all the rights of the State to 
manufacture salt in Jawhar territory, it is hereby agreed as follows 

The Raja engages that the law of his territory as regards salt shall be 
Bombay Salt Act, II of 18d0, or any law which may hereafter be sub- 
stituted for that Act in the Bombay Presidency. 

2. The Raja abandons all rights to manufacture salt in his territory. 

3. The Raja, having sinoe the year 1868 closed the State salt pans and dis- 

continued the manufacture of salt, undertakes henceforward to keep 
the said salt pans dosed to the manufacture of salt and suppress the 
manufacture of salt in his territory. 

4. The Raja also undertakes to prohibit and take every reasonable care to 

prevent the clandestine manufacture of salt and collection of natural 
salt throughout his territory and also to prohibit and take every rea-' 
sonable care to prevent the importation into, and exportation from, 
his territory of any salt other than British duty-paid salt. 

5. In consideration of the extinction of the Raja's rights of manufacture of 

salt in his State and of the discharge of the foregoing obligations and 
undertakings by the Raja, the Brilish Government agrees to pay to 
the Raja a lump sum of Rs. 15,000 as compensation such snra to be 
payable immediately on the conclusion of this agreement. 

6. The Raja undertakea to make no claim on account of past years. 

This agreement ahall take effect from the 24th Februarv 1912.

It is not known at what time the Abyrninians establiahed themselrMi 
on the western coast of India; but at a very early date the Sidis wore 
admirals of the Muhammadan fleet, and held jagirs from the king! 
of Bijapur. The great maritime depdt was Banda Bajpuri, in the 
middle of which stands the island of Janjira. At the time of Shivaji*! 
rise the principal Abyssinian was Wasir Fateh Khan, one of Shiyaji’s 
most formidable enemies, against whose fort of Janjira the Mahrattas 
erected batteries for many successive years. Seduced by the promises 
aiid threats of Shivaji, Fateh Khan was on the point of joining the 
Mahratta cause when he was seised and put in confinement by three of 
his subordinate officers, one of whom, Sidi Sambal, assumed command 
and put the Bijapur fleet and the jagir under the authority of the 
Emperor of DelU. 

In 1678 Sidi Sambal, who had received the title of Yakut Khan from 
Aurangseb, was superseded in the command by Sidi Kasim Yakut Elhan, 
who held the fprt against all the efforts of the Mahrattas, and made 
frequent inroads into their districts, from which he levied contributions. 
Sidi Kasim died in 1707, and was succeeded by Surur Khan, with whom 
the British Government entered into an offensive and defensive alliance 
(No. I) in 1733, the main object of which Was to put a stop to the 
piracies committed by the Chiefs of Kolaba and to procure the restora- 
tion of territories taken from the Sidis by the Mahrattas. From this 
time the Sidis were firm allies of the British Government, whose ships 
were spared in the -general piracies which they committed. Sidi Surur 
died about 1734, leaving several sons, the eldest of whom, Sidi Abdulla, 
was murdered by his brothers, who usurped the government. Sidi 
Rahman, one of the brothers, who was absent from Janjira and was not 
concerned in the conspiracy, threw himself on the support of the Peshwa 
Baji Rao. The Peshwa bMieged Janjira and, although unable to take 
the place, compelled the usurpers to enter into a treaty giving up seven 
districts to Sidi Rahman and ceding five of their forts to the Mahrattas. 
Sidi Rahman was removed from power in 1738, and his brother, Sidi 
HasM, was appointed in his place. On Sidi Hasan’s death in 1745, the 
Chiefship of Janjira was for a time usurped by one Saiyid Allana, but 
was recovered in the following year the rightful heir, Sidi Ibindiim 
Khan. In 1762 Sidi Ibrahim was mitered hy his slave, Yakut, who 
usurped the Ghiefship to the prejudice of Sidi Ibrahim’s brother Sidi 
Abdur Rahim, who was g;enerally considered the nearest heir. Ineffee- 
tnal endeavours were made by the Britidi Government to compromise 
the dispute, but Abdur Rahim would yield nothing of his claim. A* 
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military foroe was sent by the British OoTemment to compel him to 
submit, whereupon he Hed to Poona. Another unsuccessful attempt 
was made in 1768 to effects compromise; but in 1772, as it was leased 
that the Peshwa might suppoft Abdur Bahim, an accommodation (No. 

II) was effected, by which Abdur Rahim was put in possession of Danda 
Bajpuri in suimrdination to Sidi Yakut, who also promised him the 
succession to Janjira. Abdvu* Bahim accordingly succeeded Sidi Yakut, 
and on his death in 1784 bequeathed the principality to his eldest son, 
Abdul Karim Khan, called Balu Mian. But Sidi Yakut’s will had 
bequeathed the State to Abdur Rahim’s second son who, during his 
minority, was to be under the guardianship of Sidi Jauhar, a personal 
friend of Sidi Yakut and Governor of the fort of Janjira. ffidi Jauhar, 
with the view of securing his own regency, asserted the pretensions of 
the youth; but Balu Mian fled to Poona, taking his younger brother 
with him. It had always been the ambition of the Peshwa to obtain 
possession of Janjira, and he was now preparing to reduce it when the 
British Government, after the conclusion of the alliance with the 
Peshwa against Tipu, intervened. Circumstances had rendered it 
impracticable any longer to preserve with consistency their offensive and 
defensive alliance with Janjira, which they desired to dissolve: and 
in 1701 they accordingly negotiated and ratified an Engagement (No. 

III) between Balu Mian and the Peshwa, by which Balu Mian ceded 
to the Peshwa Janjira and his other possessions, receiving lands near 
Surat yielding Rs. 75,000 a year, to be afterwards increased to the 
value of the revenues of Janjira and its dependencies as collected in the 
most productive of the ten preceding years. 

The Peshwa, however, does not appear ever to have been able to 
establish his influence in Janjb^, and the State remained virtually in- 
dependent, at least in its internal administration. Ibrahim Khan, to 
whom in all probability the government was resigned by Sidi Jauhar, 
was succeeded in 1826, after a rule of almut 24 years, by his eldest son, 
Sidi Muhammad Khan. 

In 1834 the British Government declared Janjira to be subject to the 
British power: and, in virtue of the British supremacy, abolished the 
Bative mint, from which debased coinage had be^ issued. 

In 1848 Sidi Muhammad abdicated in favour of his eon, Sidi Ibrahim 
Khan. In 1867 a warning was conveyed to the Chief of Janjira, in 
consequence of his opprewive treatment of one of his subjects, ^at the 
British Government would hold him responsible for any abuse of power 
which might be brought home to him : and he was urged to provide an 
independent tribunal for the trial of serious offences. Two years later 
another instance occurred of the cruelty of the Chief, which resulted in 
the death of two men. He was therefore deprived of dU criminal jnris- 
diction, and a British officer, with limited ju^cial powers, was appointed 
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to the poUtioftl dioigo of the State. The ciyil and rofenne jnriediotioii 
was left in the hands of the Chief. 

In ISTOy during the ahsence of the Chief at isolhbaji the adminis* 
tration of civil justice fell into disorder, and the irregularity in the 
collection of revenue gave rise to numerous disputes. The Sidi Sardars, 
indignant at the Nawab’s prolonged residence in Bombay, at his estnir 
vagance, and at his employment of Hindus instead of Muhammadans, 
lonnally deposed the Nawab, and elected his son as Chief in his stead, 
ploadWig in justification of their proceedings that by ancient usage th^ 
had -x right to interfere in the government of the State. A Briti^ 
officer was deputed to Janjira to enquire into the relations between the 
Nawab and his Sardars, the alleged dissatisfaction of the people with 
the Nawab*s rule, and the conditions under which his authority might 
be re-established. The result of this enquiry was to establish the fact 
that, although the Sardars had from time to time exercised an irregular 
power of interference in the government, no claim to exercise this power 
had been preferred since the establishment of the paramount authority 
of the Britidi Government, by which the Nawab has always been treated 
as the sole responsible ruler. Although a certain amount of discontent - 
was found to exist at Janjira, the general disaffection did not appear 
to be such as should predude the return of the Chief under proper 
security for the better managemmit of the State. Accordingly it was 
decided to restore the Nawab on certain conditions. These were em- 
bodied in a formal Agreement (No. lY) and accepted by the Nawab 
who was formally reinstated in December 1870. 

In 1878 the Ruler of Janjira was granted a permanent salute of 9 
guns. 

On the death of'Sidi Ibrahim Khan in 1879 the succession was con- 
tested by his eldest illegitimate son, Sidi Muhammad Khan Bakhshi. 
Government, however, recognised the claim of the youngest and only 
legitimate son, &di Ahmad Khan, who accordingly succeeded to the 
Chieldiip. 

In 1884 the Nawab entered into an Agreement (No. Y), by which 
he undertook to assimilate his customs ^tem to that in force in British 
India; to prohibit the manufacture of illicit salt, and its importation into 
his dominions; to prevent the cultivation of the poppy in his State, and 
the importation of illicit opium; and to make over to ^e British Govern- 
ment, on certain conditions, the management of the abkari revenue of 
his countiy. In consideration of these concessions he receives Bs. 18,000 
a year from the Britidk Government, and is supplied with salt and opium 
on favourable terms. 

In 1890 the Ruler of Janjira received an Adoption Banad (see Kaira 
Agency No. Y).

A furUunr Agreement (No. TI) between ike Nawab and the British 
GoTenunent^ in modification of and in continuation of the agreement ol 
188^ was ratified m 1884, hj which the management ol the abkori 
revenue was made over to ;ihe State on certain conditions. 

In 1903 the permanent saKite of the Buler of Janjira was enhanced 
to 11 guns: and in 1921 the Buler was granted a permanent local salute 
of 13 guns within his own dominions. 

In 1910 the Nawab entered into an Agreement (No. Vll) for the 
effectivei control and discipline of his Imperial Semico troops when 
mrving Ib^ond the frontiers of his State. In 1917, however, the 
Imperial Service units of the State were disbanded. 

Sidi Ahmad Khan died in 1922 and was succeeded by his son the 
present Nawab Sidi Muhammad Khan, during whose minori^ the State 
is administered hy his mother as Begent, with the aid of ihe Diwan. 

The area of Janjira is 324 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, is 87,334; and the gross revenue amounts to 
Bs. 6,89,600. The State pays no tribute to the British Government. 
The Nawab also owns the dependency of Jafrabad in Kathiawar,*' 
which yields a gross revenue of about Bs» 82,600 and has an area of 
68 square miles, and a population, by the Census of 1921, of 10,996. 

The military forces of the State consist (1926) pf 75 Armed Police 
and 18 Artillery men*, with 11 serviceable and 1^ unserviceable guns.

FABTMBNTS of CUSTOMS, Salt, Ofxum and Abkari in Habsan,— 1884. 

All conventions, agreements or arrangements of whatever kind relating to 
Oustoms, Salt, Opium and Abkari existing prior to this agreement are hereby 
caij^lled and in lieu thereof it is mutually agreed as follows • 

Abtiolb 1 .—As to Ciutonu. 

(a) The Nawab of Habsan shall, from the date of the execution of this agree 
ment, adopt the British Customs Tariff at all ports in Habsan, and whenever from 
time to time the British Government may make alterations or modifications in 
such Tariff, the Nawab shall make similar modifications in the tariff at Habsan 
ports. The Nawab shall further follow the system, use the forms and observe 
the rules in force in British Custom-houses, and shall in all respects assimilate 
therewith, so far as it may be possible to do so, the procedure in the Habsan Custom- 
houses. 

(h) The cordons of Preventive and Customs stations heretofore maintained 
by the British Government and the Nawab on the land frontier shall be removed 
fimm the date of this agreement coming into force, and all land oustoms and 
transit duties on traffic passing from the dominations of the one Government 
to that of the other shall be abolished from the same date ; except with the con- 
sent of both Governments such land customs and transit duties shall not be 
revived. 

(c) The Nawab shall levy port-dues at all Habsan ports on the scale for the 
rime being in force at the southern group of ports on the Bombay Presidenoy 
entered in Part IV of the first schedule of the Indian Ports Act of 1876. 

(d) AU arrioles imported into Habsan ports bonijide for the use of the Nawab 

and his family shaU be free of duty. , 
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(•) The Nftwftb* •haU managa Hi^aaa Giiatoai-ho|laai ; Pm^ided that tha 
MMoal Agaiit or any olBoar aathoriaad by him for tUrntpuipoM shall hata aa* 
thoiity» from tima to tima» to inspaot tha books kapt at ue Habsas Oustom-hoiisas 
with a visw to satisfy hhnsalf that tha British Tariff and tha British Cnatomi 
systsm and mods ol traniaoting bnsinass ara baing anforaad. 

AmnoLi S.— As to Bsft. 

(o) Tha Nawab shall snpprass all salt-works in Eabsan and shall prohibit 
tha mannfaotara of salt and oollaction of salt-earth in HabfMui tarritorj. Tha 
Nawab shall also taka maasnras to prevent tha spontaoaons ganaration of salt 
in Habsan and to destroy such salt as soon as it may appear.’

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raS 8ATARA JAGIRDARS. 

By tlie Till article of the Satara treaty of 1819* the pc w ee e ioiie of the 
Japrdare within the territory of the Baja of Satara were guaranteed 
by the British Oovemment, who engaged to eecnre that the Jagirdam 
should iierform the eenrioe they owed to the Baja according to estab- 
lished custom. The Jagirdars thus guaranteed were the Baja of Akal- 
kot, the Bant Saohiv of Bhor» the Pant Pratinidhi of Aundh, the 
Daphle of Jath, the Nimbalkar of Phaltan, and Shaikh Vira Waikar. 
The tenures of these Chiefs are held to date from the period when their 
agreements were made with the British Government, and not from the date 
of the grants made by the Bajas of Satara. In 1839, on the accession of 
Shahiiji, tht Jagirdars were placed under the direct management and 
control of the British Government, their contingents and pecuniary pay- 
ments being reserved to the Baja on the scale fixed in 1819. They have 
not the power of life and death. All serious criminal cases, involving 
the punishment of death or transportation for life, or offences punishable 
with seven years’ imprisonment in. certain cases, are tried in a court 
presided over by a British officer in association with the Jagirdar or the 
minister of the Jagirdar within whose territory the offence was com* 
mitted, and the confirmation of the British Government is required 
before the sentence can be carried into effect. The Jagirdars maintain 
a few sowars and sepoys for police and revenue duties, but have no 
regular troops. The political control over these jagirs vests in the 
Political Agent and Collector at Sholapur in the case of Akalkot; at 
Poona in the case of Bhor : at Satara in the cases of Aundh and Phaltan ; 
at Bijapur in the case of Jath : and with the Agent for the Sardars of 
the Deccan in the case of the Waikar. 

In 1880 the manufacture of earth-salt was prohibited throughout the 
jagirs, and compensation has been granted to the Jagirdars on this 
account. 


V.*-«ROUUnJR AGENCY. 


Akalkot. 

In 1707, when Sahuji, grandson of Shivaji of Satara^ was engaged 
in battle with Tara Bai for the recovery of his rights, a woman, whose 
husband had been slain in action, threw her (&ild before the Baja, 
oalling out that ^e devoted him to the Baja’s servioe. Sahuji 
took chaige of the child, and named him Fateh Singh Bhonda, in 
eommemoration of his victory. In ITIO this lad reoei^ the jagir of 
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Akalkoi and the title of llaja — ^a title which hat bean recognised hf 
the British Gbvernmexit, bat without the prefix of His Highness. 

Fateh Singh was succeeded in 1T60 by his adopted son, Sahuji, and 
he in tom by a second Fateh Singh, who was the Jagirdar wi^ whom 
the British Government formed engagements in 182Q (No. I). He was 
succeeded by his son Maloji Bao, and he in 1828 by his son l^uji, who 
died in 1857. The misrule and incapacity of his successor, Maloji, 
necessitated the intervention of the British Government, and in 1866 the 
Baja was set aside and the State was placed under Government manage- 
ment. 

In 1862 the Buler of Akalkot received a Sanad of Adoption (No. 11). 

Civil and criminal jurisdiction over the lands of the Akalkot State 
within the limits of the Great Indian Peninsula Bailway was ceded 
(No. Ill) in 1865. 

In 1868 the contingent of 100 horsemen, which the Chief was bound 
to maintain under the treaty of 1820, was disbanded, and a money 
payment of Bs. 14,692 a year, being two-thirds of the actual cost of the 
contingent, was substituted. The Chief receives from Government 
Bs. 9,606-4-0 and Bs. 26,400 a year, on account of Pune Panchmahal 
Jakat and Mokasbab, respectively; the latter amount is, however, a 
fiuotuating one. 

Maloji died in 1870, and was succeeded by bis infant son, Sahuji. 

The revenue survey and .settlement was introduced in 1871. Id 
1894-95 a revised survey and settlement was introduced, the new rates 
being guaranteed for 30 years. In 1926-27 a further revision took place. 
In this case also the rates wero guaranteed for 30 years, except in Piliv 
Mahal, where the period of g^rantee was fixed for ten years. 

In 1886 transit duties were aboliriied. 

In 1887 the State ceded civil and criminal jurisdiction over the lands 
occupied by the Southern Mahratta Bailway (No. lY). 

The cultivation of poppy and. the manufacture of opium are prohi- 
bited in the State, and in 1^1 the Chief entered into an Agreement (No. 
V), regulating the consumption and sale of opium in his territory. 

In the same year the Chief made an agreement, whereby the abkari 
revenue of the State was leased to the British Government for three 
years. A fresh Agreement (No. YI) was concluded in 1894 for ten years, 
and this has dace been periodically renewed at intervals of ten years, 
the present agreement (see Southern Mahratta Osuntry fRates Ageaey 
No. ZX) having been conduded for a period of ten years from the 1st 
August 1924. 

Sahuji, who had been invested with full powers in 1891, died in 1896 
without m^ iinuer and was succeeded by Fateh Singh, adopted in 189& 
with the sanction of Government, by SahujPs iridow. During his 
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minority tho management of the State was carried on by an administra* 
tor under the supervision of the Political Agent at Sholapur. 

In 1903 the State consented to lease its hemp drugs revenue to the 
British Government, and the term of the lease has since been periodi- 
cally extended. The present lease, given in 1925, runs till 1936. 

Fateh Singh who was invested with full powers in 1916, died in 
April 1923, and was succeeded by his elder son the present Baja Vijaya 
Sinhrao, Imm on the 15th December 1915. During his minority the 
management of the State was carried on by n Government Karbari, 
under the supervision of the Political Agent at Sholapur, until July 
1925, when it was entrusted to a Council of Regency, with the dowager 
Rani as Regent. 

In 1926 the State ceded (No. VII) civil and criminal jurisdiction 
over the lands occupied by the Barsi Light Railway. 

The area of Akplkot is 498 square milesj the "population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 81,250; and the gross revenue Rs. 5,81,700, inclu- 
sive of local funds and compensation for abkari (Rs. 24,000), bhang and 
ganja (Its. 9,338) and salt (Its. 142-0-10) revenue. 

The iStats possesses (1920) 47 Infantry, 66 Armed Police and 3 
Artillery men, with 3 serviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nasaraiia rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished.

During the Gov- 
ernment of the Peishwa you had to furnish a body of horse, but as you have been 
deprived of the Mogulaee Umuls, and as the jaghire territory is in a bad state, 
and as yon should have enough for yonr own maintenance, and for the expense of 
the contingent of horse to be kept in a complete state of equipment and in readi- 
ness to serve at all times of thqvear, government have dispensed with the former 
number and fixed the contingent at 100 horse, which must be constantly in the 
service of His Highness’s government. 

Abtiolb 9. 

The horses and men forming the contingent are to be good. The horses, of 
the value of from Rupees 900 to 400, to be always present in the service of Bfis 
Highness, and to proceed without dday or remonstraaoe wherever tfirir services 
may be required. They are to be mustered whenever so ordered, and should these 
be any deficiency in the number, such deficjency must be made good at the annual 
rate of Rupees 300 each horse, to be caloulated from the period of the former 
muster ; but previous to enforcing the demand, a lepreseatation of the ciroum- 
stances will Im made by His SBc^mesi’s GovenunenttotheAgent of tbe^tish 
Government, and his coneunence obtained.

All titlM ftnd forms of rwpeot hitherto enjoyed by you ehnll be oontinned 
by the Agent of the British Government and His Highness’r government. All 
requests on the part of the jaghiredar» which may be reasonable and proper, shall 
be granted, but snob as are oriierwise shall not be acceded to. 

AnnoLB 13. 

As the jaghire districts sd.join the territory of His Highness, and it may be 
neoessaiy to effect ezohangea of items of revenue or land, for the purpose either 
of defining the boundary or for police arrangements, therefore, on a representa- 
tion from the government of His Highness, the Agent of the British Government 
will arrange such exchanges as may be necessary, provided they are not injurious 
to the interests of the jaghiredar, and such exchanges must be made accordingly. 

The above 13 Articlsa must be observed.

AoRBBitBBT entered into on the 11th July 1820 by His Hiounbss the Rajas of 
Sataba with the Rajah of Akulkotb. 

Aorkbiiint on the part of His Highness the Rajah of Satara respecting FuttbS 
Singh BhonsIiAT of Akulkotb, to whom these orders are issued. 

The whole of the jaghires, etc., enjoyed by you have, with the rest of the country, 
reverted to the Britirii Government ; but as that government has been pleased, 
in considefation of the antiquity of your family, to guarantee to you the villages 
hrid up to the war (including those situated in the Niiam's country now in your 
possession), save Hogulaee Umuls, by a Yad of 13 paragraphs executed to you by 
Captain James Grant, the British Resident, and as His Highness has received his 
country from the British Government according to Treaty, and your lands are 
situated therein. His Highness approves of the Tad executed to you by the Britiidi 
Government, and, for the continuance of your lands, determines as follows, 

Artioli 1. 

The pergnnnah of Aknlkote and other mriials and umuls held by you up 
to the war (including the villages situated in Gie Nisam’s country now in your 
possession), save Hcgulaee Umuls, are hereby continued and confirmed to yon. 
Formerly you had to mamtsin a oontingent of horse for the service of the Peishwa’i 
governmei^ but as you have now been deprived of your umuls in the Nisam’s 
country, and sustained less in the mehsls, His Highness, to enable you to siqpport 
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thnraghont tlie year, fixes the oontiiigeiit at 100 ]ioiso, which you aca to marotain 
fof the service d tiie Sataia Sthte.

AanoiJi 2. 

The contmgent is to be ^ffideot, the horses to be d tl^e valae from Rapees 
800 to 400, and the men in a complete state d equipment. The contingent to 
be always kept present for the serviced His Highness; thqy should attend muster 
when called upon, and proceed to whatever place directed, withont delay or remon- 
strance. Should it appear, however, on muster that any number d the contin- 
gent Is deficient. Bis Highness will, with the conconence d the British Resident, 
oblige yon to rdmid, in the proportion d Rupees 800 per annum a horse, for the 
whole period d such deficiency, according to the terms d the agreement entered 
into with you. 

Aniiauifi. 

In the event d your, contingent being emplojred in war by His Highness, with 
the concurrenoe d the British Resdent, no remuneratioii on account of the 
wounded and slain will be granted ; but all such liaks and casualtieo, as wdl as 
the supply d ammunition, are included in the grant. 

Annoui 4. 

Yon are to defray the expense d your village establishments, as well as d the 
contingent. Should any commotion or disturbance occur in the districts, either 
of His Highness the Rajah, or of the British Government, you are, on the requi- 
sition of the mamlutdais of either government, to aid and oo-operato with them 
with the Police in your mehals. , 

N^ncuB 5. 

The villages, inams, wuttuns, etc., in His Highness the Rajah's country held 
by you up to the war, together with the umols and villages in>the Nisam's country 
now in your possession, will be continued to you, this government also retaining 
its umuls in your territory. All doomala villages, lands, wurshasuns, dhurmadaos, 
dewasthans, roriudars, khyrats, nemuooks, as also the jsghires of darukdars and 
karkoonee, etc., are to be continued to the several parties as heretofore, withont 
objection, together with the lands held by virtue of Sonnuds, although they may 
have been on certain grounds placed under attachment. Should any of the parties 
enumerated above act improperly, or die intestate, you are to report the same to 
this government, when His Highness, with the conounence of the British Reei- 
dent, will award such punishment to the offender, or direct the resumption of the 
land as may appear expedient. If any landholder cicatee a riot, or raises a re- 
beOion in your country, or refuses to acknowledge your supremacy, or if a wnt- 
tundar dice intestate, you tiiould attach bia wnttun and report tiie matter to 
government, when Hw HighnesB, with the concurrence of the British Resident, 
will iasno such mders as may appear cipcdicnt^ and to which you aia to cenfonn 
acomdiogly.

Ton ahonU ondonvoiir to main your labjeetB k^ppy, distribnto jnftioe im- 
paitially, nod adopt manaorM for the prevention of theft, murder, and o^er orimea. 
H theae are not donob and if juatioe ia not adminlateied propedj, and oomplainta 
are made to thia government, Hia Highneaa, in oonjnnotion with the Bzitiah Real- 
dent, will enqtiire into the complaint, and iaane auoh ordeia aa may appear neoea- 
aaiy, to which you are to conform ; bat if you do not do ao, and the country oon- 
tinue in a atate of miegovemment, and crimes are of frequent ocourrence. His High- 
ness will, with the concurrence of the British Resident, adopt such preventive 
measures aa may appear expedient to ^n. 

Abtioli 7. 

During the administration of Bajee Rao Rughoonath a dispute having arisen 
between you and Tooljajee Bhomday for division of property, the same was de- 
eided, and deeds of acquittance passed by you both, which are approved of and 
confirmed by this government, and you both are to abide by the same accordingly. 

Abtiou 8. 

You should not, without the knowledge of this government, muster a force 
and engage in hostilities with any person^ If any dispute ariees among you 
respecting Bhaoopoona rights, etc., you should quietly refer the matter to this 
government, when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British Resident, 
will issue the necessary orders in the case, and to which you are to conform. 

Abtxolk 9. 

With the exception of the subjects of this government, you are to hold no 
intercourse nor to carry on correspondence with Bajee Rao Rughoonath or any 
other Prince or Chieftain. If you do, your country will be resumed. * 

Autiolb 10. 

Should an offender from your country take shelter within the territories of 
Hia ffi ghnaas , you ate to report the smne to thia (Icvemment, when measures 
will be taken to apprehend the offender and make him over to yon. In like 
manner offenders from the territories of His Highness or of the British Government, 
taking shelter within your >iehals, should be immediately apprehended and de- 
livered up by you to whichever government they may belong. Farther, you are 
to aid and asaiat the officers of either government who may enter your jurisdic- 
tion in puianit nf offenders. 

Aanoui 11. 

8o long as yon ooatiaue in good faith and reader faithful servioe, your mehals, 
eto., will be ooutiniMd to you nninteixuptedly by this government, for whioh you 
have the gupiaatae of the British Gcvtiiiment» and which ia agreed to by His

AU titiM and onttomary fon^a of napeet hitherto enjoyed by yon ahaU be oon- 
tiniied.

Aa the oonntry of Hia Highneaa adjoina your tenitoiy, it might be neeaa- 
aaiy at a futtin period to effect certain territorial exbhangea, with the advice 
of the British Resident, for the good of the country, and for the pnipose of defin<> 
ing distinctiiy the boundaries of the two governments, can being taken to aeoun 
you from loss. You an nqnited to agree to this arrangement. 

ARnoLi 14. 

Yon an to attend on Hia Highneaa annually, at the celebration of the Duaaera 
festival, aa also at other times when your presence may be required. You 
an also to accompany Hia Highneaa whenever he may proceed on a long journey.

Her Ifajesty being desirous that the Oovemmenta of the several Prinoea and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the npzeaentation and dignity of their Houses should be continued ; in 
fulfilment of this desin this Sanad is given to you to convey to you the assurance 
that, on failun of natural heirs, the British Government will permit and confirm 
any adoption of a successor made by yourself or by any futnn Chief of your State 
that may be in accordance with Hindoo law and the customs of your raoe. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so long 
as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Treaties, 
Grants, or Bngagements, which record Its obligations to the British Government.

2hd>— All. persons residing within the limits (of the land given) whether sub- 
jects of my State or Government, will be considered as under the jn- 
lisdietion of the Government officers of the Railway. 

M.— All .diqmtes between the Officers and servants, etc., of the Railway 
and the snbjects of the State living ontside the Railway limits will be 
heard and settled by the Agmoy (i« Pohtioal] Officer. 

Thus I have signified my agreement to give land in my Ilakha for the Railway 
works on the above conditions.

were to be consumed in the Presidency of Bombay, then that the one-fifth of the 
amount of the duty which has been so paid shall be refunded to the Raja of Akalkot 
provided that the British Government may at any time hereafter with or without 
the consent of the said Raja of Akalkot alter the rate of duty to be remitted or 
refunded under this clause, and no such alteration shall in any way release the 
said Baja of Akalkot from any of the covenanta peiloimable by him under this

So to manage his revenue that injury shall not be caused by it to the 
Abkari revenue of the CoUectorates qnd to midce his Agreements in consultatioa 
when nsossssfy with the Folirical Agent, Sholapur, for the time being with this 
view. 

Provided tlways that thk^^de does not bind the Raje Saheb to any ar- 
langemints injurious to the legitiqMte interests of the State or revenue, and that 
it is understood that the Abkari revenue of the CoUectorates wiU in lilm manner 
be so managed as not to cauM inj ury to the legitimate revenue of the State.

The Pant Saehiv of Blior is one of the eight hereditary ministers of 
the* old Mahratte empire. Ghimnaji SscUt, with whom the first 
Engagement (No. I) was made by the British Government in 1820, was 
one of the earliest to abandon the cause of Baji Rao after the proclama> 
tion of the 11th February 1818. He died in 1827, and was succeeded 
by his adopted son, Raghunath Rao Chimnaji, with whom an Engage- 
ment (No. II) for the exchange of territory was concluded in 1830. 

Chimnaji Raghunath was adopted by his uncle, Raghunath Rao, on 
the latter's death-bed in 1837. A new Engagement (No. Ill) was con- 
cluded with Ghimnaji in 1839, by which he undertook among other 
things to abolish all transit duties in his territory. On his adoption he 
was required to pay a nasarana of Rs. 53,021 to the Raja of Satara, 
and Rs. 27,703 to the British Government. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Bhor received a Sanad of Adoption (see Shola- 
pur Agency No. II). 

Chimnaji Raghunath died in 1871, and was succeeded by his son, 
Shankarrao. In 1874, on, the understanding that be was not at libe^ 
to impose any new taxation without the consent of Government, he was 
entrusted with the management of bis State. The family enjoys an 
assignment of approximately six per cent, on the revenues of certain 
villages in the Deccan and Khandesb, and a considerable jagir to tbe 
south-west of Poona. 

In 1871 tbe Pant Sachiv agreed to an exchange of lands in connec- 
tion with the Kadakwasla lake. 

With a view to assimilatii^ the abkari administration in Bhor to 
the system in force, in the adjoining British districts, the Pant Sachiv 
entered into an Agreement in 1865 (No. lY) by which the management 
of the abkavi revenue of the State was transferred to the British Govern- 
ment up to the 3l8t July 1894, in consideration' of an* annual payment 
of Rs. 12,448-13-8. This agreement was renewed in 1894 for a 
further period of ten years, the annual payment being increased to 
Rs. 19,148-6-3. The t^dy revenue of the talukas of the Bhor State 
above the ghats, which was excluded from the scope of tbe previous 
^-agreement, was also transferred. The agreement was again renewed 
for further periods of ten years in 1994 and 1914, when the annual pay- 
ment was increased to Rs. 38,160. Negotiations are in progreim hr a 
further renewal (including foreign liquor), for another period' of tO 
years from the 1st August 1924. 

In 1890 the Pant Saidiiv entered into an Agreement (No. T) to 
abdliah all taisaa or impoata on the import, export and measurement of 
commodities oQier than snufi, sulphur and poisonous drugs.

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The arrangemente for asaimilating the system of taxation and control 
of hemp drugs to the British system were accepted in 1903 by the Pant 
Saohiv, in consideration <of an annual payment of Rs. 1,731-7*11. 
This arrangement has been renewed from time to time, the last renewal 
being for a period of 10 years from the let April 19^, on an annuaf 
payment to the State of Hs. 14,953 subject to adjustment so as to bring 
the total compensation up to the actual revenue recdised. 

In 1830 he entered intq an agreement by which he undertook to 
prohibiij the cultivation of the poppy in Bhor, and the illicit importa- 
tion of opium into his territory. This was renewed with certain altera- 
tions in 1887, and in 1897 a further Agreement (No. VII) was made. 

In 1882 the Chief surrendered certain lands required for the Bhatghar 
reservoir in connection with the Nira canal works, but the formal 
Agreement (No. VI) was not executed till 1897. 

, Shankarrao died on the 17th July 1922 and was succeeded by his 
only son the present Pant Saohiv Baghunathrao, bom on the 20th 
September 1878. 

Land in 38 villages in Bhor State, measuring 6,206 acres and assess- 
ed at Rs« 3,198, was acquired in 1924*25 for the extension of the Bhat- 
ghar reservoir. The question of compensating the Pant Sachiv for this 
loss of territory , is under consideration. 

The Pant Sachiv enjoys plenary jurisdiction, that is power to try 
for capital offences, without permission from the Political Agent, all 
persons in his territories except Europeans, including European British 
subjects, Americans, Government servants and other British subjects. 

In 1927 the Ruler of Bl^or was granted a permanent salute of 9 guns. 

The area of Bhor is 925 square miles ; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 130,420; and the gross revenue about Rs. 6,00,000. 
The Pant Sachiv pays a tribute of Rs. 4,684 to the British Government

The possefleione of the Punt Sooheo came under the Britieh Government along 
inth the rest of the oountiy, but the antiquity and reepeotability of the family 
' having been duly oonsidered, the British (lovemment have freely bestowed and 
made over to him the whole of his possessions as formerly held up to the war, with 
the exception of his possessions within the territory of the Nisam. The districts 
of the Punt being within the limits of the territory made over by Treaty to His 
Highness the Rajah of Satara, the Punt, therefore, is placed under the government 
of Hia Highness. The British Government is the guarantee, and the terms are 
fixed as follows 

Iflf.-— That the inhabitants of the country under the Punt Sucheo may be 
protected, justice must be properly administmd, and a proper police established 
for the prevention and detection of thieves and robbers ; but if this is not attended 
to and people are obliged to bring forward complamts in consequence of the want 
of police and justice, in that case, whatever orders may be given on the subject 
by His Highness’s government, with the advice of the Agent of the British Govern- 
ment, must be carried into effect. 

ffftd.— An effective police must be established in the country of the Punt Sucheo 
sufficient to prevent any inhabitants of his districts from committing robberies 
within the territories of the British Government or of His Highness, and whenever 
stolen properfy may be pointed out within the country of the Punt, or thieves 
traced into it, both the property and the thief must be delivered over to whichever 
of the governments ihay demand them, and assistance must be afforded to officers 
of either government who may be sent for the apprehension of criminals and 
offenders. In the event of a failure in these respects ticking plaoe, all arrangeuients 
made by the government of His Higliness, at the reoommendatioo of the Agent 
of the British Government, must be carried into effect. 

M.— Bxcqptug those under the government of His Highness, no intercourse 
or communication by letter can be allowed with any Chieti, such as Bajee Bao 
Sahib or othw Pdnoas, Chieftains, Oommandeis, and others, nor is it permitted 
to send aid to any one whatever.

S uoHRO, dated the Sid Febmaiy 1839. 

The late Punt Sucheo Bughoonath Bao having on hia death-bed adopted the 
eon d hie bali-bfother, Bamjee Appa, as his heir, wfakh adoption, after a full 
coDiiidmtkm of the caee, the Bight Honooiable tho Govifiior-Genenl of India 
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luM beeft pletiad to leoogiiifle, ond oiden Inving been received to this effect from 
the Honounble the Governor in Gbnnoil of Bombaj, as well ae ^t the present heir, 
Chininajee Rnd^oonath, being of tender yean, a Karbaree should be appointed 
to manage the aflaus of the jaghire, a oommunieation was transmitted to Bhore 
on this snbjeot, and in aooordance with this communication, Damodur Bloredi- 
war, Venkajee Rnngnath, and Sudasheo Khundi Rao, having waited on the Resi- 
dent with full powers to make the arrangements pointed out by Government, the 
following Articles are hereby agreed to by the undersigned on the part of Chim- 
najee Rughoonath Pont Sucheo: — 


Artiole 1. 

By the 1st and 2Rd articles of the Treaty between the British Government and 
the Punt Sucheo, uOder date the 22nd April IB20, the Punt is bound to provide 
for the establishment, in his jaghire, of a good police ; as also that whenever stolen 
property may be pointed out within the country of the Punt, or thieves traced 
into it, both the property and the thief must be delivered over to whichever of the 
governments may demand them, and assistance must be afforded to the ofRcers 
of either government who may be sent for the apprehension of criminals and 
offenders, (n elucidation of this Article, it is now also agreed that the Punt fully 
reoogniaes the right of the officers of the British Government to enter his territory 
in pursuit of offenders and stolen property ; that he will aid these olHcers to the 
utmost of his ability in the performance of this duty ; and that all such offende^8 
and stolen property will be given up without demur to the British Government. 
All such evidence, etc., also as may be required for the trial of British subjects 
before British Courts, for crimes committed in the Punt’s country, are immediately 
to be forwarded, as pointed out by the British authorities. 


Artiolb 2. 

It is also hereby understood and agreed to by the Punt that the entire juris- 
diction, oivil and criminal, of the village of Payet, of the Poona Zillah and of the 
kusba of Ne^hos, of the Ahmednuggur ziUah, shall be coded to the British Govern- 
ment. These two villages being surrounded by the Company’s territory, and quite 
detached from that of the Punt Sucheo, justice will henceforward he administered 
aocordiiig to the rules and ngulations in force in the Britidh territory. 


Abtioui 3. 

Wheiuas lof promotion of trade and comnimoe, the British Government 
has abolished aB tianrit duties, the Pnnt Sneheo, with the same <d>jeet, consents 
to aboHrii tboee levies witbia bis tsiritoriei. The Pont also lier^ agrem to 
adx^ the sanie qrateni aa may be adopted by the Brltiah Govenunent with leipeot 
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to tho ooiiq>on«atioii to be gnmted to ell paftias poesesimg hubs on the duties to 
be ebolished by this Artible. 

" AanoLi 4. 

It is aiflo undentood and agreed bo that the settlement made by the 
late Roghoouath Hao Punt Sucheo with the bankers, for the payment of the debts 
of the estate, is to b^ strictly adhered to, and that no further debt is to be eon- 
traoted on any account whatever without the sanction of the British Government* 


Artiolb 5. 

It is also understood and agreed to that the annual allowances of Radha Bai 
and Bhuwanee Bai, the grandmother and mother of the late Pont Snoheo, are to 
be duly paid in the same manner as during the lifetime of Rngboonath Rao. 


Artiolb 6. 

It is also hereby declared and agreed to by the Punt Sucheo that the Com- 
pany*! Rupee shall bo the current coin within the Punt’s territory > in the same 
manner as in the Company’s country. 

ARTfOLB 7. 

The undersigned having been named by Gnngaltai Sucheo as Karbareei for the 
managoment of the estate, they hereby agree that they will faithfully and honestly 
discharge their duty so as to give satisfaction the British Government, to the 
Punt, and inhabitants at large ; yearly accounts of the xcceipte and disbursements 
of the jaghire are also t.o be reiidscred. And it is clearly understood that these 
Karbareee may be removed or changed as Government may deem eizpedient. 


Articlb 8. 

Finally, it is understood that the above agn^einent refers to the territoiy of 
the Punt Suoheo within British jurisdiction.

State as in the said British districts, the Pant Saohiv Agrees that the law from 
time to time in force in the said British districts regarding Abkari shall also have 
force so far as may be in the Bhor State. 


Abtiolb 2. 

In furtherance of the ume object the Pant Sachiv agrees to continue the farm 
of the Abkari revenue of the Bhor State to the British Government until the thirty- 
first day of Jul^ one thonsand eight hundred and ninety-four on the conditions

(6) That the above sum of rupees twelve thousand four hundred and forty* 
eight annas thirteen and pies eight includes compensation on account 
of toddy in the Sufihagad taluka only, and therefore whatever sums 
are realised by the British Government on account of trees tapped in 
the other talukas shall be paid to the Pant Sachiv from time to time 
in addition to the annual payment named in clause (a) of this article. 

(c) That the British Government will be prepared to consider claims for 
compensation on account of any item of Abkaii revenue which may 
hereafter be found to have been overlooked at the time of the ezecotion 
of this agreement, 

Abtxolb 3. 

The British Government agrees that during the term of the said farm the 
Abkari administration of the Bhor State shall be conducted under the orders of 
the Governor in Council of Bombay in accordance with the law aforesaid and 
subject to the following conditions, namely 

(a) That the rates of the taxation of liquor in the Bhor State shall be the same* 

as in the aforesaid British districts. 

(b) That the same reasonable facilities shall be afforded to the inhabitants

(c) That the retail selling prices of liqnor shall be the same in the Bhor State

The British Qovemment agrees that during the term of the said farm a separate 
account shall be kept of the Abkari revenue of the Bhor State and that a copy of 
the account shall be given, if required, annually to the Pant Sachiv for his infor* 
mation.

On the expiry of the term of the said farm on the 1st August one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-four the administration of the Abkari revenue of the 
Bhor State shall revert to the Pant Saohiv, but the Pant Sachiv agrees that on 
and after the said date 

(а) The same Abkari law and rules which are in force in the adjoining British 

districts of Poona, Satara and Kolaba shall be maintained in the State. 

(б) The rates of the taxation of Uquor in the State shall be the same as in the 

aforesaid British districts. 

Ic) The Abkari administration of the State shall be in every way so conducted 
as not to cause Injury to the Abkari revenue of the adjoining British 
districts, and the Political Agent shall be consulted, when neosssaiy, 
with a view to preventing any such result. .But nothing in this article 
shall be deemed to require the Phnl Sachiv to miJm any airangomeiit 
injurious to the legitiniate Interests of the Bhor State, and the British 
Qovenuneiit undertahes tiiat the Abkari administration of the adjoin- 
ing British distriots shall be so oondueted as not to cause injury to the 
legitimate interests of the said Slate.

A 11 T 101 .R of Aorerment for the removal of restriotions on iree ihade in the 
Bhor State under the Poona Political Agency. 

Preamble. 

Whereas the Chief of Bhor declared on the Ut August 1887 his intention 
to abolish the duties on export and import known as Stalmod and Sthalbharit, 
and whereas it is considered by the Governor of Bombay in Council desirable to 
obtain an engagement from the Chief of Bhor that he will continue this policy 
in regard to free trade, the following article in this view is agreed upon between 
Meherban Shankarrao Pandit, Pant Sachiv, Chief of Bhor, on behalf of himself 
and his heirs and sucoessors on the one part, and W. A. Bast, Esquire, Political 
Agent of Poona, for the time being, on behalf of the British Government on the 
other. 

Abtiole 1. 

The Pant Saobiv engages to abolish within his territory from henceforth 
all taxes or imposts on the import, export or measurement of commodities other 
than snuff, sulphur and poisonous drugs : Provided that nothing contained in this 
article shall be construed to prevent the levy of any tolls on bridges, roads, ferries, 
canals or causeways for the repair or maintenance of the same, or of any Octroi 
levied upon articles consumed within Municipal limits or of any taxes constituting 
the Abhaii revenue.

The Pant also undertakes that he will promptly and liberaUy settle all just 
claims of village servants useful to the State, whose lands or allowances are in- 
cluded in or appertain to the said lands only to the extent of the compensation 
received from the British Government for their claims. 

Abtioub IV. 

The British Government, in consideration of the foregoing particulars agreed 
to by the Pant, agrees that, with effect on and from the sixth day of June 1882, 

(1) the claims of Government against the Pant on account of smals, judi 

and other items of land-revenue in the Poona and Satara districtv, 
to the aggregate annual amount of Rs. 3,941-10-2, which are set forth 
in the list marked ** B,’’ hereto appended and signed by the pe;ties 
hereto, shall be remitted in perpetuity ; 

(2) the kurans described in the list marked “ C,*' hereto appended and signed 

by the parties hereto, from which a revenue amounting on an average 
to about Rs. 534-1-4 per annum has hitherto been derived by Govern- 
ment, shall belong exclusively to the Pant as part of bis jaghir, free of 
all claim thereto or thereover on the part of the British Government 
but subject nevertheless to the condition that the Pant shall always 
carefully conserve the same as forest ; 

(3) the sum of Rs. 592 shall be' remitted in perpetuity out of the sum of 

Rs. 5,276, which the Pant pays annually into the Satara treasury on 
account of fUkana bob,

Articlis VI. 

The Pant agrees io receive such portion of the said annual remission of 
Rs. 592 asreprosentsinterest at five per centum per annum on the said sum of 
Rs. 4,095-10-10 in complete satisfaction of all errors and omissions which may 
have occurred in calculating tho amount of compensation payable to him in 
respect of the lands aforesaid. 


Articlb VII. 

The British (Jovcrnnirnl- agrees that the fijrrics and boats in use by the Bhor 
State on the Bhatgar Reservoir shall remain as hitherto uninterfered with by the 
British authorities. 


Article VTIl. 

The British Government also agrees that tho ways and paths now in use for 
fetching water from the Reservoir for drinking purposes and for the village cattle 
shall be open as hitherto.

Aobbimint between the Poutioal Aoknt of Poona, acting under the authority 
of Hu Bxgillbnot .the Govirnor of Bombay in Oounoil on behalf of the 
Britisr Gk>VBBNMBNT and Mbrrrban Srunkbr Rao Pandit Pant Saohiv, 
Crirp of Bror, on behalf of himself hie heirs and suoceseom legarliiig the 
mannfacture, oonsumption and sale of opium in the Bhot State. 

Whereiie in aooordanoe with the existing relations between the British Govern* 
ment and Meherban Shunker Rao Pandit Pant Saohiv Chief of Bhor the cultiva- 
tion of poppy and the manufacture of opium are prohibited in the Bhor State and 
no opium may be consumed in the said Bhor State other than opium on which 
there has been paid to the British Government the duty at the time payable to the 
said Government in' respect of opium consumed in the Presidency of Bombay ; 
and whereas in consideration of the covenants on the part of the Chief of Bhor 
hereinafter oontained the British Government has agreed to relinquish the portion 
of the said duty on all opium that sball be hereafter conveyed into the said Bhor 
State for oonsumption therein in accordance with the said covenants. 

2. The Chief of Bhor agrees with the British Government with reference to all 
former agreements on the same subject-matter as follows, m , ; - 

(1) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within his 

territoiy shall be obtained in one of ibe three following ways only 
(namely) 

(а) by direct importation from Malwa and' Rajputana ; or 

(б) by purchase in Bombay ; or 

(o) by purchase at any convenient opium depdt of the British Government ; 

and that all opium so procured shall be imported into transported 
through or exported from British India as the case may require in 
accordance with the law aiid rules regarding import transport and 
export of opium at the time in force in the part of British India into 
through or from which such import transport or export is neoesiary ; 

(2) That he will adopt such measures as shall from time to time appear to 

the British Government to be necessary for effectually preventing any 
export and any ilhoit import of opium across his frontier ; 

(3) Thaii the sale of opium within his territory shall henceforward be oou- 

ducted by licensed vendors only or departmentally by State servanU ; 

(4) That <q»ium shall not be supplied to any of the said licensed vendues 

except on payment of a price which is not less than the price af which 
at the time being licensed vendors are being supplied in the Jlritish 
districts of Satara, Kolaba and Poona. 

(6| That no lioenssd vendors in his territory shall at any time bo permisled 
to sell opium at a price which is lower than the lowest price at which 
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diatriots of Sateia, Kolabi lod Poona. 

(6) That the qratem for the fend of opium in hia territoij ahall be henoefo^ 

ward aanmikted in ite general featuree to that in force in the Britiah 
diatiieto of 8atan» &]aba and Poona. 

(7) That he will forthwith introduce and enforce in hia territory the Regula- 

tiona publiahed under GfoTernment Reaolution in the Revenue Depart- 
ment No. 7207, dated 18th September 1895 and will hereafter from 
time to time adopt and enforce any change in the raid Regulationa or 
any new Regulationa aimilar in effect to any proviaion of the law or 
rulea regarding opium for the time being in force in Britiah India which 
the Governor in Council of Bombay ahall in the intereata of the Britiah 
opium revenue deaire him to adopt and entorce. 

(8) That he will fumiah every half-year on the let February and lat Auguat 

to the Britiah Political authorities of Poona in such form as the Gover- 
nor in Coundi of Bombay shall after consilting the Commianoner of 
Customa Salt Opium and Abkari from time to time preacribe accurate 
aocounta of the opium transactions of hia territory. 

3. The Britiah Government agrem that so long m the Chief of Bhor duly fulfils 
the foregoing covenants one-tenth of the duty payable to the British Government 
on any opium oonveyed into, the territory of the Chief of Bhor in accordance with 
the rations between the Britiah Government and the Chief as recited in the pre- 
imble to this agreement ahall be remitted or if duty has already been paid on any 
such opium as if the same were to be consumed in the Presidency of Bombay then 
that the one-tenth of the amount of the duty which has been ao paid ■hdl be 
refunded to the Chief: 

Pfovided that nothing in this l^reement ahall affect the ultimate right of 
the Britiah Government as paramount authority on occasion arising to alter the 
rate of duty or the proportion thereof to be tiemitted or refunded under this dauae 
and that no such alterationa ahall release the said Chief of Bhor from any of the 
oovenanta petformable by him under this Agreement. 

4. And it is further agreed between the parties hereto that in this Agreement 
the word ** opium ” ahall have the same meaning as in the Opium Act (I of 1878) 
or in any other law regarding opium for the time being in force in the Ptesidencj 
of Bombay.

1. Avndh. 

The Jagirdar of Aundh has the title of Pant Pratinidhi. The Chief 
with whom the British Government formed in 1820 its first Engagement 
(No. I) was Paraaram Pandit. The title of Pratinidhi, which means 
** the likeness and representation of the Baja/’ was conferred by Raja- 
rank when, during the misfortunes which followed the death of Shivaji, 
he established a couH al Gingi on the plan of the court of his father. The 
title is higher than that of Peshwa. Paraaram Pandit had held the 
jagir for about forty years before the overthrow of the Peshwa Baji Hao. 
In 1847 he adopted a son, Srinivas Paraaram, on which occasion he was 
required to pay a nasarana of Rs. 25,000 to the Raja of Satara. Srinivas 
Paraaram succeeded his father in 1848. 

in 1802 the Ruler of Aundh received a Sanad of Adoption {see Shola* 
pur Agency No. II). 

In 1880 the Chief entered into an agreement by which he undertook 
to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy in his State, and the illicit im- 
portation of opium into his territory. This agreement was renewed with 
some niudificatioiis in 1880 and 1897 (see Surat Agency, No. IX). 

In 1880 the Chief entered into an Agreement (tee No. Ill), ceding 
full jurisdiction over the lands in his State occupied or thereafter to be 
occupied by the Southern Mahratta Railway. 

In 1887 the Chief abolished the imports called ' sthalmod ’ (import 
duty) and ‘ sthalbharit ’ (export duty) in his territory. 

With a view to assimilating the abkari administration in the Aundh 
State to the system in force in the adjoining British districts, the Chief 
entered into an agreement in 1879, which was renewed in 1887, 1896 and 
1904, when the lAanagement of the abkari revenue of the State was trans- 
ferred to the British Gkivemment for ten years, in consideration of ar 
annual payment of Bs. 4,500. The lease hoji since been renewed, and 
the annual payment increased, in 1914 (Bs. 11,500) and 1924 (Rs. 
15,721), the present Agreement (see Southern Mahratta Country States 
Agency No. XX) having been concluded for a period of ten years from 
the Ist August 1924. 

Srinivas Paraaram died in 1901, and his eldest son, Paraaram Bao 
Srinivi.s alioi Dadasahib, was installed in 1902. He died in 1905, and 
was succeeded by his son Meherban Gopal Krishna Rao aluu Nanaeahib. 
Hrwas deposed in 1907 after trial by a commission. He receives an al- 
lowance of Rs. 000 a month and is required to reside at Dharwar. 

Passing over Oangadhar Bao aUat Tatyasahib, second son of Miinh^ 
vas Paraaram, Qoverraent selected Tatyas^ib’s younger brother flJkaw* 
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anrao alias Balasaliib, to oucceed hia nephew Nanasahib. He was in- 
siailed in 1909, after the State had been administered for two years by 
ihe Political Agent, and is the present Biding Chief of Anndh. 

■Ibe oultiyation of ganja has been prohibited- in the State, and the 
management of the contract of hemp drugs was handed orer in 1903-04 
to the British Government, in consideration of an annual compensation of 
Kb. 784-12-0. Tiiis arrangement has been periodically continued, on a 
gradually increasing scale of compensation; it was last renewed in 1925, 
for a period of ten years, at an annual compensation of Bs. 81,814. 

The ,area of Aundh, which is composed of various isolated Estates, 
is about 601 square miles; the population, according to the Census of 
1921, 64,560; and the total revenues Bs. 3,66,318. 

The Chief pays no tribute to the British Government. 

The State possesses (1926) 11 Cavalry, 81 Infantry and 52 Armed 
Police. 

The Stale was liable to the operation of the naiarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occusion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 


2, Phaltan. 

The Chief of Phaltan, styled Nimbalhar, belongs to an ancient 
family, which long held the district of Phaltan under the Muhammadan 
rulers of Bijapur. Jan Bao, with whom the British Government form- 
ed an Engagement (No. II) in 1820, died in 1827. He was succeeded 
by Bajaji Naik, who paid a nasarana of Bs. 30,000 to the Baja of 
Satara. Bajaji Naik died in 1841, when his widow was permitted to adopt 
Mudhoji Naik, a naiarana of Bs. 30,000 being paid to the Raja of 
Satara. He suceeeded to the gaddiSn 1860. The State became embar. 
rassed through the mismanagement of the Chief, and in 1882 the govern- 
ment was entrusted to two joint-administrators. In 1886, order having 
been to some extent restored, the Jagirdar was reinstated. 

In 1862 the Buler of Phaltan received a Sadad of Adoption {see 
Sholapur Agency No. II). 

In 1879 the Chief entered into an agreement by which the nuinage- 
ment of the abkari revenue of the State was transferred to the British 
Government. The agreement has been periodically renewed, the preseEt 
Agreement {see Souther^ Mahratta Country States Agency No. XX) 
having been concluded in 1924 for a period of ten years, in consideration'^ 
of an annual payment of Bs. 9,000. 

In 1880 the Chief entered into an agreement which he undertook 
to prohibit the cultivation of poppy in the State, and the illicit importa- 
tion of opium into bis territory. This agreement was renewed with 
some modifications in 1887 and 1897 (see Surat Agency No. IX). 
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In 1886 the Chief entered into an Agreement (No. Ill) ceding full 
jurisdiction over the lands in the Phaltan State occupied by the Southern 
Mahratta Bailway. In 1924 he entered into another Agreement (No. 
XY) ceding jurisdiictiou over the lands in the State to be occupied by the 
Barsi Light Bailway. 

In 1887 the Chief abolished the <luties * sthalinod ’ (import duties) 
and * sthalbhai’it ' (export duties). 

The cultivation of guiija has been prohibited in the State, and the 
management of the contract of hemp drugs was handed over in 1903-04 
to the British Government, in consideration of an annual compensation of 
Bs. 1,506. This arrangement has been periodically continued, on a 
gradually increasing scale of compensation : it was last renewed in 1926, 
lor a period of ten years, at an annual compensation of Bs. 6,729. 

Mudhoji Naik died on the 17th October 1910, having ruled the State 
for nearly 57 years.^ His only son Yyunkatrno, born in 1861, had pre- 
deceased him ill 1887. The present Chief Malojirao alias Nanasahib, 
bom in 1896, was adopted in 1899 by Mudhoji Naik. He was installed, 
with the full powers appertaining to the Ruler of the State, on the 
I5th November 1917. 

The area of Phaltan is 397 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 43,280; and the total revenues Bs. 3,74,236 

The Chief pays un annual tribute ol R^ 9,000 to the British Govern- 
iiient, in lieu of a service of 75 horse. 

The State possesses (192(*) 5 Sowars and 25 Armed Police.

Pun iBi Nidhki, of Satara, dated the 22nd April 1820. 

raRMs fixed by Captain Jamis Grant Sahib Bahadoor, on the part of the 
Honourable Company, for Rao Sahib Mcjsbfuk Mbherban Purashram 
Pundit Prithee Nidhee. 

The posseenoDs of the Punt Prithee Nidhee came into the poBeeaeion of the 
British Government along with the rest of the country ; but in consideration of 
thp antiquity and respectability of the family, they have been freely restored in 
the same manner as they wore held up to the period of the war. But as the greater 
part of the country of the Prithee Nidhee is within the limits of the ierritory made 
over by Treaty to His Highness the Rajah of Satara, the Prithee Nidhee therefore 
is placed under the government of His Highness. 

The British Government is the guarantee, and the terms fixed are as follows : — 

Article 1. 

That the iuhabitants of the country under the Pirthee Nidhee may be pro- 
tected, justice must be properly administered, and a police established for the 
prevention and detection of thieves and robbers. Should justice not be honestly 
dispensed, and thefts and robberies, from the iueflEioieiicy of the police, become 
so frequent that people may be obliged to complain ; in the event of such being 
the case, the Government of His Highness will, with the advice and assistance of 
the Agent ot the British Government, issue directions on the subject which must 
be attended to. 

AamLE 2. 

An otficiont polioe must be established, so that no inhabitants of the country 
under the Punt Prithee Nidhee may commit thefts or robberies within the terri- 
tories of the British Government or of His Highness. Should at any time stolen 
property be found, or thefts traced by Magistrate within the country of the Pun^ 
prithee Nidhee, the thief and stoleji property must be made over to whichever 
government may demand them. People of either government, who may enter 
the country of the Prithee Nidhee for the purpose of apprehending criminals and 
other ofiendors must have every assistance given to them. If this is not attended 
to, then whatever appears to be the proper measures shall be suggested by the 
Agent of the British Government, and corresponding arrangements will be made 
by His Highness’s government. 


Arholb 3. 

Bxcepting those under the government of His Highness, no intercourse or 
comm uni ca ti on by letter can be allowed with any Chiefs, such as Bajee Rao Sahib, 
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or other Princes, Chieftains, Oommanders, and others, nor is it permitted to give 
aid or aisiatanoe to any one. This article is the basis of the present agreement, 
and a departure from it will occasion the forfeiture of all advantages i)oaBes8ed by 
virtue of this agreement. 


Abticlb 4. 

Without the knowledge and orders of government no extra trooj^ are to be 
entertained or war entered upon with any one. In all cases of domestic dispute*; 
about relationship and such like, no appeal to arms can be permitted, but informa- 
tion must be sent to the Agent of the British Government, who will represent the 
affair to the government of His Highness, and such decision as, with his advice, 
shall be given, must be reckoned binding. 

Articlk 5. 

In the event of disputes taking place regarding items of revenue possessed by 
the Prithee Nidhee within the districts of the Putwurdhun or others, information 
of the particulars must be sent to the Agent of the British Government, when a 
settlement will take place in consequence ; but no separate communication is to be 
made. 


Articub 6. 

As the cbuntiy of the Prithee Nidhee adjoins the tcTitories of the British 
Government and of His Highness, it may be necessary to make exchanges for the 
purpose of correctly defining the boundary, or on account of police arrangements, 
but such exchanges shall be made in a manner not injurious to the interests of the 
Punk 


Abticui 7. 

The sum ol rupees two tbousaod (2,000) formerly paid yeariy by the Prithee 
Nidhee to the Punt Bneheo has been made over by him to ^ govemniont of His 
Highiiess, to whom it must, accordingly, be paid ansuiUy. 

Asnoui 8. 

AH aHowances in the country of the Prithee Nidhee, such as doomala, dhut- 
madao, inams, wunhasuns, dewasthan, zosiiidar, semnook, dumk, and others 
of the fike kind, must be oonrinued as iktf at pratent exiet : iheia ought to be no 
oompbints on this head.

Aobbbmbnt between the Rajah of Sataba and the Punt Pbithib Nidheb,— 

July 1820 . 

AnBBBMBNT On the part of His Highness the Rajah of Sataba respecting 
Rajbsrbb Purusrbam Pundit Pbitbeb Nidrbb, to whom these commands 
are issued. 

The country formerly possessed by you has been freely restored and bestowed 
through the libeinlity of the British Government, and an agreement, consisting 
of 10 Articles, has been made out and delivered to you by Captain James Grant 
Sahib Bahadoor on the part of the British Government. The greater part of your 
country has come within the limits of the territory made over to His Hi ghnnss 
by the Treaty with the British Government, and the terms fixed by the British 
Government having been approved of, the Hooaoor, for the purpose of confirming 
you in possession, has determined as follows 


\ Abtxolb 1. 

Bhonld any disturbances take place in the territories of His HighniBs or of the 
British Government which adjoin your oountry, aid must be afforded by sending 
an the disposable police in your districts on requisition from the mamlntdars of 
either govenunent. 


Abtiolb 2. 

AU wattun and other allowancee hitherto posseesed by you within the territory 
of His Highness shall be continued, and in like manner aU items of levenne belong- 
ing to His Highness’s government within your country must be continued to bs 
paid. AU doomsUa villages and land, wurshasuns, dhurmadao, dewasthan, rosindar, 
khyrat, uemnook, duruk, and all other allowances hitherto enjoyed within your 
country must be continued without interruption, and should at present any in- 
vestigation be carried ou respecting the rights or pnnsmmions of those holding 
them ou government deeds, decisions must be given upon the fairest principles of 
justice, so that no complaints may be made. Should pamoiia holding inheritances 
of the above mentioued descriptioBs iiise or excite distarbaneesi or commit offen- 
oaa against the public peace, or ehould persona posaeseed of sucb inberitaaoas dia 
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without hein» you will fully inTestigate the matter and state what may appear 
really just, when His Highnew’s government, with the advice of the Agent of the 
Bri^h Government, will send such orders as may be fit and proper, which must 
be conformed to. 

Articlk 3. 

That the inhabitante of your (wuntry may be protected, justice must be honestly 
administered, and a proper police established for the prevention and defection of 
thieves and robbers ; but if unjust dectstons are given, and no good police kept 
up, so that thefts and robberies become of frequent ooourrenoe, and people in 
consequence may be obliged to bring forward complaints ; in the event of such 
being the case, whatever orders may in consequence be issued by His Highness's 
government, with the advice of the Agent of the British Government, these must 
be carried into effect. 

Artioub 4. 

Without the knowledge and orders of government no extra troops are to be 
levied or war entered upon with any one. In all cases of domestic disputes about 
relationship and such like, no appeal to arms will be permitted, but information 
is to be sent to government, when such orders as may be sent on the subject, with 
the advice df the Agent of the British Government, must be considered binding. 

Articlx 5. 

Excepting thopc under the government of His Highness, no intercourse or com- 
munication by letter can be allowed with any Chief, such as Bajee Rao Sahib or 
other Princes, Chieftains, Commanders, and others, nor is it permitted to send aid 
to any one, or to become concerned in the assemblage of any troops whatever. 
This article forms the basis of the present agreement, and if it is departed from, 
with the advice of the British Government, your possessions shall not be conti- 
nued. 

Aancui 8. 

All offenders and orhninals from your country who may take shelter in the ten!- 
tory of Hjs Bigness shall be delive^ over to you, and in like manner, all offenders 
and criminals from within the territmies of His Highness, or of the British Govem- 
menti who may enter your country, shall be given up and delivered to whichever 
government they belong. Issistawce must be rendered to people of both govern- 
ments who may enter into your country in pursuit of such offenders. 

Asncu 7. 

Whilst you remain and perform the eonditions of yonr service in good faith, 
integrity, and fidelity, yonr posse s si o ns shall be oontinned without intermption 
on the port of His Highnsm’s government, and on this point the Britbh Govern- 
ment is yonr guarantee, which His Highness’s government approves of end agrees 
♦o.

AbtioliS. 

All titles and forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by you shall be continued, 
and all requests forwarded by you shall be attended to, and, if reasonable and 
proper, they will be granted, but if 'otherwise, rejected. 

Abtiolb 9. 

As your country adjoins the territory of His Highness, and it may be neces- 
sary in consequence to ('fTect exchanges either for the purpose of defining boundaries 
for police arrangements, or for settling revenue matters, therefore such exchanges 
shall be made with the advice of the Agent of the British Government, provided 
they are not injurious to your interests. 

Article 10. 

You must appear in personal attendance yearly at the festival of the Dusserah, 
as well as on all occasions of ceremony and congratulation when His Highness 
may require you to be present in person. Whenever the establishment of His 
Highness may move to any great distance, you must on such occasions be present 
and accompany His Highness. 


Article 11. 

The Pimt Sucheo receives from you a yearly payment of Rupees two thousand 
(2,000), which is now agreed to be transferred to Highness on account of the 
elephant establishment, and you most accordingly pay this sum annually to His 
Highness’s government. 


^o,n. 

Aorbbment between the Honourable East India Company and the Deshmoox 
of Phulton, commonly called the Nimbalkur, dated the 22nd April 1820. 

Terms fixed by Captain James Grant Babib Bahadoor on the part of 
the Honourable Oomfant for Rao Sahib Mbherran Jan Rao Naix 
Nimbalkur, Deshmoox of FhulYun, by which the Pbeounnah of Fbultun 
is made over to him, as he enjoyed the same formerly in personal and military 
jaghire. 

This district, along with the rest of the country, having come into the posses- 
sion of the British Government, it is now fMy bestowed as a military jaghire 
in oonsideration of the antiquity and respecUbility of the family ; but as, according 
to the terms of the Treaty ooncluded with His Highness the Rajah of Sataia, 
this jaghire is within the limits of his territory, therefore Jan Rao Naik Nimbalkur 
is to be considered a jaghiredar of His Highness’s government, but under the 
guarantee of the British Government. 
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The foQowing Artidei are agreed to on the part of the Britieh Qovemmeol 
and Jan Bao Naik:— 

Annou 1. 

The Phnlton pergnnnah having been poeaeseed up to the war as a personal 
and military allowanoe, in like manner it is now restored and confirmed. Daring 
the government of the Peisliwa, the contingent was fixed at three hundred and 
fifty (S50) horse, but in consequence of the country not being in a fiourishing state, 
service to the full amount of this number was not insisted upon. 

That Jan Rao Naik may live in affluence and comfort, and also be enabled to 
keep up his contingent in the most complete state of equipment and readiness 
for the service, Government have fixed the amount of it at ninety (90) horse, of 
which number seventy-five (75) must always remain in the service of His High- 
ness the Rajah of Satara, and the remaining fifteen (15) mth the Naik. 

Abticui 2. 

The horses and men forming the contingent are to be good, the horses of the 
value of from Rupees 300 to 400, and to be always kept ready in the service of 
His Highness’s government. Wherever their services may be required, they are 
to proceed without any delay or remonstmnce. They are to be mustered when- 
ever so ordered, and should there be any of the number deficient, such deficiency 
must be made good at the annual rate of Rupees 300 for each horse, calculated 
from the period at which the former master took place ; but previous to enforcing 
the demand, His Highness’s government will make a representation of the circum- 
stances and obtain the concurrence of the British Government. 

Abticlx 3, 

In the event of the contingent being employed in war, under a requisition from 
the British Government^ should any horses or men in consequence be IdUed or 
wounded, it is to be clearly understood that nothing in the way of an equivalent 
shall be paid by His Highness’s government. Risks and casualties of all lands, 
indudiqg the famishing of ammunition, are included in the allowance. 

Abtiolv 4. 

The whole expense of managing the jaghire is to be defrayed without any 
reference to what is inouned by keeping up the horse. The territories of the 
British Government and of His Highness being situated close to the jaghire, in the 
event of any disturbanoe taking place, on the requisition of the mamlutdan of either 
of the Governments, aid must be famished by a ready co-operation with all the 
disposable pdlioe of the jaghire. 


AxnoLBfi. 

Whatever inam viUagsB, wnttuns, etc., have hitherto belonged to the Naik 
shall becojiitinned to him ini the territory of His Highness^ and all items of rove* 
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nue of His Highness, which lie within the ilistrict ol the Nsik, thnU be fMud to His 
Highness’s government. Withjn the jsghire territory all doomella vilisgM, wnr- 
shasun, dhurmadao, dewasthan, rozindar, khyrat, nemnook, daruk, and snob 
like payments, most be eontinned as they arc at this time. All persons having 
possessions on government grants are not to be interfered with ; snob interrup- 
tions as might exist from temporary causes at the time you received charge 
ffrom the British Government) are to be examined, and the claims justly settled. 
You will be careful that no just cause of complaint is brought forward against 
you on such points. 

In cases where any of the above mentioned possessors of inherit«nce or allow- 
ances shall behave improperly, it will be necessary to acquaint the Agent of the 
British Government with the particulars, who, in conjunction with His Highness’s 
government, will intimate what course is to be pursued, either in respect to punish- 
ment or resumption. Should persons holding such inheritanoe or allowance raise 
or excite any disturbance, or commit any offences against the peace of the public, 
or should persons possessed of such rights die without heirs, you will fully investi- 
gate the matter, and state what may appear really just, when His Highness’s govern- 
ment, with the advice of the Agent of the British Government, will send such 
orders as may seem fit, and which must be conformed to. 

Abtigli 6. 

That the subjects of the jsghire territory may have protection, justice must 
be properly administered, and a good police upheld to detect thefts and to sup- 
press gang robberies. If this is not attended to, and the country be without justice, 
so that people are obliged to complain, the government of His Highness, with 
the advice and assistance of the Agent of the British Government, having under- 
stood the matter, will decide on ^cb subjects, and their decisions must be attend- 
ed to ; and further, in regard to suoh decisions not being attended to, so that 
the country may become in a state of misgovemmeat, and robberies and other 
orimes of very ^uent oeourrence, then whatever appears to be proper measures 
shall be suggested by the Agent of the Brirish Government, and oonespoiidiiig 
arrangements will be made by His Highness’s government. 


AmcLB 7. 

Hithont orders from government no eartra troops ate to he levied, and none 
assembled for the purpose of making war on any one. In matters of fsmily dis- 
putes concerning relationship and such like, no Appeal to arms can be pem^ted, 
but the case is to be represented to the Agent of the British Government, who 
will oommunioate with the government of His ffighness, and whatever decision 
is given must be reckoned binding. 


ArtiouB. 

With the exception ol those under the government of His Highness, no inter* 
oQUtss or correspondence by letter is to be entered into with such M i^Jse Bno 
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Saliib, or othor Prinoao, 0omiiuui4«P» otheiSj nor Is wy aid or 

Mistanoe by joliiiiig the troops of any one to be given. This Artiole forms the 
basis of the present agreement, and should what is above written be departed from, 
the jaghiie will not be, oontinned. 

Annoui 9. 

All persons having oommitted orimes within the jaghire territory, and who 
may take shelter in the dominions of the British Government or of His Highness, 
shi^ be deiiveMd over to Jan Rao Naik Nimbalknr, after information has been 
given to the Agent of the British Government, and by him eommonioated to the 
British Government, or to the government of His Highness, as the case may be ; 
and in like manner, all oiiminals from the territories of the British Government 
or of His Highness shall be delivered up by Jan Bao Naik to their respective govern- 
ments, and assistance nsnst also be rendered to any public servants who may be 
sent for the apprehension of such persons. 


Aettolb 10. 

Whilst Jan Rao Naik shall continue to fulfil the terms of his service in good 
faith, integrity, and fidelity, the jaghire shall be held without any interruption 
from His Highness’s government ; on this point the British GOvemment is the 
guarantee. 

Aetiolb 11. 

All titles and customary forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by Jan Rao Naik 
shall be continued. All requests on the part of the jaghiredar, which may be reason- 
able and proper, shall be granted, but such as ate otherwise shall not bt ngreed to. 


Asnoulfi. 

As the jaghire district adjoins the territory of His Highness, and consequently 
It may be neoeasaty to effect eamhanges of items of revenue or land, either for the 
purpose of distinotly defining the boundary or on account of* arrangements in 
the police, therefore, on a representation from the govemmept of His Highness, 
the Agent of the BritiBh Gbvemment wiB arrange such exchanges as may be neces- 
sary, having previously ascertoined that they will not be injurious to the interests 
of Jan Bao Naik, and such ezohaoges must be made aeoordin^y.

The pergnnnah of Phnltnn having been for a long time past poesessed by yon 
as a personal and military jaghire, the Brituh Government, therefore, have in their 
Eberality freely bestowed and restored the same to yon acoording to terms fixed 
by Captain James Grant Bahadoor on their part. The eonntry of the jaghire 
having oome within'the limits of the territory ^ the Hoosoor, by the Treaty with 
the British Government, it has accordingly been placed nnder it, and an agreement 
on the part of the British Government has been made and deUvered to yon, which 
has been approved of by the Gircar ; and, for the pnrpose of confirming yon in the 
abovementioned jaghire, the Hoosoor has determined as follows 

Abticlh 1. 

The pergnnnah of PhuHnn is to be' held as a personal and military jaghire, on 
condition of furnishing ninety (90) horse, seventy-five (76) of which, completely 
equipped, and the hones good, are always to be kept in the service of the Hoosoor, 
and the remaining fifteen (15) to remain with yon. 

Ahtiglb 2. 

The horses and men forming the contingent are to be good, the hones at the 
valne of from Rupees 800 to 400, and to be always kept ready in the service of His 
Highness’s Government. Wherever, their services may be required, they are 
to proceed without any delay or remonstrance. They are to be mustered whenever 
so ordered, and should there be any of the number deficient snoh deficiency must 
be made good at the annual rate of Rupees 800 for each horse, ealcniated from the 
period at which the former muster took place ; but previous to enforcing the 
demand, His Highness’s government will make a representation of the circum- 
stances and obtain the concurrence of the Agent of the British Government. 

AbtiouiS. 

. In the event of the contingent being enq^loyed in war, under a requisiiaon 
from the British Government, should any horses or men in consequence be killed 
or wounded, it is to be clearly understood that nothing in the way of an equivalent 
shall be paid by His Highness’s government. Risks and casnidties of aU kind% 
indiuding the funiishing of ammunition, are inoinded in the allowanoe.

The whole expense of managing the jaghire is to be defrayed without any 
relermoe to what is incuned by keeping up the hmee.

Whaterer inam yiUagee, wuttans, etc., have hitherto belonged to the Naik dial^ 
be oontinaed to him in the territory of His Highness ; and all items of revenue ‘ 
of His Highness which lie within the district of the Naik shall be paid to His High* 
ness's government. Within the jaghire territory all doomalla villages, wurshasnn, 
dhurmadao, dewasthan, rorindar, khyxat, nemnook, damk, and such like pay- 
ments must be continued as they are at this time. All persons having possessions 
on government grants are not to be interfered with ; such interruptions as might 
exist from temporary causes at the time you received charge (from the British 
Government) are to be examined, and the claims justly settled. You will be 
careful that no just cause of complaint is brought forward against yon on such 
points. 

In cases where any of the abovemenrioned possessors of inheritance or allow- 
ance shall behave improperly, it will be necessary to acquaint the Agent of the 
British Government with the particulars, who, in conjunction with His Highnem's 
government, will intimate what course is to be pursued either in respect to punish- 
ment or resumption. Should persons holding such inheritances or allowancea 
raise Or exdte any disturbance, or commit any offences against the peace of the 
public, or should persons possessed of such rights die without heirs, yon will fully 
investigate the matter and state what may appear really just, when His Highness's 
government, with the advice of the Agent of the British Government, will send 
such orders as may seem fit and which must be conformed to. 

Abtioli fi. 

That the subjects of the jaghire territory may have protection, justice must 
be properly administered, and a good police upheld to detect theft and to sup- 
press gang robberies. If this is not attended to, and the country be without justice, 
so that people are obliged to complain, ihe government of His Highness, with the 
advice and asristanee of the Agent of the British Government, having under- 
stood the matter will decide on such subjects, and their decisions must be attended 
to. And further in regard to such decisions not being attended to, so that the 
country may become in a state of miegovemment, and robberies and other crimes 
of very frequent ocentfanoe, then whatever appears to be the proper measures 
shall be suggested by the Agent of the British Govemmeht, and corresponding 
■naogemsiits will be made by His Hi^ess's government.

Jath is one of the Satara Jagirs and is of no gveat antiquity. 

The family of the Daphles of Jath derive their name from the village 
of Daphlapur in the Jath pargana. They are descend^ from 
Saiwajirao Chavau, Patil of Daphlapur, to whom a Deshmukhi watan 
was granted by Ali Adil Shah, King of Bijapur, in 1680i and who ac- 
quire Jagirs of two Mahals, Jath and Karajgi, from the Emperor 
Aurangseb in 1700. 

The Agreement (No. I) of the British Gh>yemment in 1820 was made 
with Benuka Bai, first widow of Ehanaji Daphle, late Chief of the 
Jath State. The Estate passed from her to the second widow, Salu Bai, 
on whose death in 1823 il^mrao Daphle, the head of a younger branch 
of the family, succeeded. In 1827 the Jegir was attached by the Raja 
of Satara to pay off the Chief’s debts. After their liquidation the 
Esta/te was restored in 1841 to Bhaghuthi Bai, widow of j^mrao. The 
British (loveriimeut have more than once interfered to adjust the pecuni- 
ary affairs of the Jagir. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Jath received a Sanad of Adoption (see Shola- 
pur Agency No. II). 

In 1873, in consequence of numerous complaints of oppression on the 
part of the Jagirdur, Amritrao Daphle, he was de? /ivecl of all civil and 
criminal jurisdiction, and a Karbari was appointed with certain limited 
powers for a time ; but the subsequent contumacy of the Jagirdar rendered 
it necessary to assume the whole management of the Jagir. The ad- 
ministration was made over to the Chief in 1886 on cei^in specified 
conditions, which were laid down in greater detail in 1887. These condi- 
tions he made no attempt whatever to fulfil, and in 1891 it was found 
necessary in the interests of the State to deprive him of all authority, 
an anni^ allowance of Rs. 20,000 being granted to him. The State 
was at the same time transferred from the Bijapur to the Kolhapur and 
Southern Mahratta Country Agency. 

In 1888 the State entered into an agreement whereby its abkari 
revenue was leased to the British Government for ten years. The agree- 
ment has since been periodically continued : the present Agreement {see 
Southern Mahratta Country States Agency No. XX) having been con- 
cluded for a period of ten years from the 1st August 1924. 

Amritrao died in January 1892, and was succeeded on the 13th Janu- 
ary 1893 by Ramrao Amritrao, who was adopted by the senior widow 
of Amritrao. 

The cultivation of poppy and manufacture of opium in the State are 
prohibited, and an Agreement (see Surat Agency No. IX) was entered 
into in 18W. 
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In September 1901 the Stete was again tranelerred from the Kolhapur 
and Son^em Mabratte Countxy to the Bijapur Agency. 

The prohibition of onltivatipn of hemp in the State was agreed to, 
and the hemp drugs rerenue leased to the British Government, dn 1904. 
Since then, the leaee has been renewed at different periods, the latest 
opoasioa being in 1926, when it was renewed for 10 years from the lit 
April 1925. 

The Estate of Daphlapur was restored to its parent State of Jath 
consequent on the death, on the 13th January 1917, of Bani Bai Saheb 
Daphle, in accordance with the decision of 1861 of the Bombay Govern- 
ment which was subsequently confirmed by the Secretary of State.. 

In 1927 the Ohief ceded (No. 11) full jurisdiction over lands acquir- 
ed for the Pandhaipur-Miiaj extension of the Barsi Light Baalway. 

Bamrao Amritrao died on the 14th August 1928 and was succeeded 
by his eldest son, the present Chief, Vijayasinh Bamrao, dUoi 
Babasaheb Daphle, bOrn on the 21st July 1909. 

The Chief has full civil and revenue jurisdiction. His criminal 
jurisdiction is unlimited subject to the proviso that for capital offences 
he can only try his own subjects except with the permission of the 
Politioal A^t. 

The area of Jath is 980*8 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 82,654; and the gross revenue Bs. 3,36,971. 

The Jagirdar pays to the British Government Bs. 6,400 a year in 
lieu of a service of 50 horsemen, a tribute of Bs. 4,847’ on account of 
certain rights inherited from the Bajas of Satara, and some other small 
sums on account of rights in other districts. He also pays Bs. 958-1-4 
to the Pant Pratinidhi from the teyenues of certain villages. 

The State possesses (1926) 54 Armed Police. 

The Stete was liable to the operation of the naiarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished.

In the eyent of 7001 eonf^ngent being employed In war oh reqnlMon by the 
Agent of the British Goyemment, and should any men or horses in conseqnenoe 
be titber killed or wounded, it is to be clearly understood that nothing in the way 
of compensation shall be paid by the goyemment of His Highness^ Risks and 
casnalties of all kinds, as well as the famishing of ammmution, are mdaded in the 
allowances. 

AnriouiA 

The whole expense of managing the Jaghire is to be defrayed without any 
reference to what is incarred by keeping np the horse. The territories of the 
British Government and of His H^hness being ntnated dose to the {aghire ooontry, 
in the eyent of any distarbance taking place, on the reqnisition of the mamlntdam 
of dther goyemment, dd mast be famished by a ready co-operation with all the 
disposable police of the jaghire. 

AnTioLn b. 

Whateyer wntfcan or other allowances haye hitherto been enjoyed by yon 
within the territory of His Highness shall be epntinned, and all items of reyenne 
belonging to Hie Iffighness within yonr districts shall oontinae to be paid. Within 
the jaghire coontry all doomalla tillages and land, worshason, dhormadao, dewas- 
than, rodndar, khyrat, nemnook, darak, and each like allowanoes most be contin- 
aed as they at present stand.

Without orders from government no extra troops are to be levied, and none 
assembled for the purpose of making war on any one.

given, with the adviee of the Agent of the British Government, must be reolmcd 
binding.

With the exception of those under the government of His Highness, no inter- 
course or communication by letter is to be entered into with any Chiefs, such as 
Bajee Kao Sahib, or other Princes, ChidPtains, Commanders, and others, nor is* 
any aid or aasutanoe by joining the troops of any one to be given. This Article 
forms the basis of the present agreement, and should what is above written be de- 
parted from, with the advice of the Agent of the British Government, the jaghire 
will not be continued.

All titles and all customary forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by you shall 
be continued.

Ab your jaghire adjoins the territory of His HighnesB, and consequently it may 
be necessary to effect exchanges of land or items of revenue, either for the purpose 
of distinctly defining the boundary, or for police arrangements, therefore such 
exchanges shall take place with the advice and assistance of the Agent of the 
British Government, provided they are not injurious to your interests, 

Articlk 13. 

You must appear in personal attendance yearly at the festival of the Dusserah, 
and also attend on all occasions of ceremony or congratulation when your attend- 
ance may be required by His Highness. You must also be in personal attendance 
whenever the establishment of His Highness may move to any great distance.

otW railway purposes), and over all persons and things whatsoever within the 
said lands.

THE AGENT FOR SARDARS IN THE DECCAN. 

The Waikae. 

Shaikh Mira of Wai was an infantry officer in the service of the Haja 
of Satara. On the return of Sahnji from imprisonment Shaikh Mira 
esponsed his cause and was rewarded with the rent-free grant of the 
village of Pasami, a pension of Rs. 1,800 a month, and promotion to the 
command of 60 horsemen, for the maintenance of whom he held assign- 
ments to the amount of Bs. 40,000. The pension ceased on the death of 
the first Shaikh Mira, and the revenue assignments have since fallen to 
Bs. 18,000, which, with Pasami, are still held by the family. The 
Engagement (No. I) concluded in 1820, was modified by the amendment 
of the schedule of 1826 attached to the Satara Treaty of the 26th Sep- 
tember 1819 (tee Lapsed States No. XIV). 

After the death of Shaikh Asim-ud-din in 1891, the affairs of the 
Saranjam were for some time the subject of litigation. In 1892 the 
Privy Council affirmed the rights of (Government in disposing of the 
Estate: and in 1894 the (Government .of India resumed the Saranjam 
and re*granted it to Ghulam Jilani, jHftnger brother of Shaikh Aiim-nd- 
din. 

During his minority the Saranjam was under the managment of the 
Agent for the Sardars in the Decan. The festate was handed over to 
him in 1909. In 1912 he wiyi made a First Glass Sardar of the Deoean 
for rank and precedence only.^

The perguanah of Yerndole, Print K h a n d e eh, and the pergunnahs in Swu- 
desk ** (Peishwi's territory), were granted after fixing the khundnee "(tribute). 
Vmec^ you had to furi^ 63 horse to the Peishwa's government ; but as 
gunnah Dnryapore, etc., were attached, and as the oount]^ was not in a flonrishing 
, state, full service to that amount Was not demanded. 1%at Sheikh Mira Waekur 
may five in comfort and affluence, aj^also be enabled to keep up the contingent 
in the most complete state of equipment, government have fixed the fnami 
ooBtingent at ten (10) horse, which must be kept up constantly in the serrioe of 
Bis Highness the Rajah of Satara.

As the territories of the British 
Government and of His Highness adjoin the jaghire, it is therefore determined 
that in the event of any disturbance taking place in them, on the requisition 
of the mamltttdars of either government, aid shall be furmshed by a ready co- 
operation with all the disposable police of the jaghire. 

Abtiou 6. 

Whatever inam villages, wuttuns, and other allowances have hitherto be- 
longed to Sheikh Mira Waekur within the territories of the British Government 
or of His Highness shall be continued ; and whatever items of revenue belonging 
to His Highness’s government may be within the jaghire shall be continued to be 
paid. All doomalla villages and land, wnrshasnn, dhunnadao, dewasthan, 
rosindar, khyrat, nemnook, daruk, etc., within the jaghire must be continued as 
they are at present All persons having possessions on government deeds are 
not to be interfered with ; such interruptions as might exist from temporary causes 
at the time charge was received (from the British Government) are to be examined, 
and the claims justly settled ; care must be taken that no just cause of complaint 
may be brought forward on such points. In cases when any of the abovemen- 
tioned possessors of inheritance or allowance shall behave improperly, it will be 
necessary to acquaint the Agent of the British Gh>vemment with the particulars, 
who, in conjunction with Highness’s government, will intimate what course 
is to be pursued either in respect to punishment or resumption. Should persons 
holding such inheritances or allowances raise or excite any disturbances, or commit 
any offences against the peace of the public, or should persons possessed of such 
rights die without hein, you will fully investigate the matter and state what ap- 
pears really just, when His Highness’s government, with the advice of the Agent 
of the British Government, will send such orders as may seem fit, and which must 
be conformed to. 

Abtioli 6. 

That the inhabitants of the jaghire territory may be protected, justice must 
be properly dispensed, and a good' police upheld to detect theft and suppress 
gang robb^es. If this is not attended to, and the country be without justice, 
so that people are oUiged to complain, the government of His Highness, with 
the advice and assisfeaDee of the Agent of the British Government, having under- 
stood the matter, will deeide on such enbjeote, and their decisions must be attended 
to ; and further, in Mgard to such decisions not being attended to, so that the 
country may fall into a state of miagovemment^ and robberies and other crimes

T^th the exception of those under the government of His Highness, no inter- 
course or communication by letter is to be entered into with such as Ba^e Hao 
Sahib, or other Princes, Chieftains, Commanders, and others, nor is any aid or 
assistance by joining the troops of any one to be given. This Article forms the 
basis of the present agreement, and should what is written above be departed 
from, the jaghire will not be continued. 


Abtioui 9. 

AD persons having committed crimes within the jaghire country, who may 
take shdter in the territories of the Brirish Government or of His Highness, shall 
be ddivered over to Sheikh Mira Waekur, after information has been given to the 
Agent of the British Government, and by him communicated to the British Govern- 
ment, or to the government of His Highness, as the case may be ; and in like manner 
all criminals from the territories of tK^ritish Government or of His Highness 
shaD be dehvered up by Sheikh Mira waekur to their respective governments, 
and asaistanoe must be rendered to people of either government who may be sent 
for the apprehenrion of such offenders.

Abtiolb 11.

As the jaghire districts adjoin the temtoiy of ffis Highneas, and it may be 
neocssary to effect egdiangas of items of revenue or land lor tlM purpose either 
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of defining the boundary or for police arrangements, therefore on a representation 
from the government of His Highness, the Agent of the British Cbvemment will 
arrange such exchanges as may be necessary, provided they are not injurious to 
the interests of the jaghiredars, and such exchanges must be made accordingly.

Translation of a Yad executed by His fiighness the Rajah of Satara respecting 
SooJAYUT Sraar Sheikh Mira Wabxur, to whom tiiese orders are issued. 

The whole of the jaghire, etc., enjoyed by you have, with the rest of the country, 
reverted to the British Government ; but as that government has been pleased, 
in consideration of the antiquity of your family, to guarantee to yon the villages 
held up to the war, excepting porgunnah Duryapore, Prant Wurad, monsa Bholee, 
pergunnah Shtralee, and mousa Pulsee, Prant Waee, by a Yad of 12 paragraphs 
executed to you by Captain James Grant, the British Resident, whereof having 
been constituted a jaghiredar of this State during the pleasure of the British Govern- 
ment, you are to conduct yourself towards it like the other jaghiredars mentioned 
in the Treaty, and as a Yad has been executed to yon by the British Government, 
His Highness approves of the same, and for the continuation of the villages to you 
determines as follows, ets.:— 


Artiolb 1. 

The pergunnah of Yemdole; Prant Khandesh, and other possessions in the 
Deccan are hereby continued and confirmed to you. Formerly you had to main- 
tain a contingent of 63 horse for the service of the Peishwa*s government ; but 
as pergunnah Duryapore, etc., has now been resumed, and as you have sus- 
tained loss in the repiaining umuls. His Highness, to enable yon to support your^ 
self and to keep the horse and men of your contingent in good order for, service 
throughout the year, reduces the contingent to 10 horse, which you are always 
to maintain for the service of the Satara State. 

Annous 2. 

The contingent is to be eficient, the horses to be of the value Bom Rupees 
300 to 400, and the men iu a complete state of equipment ; the contingent to be al- 
ways kept present for the servioe of His Highness *, they shonld attend muster 
when ordered, and proceed to whatever place directed without delay or reinon* 
strance. Should it appear, however, on muster that any number of the oontln- 
gent is deficient, His Bighnsw will, with the cononrieiioe of the British Govern- 
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moit, obUge you to refund in the prq>ortion of Rupees SOD per annum a horse 
to the whole period of such defioienoy» according to the terms of the agree- 
ment entered into with you. ^ 


Abtiolb 3. 

In the event of your contingent being employed in war by His Highness 
with the concurrence of the British Reudent, no remuneration on account of the 
wounded and slain will be granted ; but all such risks and casualties, as well as 
the supply of ammunition, are included in the grant. 

Abtioli 4. 

You are to defray the expense of your civil establishment as well as of the 
contingent. Should any commotion or disturbance occur in the districts either 
of His Highnm the Rajah or of the British Government, yon are, on the requi- 
sition of the mamlutdars of either government, to aid and co-operate with them 
with the police in your districts. 


AnnoLi 5. 

The villages, umuls, and wuttuns, etc., in His Highness the Rajah’s country 
hdd up to the war will be continued to you Ihe government also retaining its 
umuls in your lands. All doomalla villages, doomalla inam lands, wurshasuns, 
dhurmadaos, dewasthans, rokindars, khyrats, and nemnooks, etc., as well as the 
zi^^ts of dirukdars, are to be continued to the several parties as heretofore without 
objection, together with the lands held by virtue of Sunnuds, although they may 
have been on certain grounds placed under attachment. Should any of the parties 
enumerated above act improperly, or die intestate, you are to report the same to 
this government, when His Higlmes^wHh the concurrence of the British Govern- 
ment, will award punishment to the orader, or direct the resumption ol the land, 
as may appear eipedient. If any jemadar creates a riot, or raises rebdlion in 
your country, or refuses to acknowledge your supremacy, or if a wuttundar dies 
intestate, you should attach the wuttun and report the matter to government, 
when His Highness, with the ooncnnenoe of the British Resident, will issue such 
otdenas may appear expedient, and to which you are to conform accordingly.

Yon should endeavour to make fwu subjects happy, distribute justice im- 
partialiy, and adopt measures for the preventbn theft, murder* and other 
eiimis ; if these are not done, and if justioe is not administered properly, and 
imi^plaints are made to this government. Bis ^i^ness, in conjunction wilh the 
BiitiBh Resident, will enquire into the complaints, and issue such orders as may

With the exception of the subjects of this government, you are to hold no 
intercourse nor to carry on correspondence with Bajee Rao Rughoonanth or any 
other Prince or Chieftain, etc.; if yon do, your country will be resumed. 


Abtiglb 9. 

Should an offender from your country take shelter within the territories of 
His HighneM you are to report the same to this government, when measures 
will be taken to apprehend the offender and make him over Ao you. In like 
manner, offenders f^m the territories of His Highness or of the British Govern- 
ment taking shelter within your jaghire should be immediately apprehended and 
delivered up by you to whichever government they may briong. Further, you 
are to aid and assist the oflSicers of either government who may enter your juris* 
diction in pursuit of offenders. 

AbhoubIO. 

So long as you continue in good faith and render faithful service, your jaghiri 
villages, etc., will be continued to you uninterruptedly by this government, for 
which you have the guarantee of the British Government, and which is agreed to 
by His Hii^knesB. 


Amouin. 

All tiilsa and oustomary forms of*reQ>eet hitherto enjoyed by yon shall be 
oontmued. Ton are to represent all your affairs to this government ; such re- 
quests as are reassnabla will be granted, and such as ads not will be refused. 


AsnouilS. 

As the territory of ffis Bi^bness and of tiie British Government adjdns your 
jai^dre, it in4^ nsnesssiy at a future period to effect oertain territorial ex- 
durngci^ with rile advioh of the British BesMbut, lor the good of the oonntiy and 
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for the purpose of deftniiig dkHiifliiy tAe boundiriee of the two govemmenti ; 
care being taken to eecnre yon hmm loei ; yon are required to agree to this amnge- 
mont. 


Annoui 13. 

Yon are to attend on His Highness annually at the celebration of the Dnssetah 
festival, as also at other times when yonr presence may be reqnired. Yon are also 
to accompany His Highness whenever he may proceed on a long journey. 

The mroumstanoes contained in the foregoing 13 paragraphs are confirmed.

DL-BELGAUM AGENCY. 

Sayantvadi. 

The Savants were hereditary deshmukhs of Wari near Goa. They 
are of the Bhonsla family and still bear that name. The family is an 
old one, but the first Chief of note was Khem Savant, who in 1707 
received from Sahuji, the successor of Shivaji, a deed confirming him in 
his possessions in full sovereignty, and assigning to him, conjointly with, 
the Chief of Kolaba, half the revenues of the Salshi Mahal. 

The first Chief with whom the British Ooverninent formed relations 
was his nephew Phond Savant, who succeeded in 1709. The Treaty 
(No. I), which was concluded in 1730, was offensive and defensive against 
Kanhoji Angria, the piratical Chief of Kolaba. Phond Savant was 
succeeded in 1738 by his grandson, llamchaudra Savant, and he in 
1755 by his son Khem Savant, whose rule was one long war with various 
Mahratta Chiefs, particularly the Haja of Kolhapur, and with the 
Portuguese, in the course of which he lost some of his best districts. His 
piracies provoked the British Government, who in 1765 sent an expedition 
against him and captured the fort of Reri, which they named Fort 
Augustus. The fort, however, was restored on his signing a Treaty in 
176^ (No. II), by which he ceded all the lands between the rivers Karli 
and ^Ishi from the sea to the foot of the hills, and bound himself to 
pay a lakh of rupees for the expenses of the expedition; to allow free 
trade; and to permit the British to build a factory in his territories. 
The treaty was not observed, and the following year another (No. Ill) 
was concluded, by which treaty Khem Savant ceded the fort of Yingorla 
for thirteen years, or for such further time as the indemnity should 
remain unpaid. 

Khem Savant died in 1803 without male issue, and there ensued a 
civil war regarding the succession. In 1805 the war terminated by the 
widow of Khem Siavant adopting Bamchandra Savant, or Bhau Saheb, 
who was murdered in 1807. He was succeeded by Phond Elavant, who 
ruled till 1812, under the regency of Durga Bai, second widow of Khem 
Savant. ShorGy before his death, in consequence of repeated piracies 
committed by his subjects, a Treaty (No. IV) was negotiated in 1812 
with him for the suppression of piracy. He was required to cede the fort 
of Yingorla, imd to promise to cede the forts of Beri and Neoti, if pira- 
cies were committed in future. All vessels leaving Neoti were sub- 
jected to search by the Britii^ authorities. To this treaty it was pro- 
posed to add iupplementary articles, ceding absolutely the forts of Beri 
and Neoti, and binding the Baja to abstain from hostilities with other 
States and to refer all disputes to the arbitration of the British Govern- 
ment, who, on their part, were to guarantee the territories then in the 
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Baja’ii posMasion against the aggression of all foreign powers. Bnt^ at 
the terms of these articles were beliered to interfere with some supposed 
claims of the Peshwa to supremacy over Savantvadi, these negotiations 
were never prosecuted to a'condusion. 

On the death of Phond Savant, his son, Khem Savant, succeeded, 
Durga Bai being again Regent. She commenced her rule by forcibly 
occupying the forts of Bharatgarh and Narsingarh, which had been 
wrested from Savantvadi a few years before by the Baja of Kolhapur, 
the integrity of whose territories the British Government were 1^ a 
recent treaty bound to defend. The Rani rejected all proposals for an 
amicable adjustment of the dispute, and Savantvadi was therefore de- 
clared to be in a state of war. The districts of Maland and Yarad, inter- 
laced with the territory in Malwan which had been ceded to the British 
Government Kolhapur, were seized, and preparations were made for 
the invasion of Savantvadi. HostUities, however, were suspended in 
consequence of the anarchy which prevailed in Savantvadi, arising out 
of disputes between Durga Bai, supported by Sambhaji Savant, and 
another Rani, Dadi Bai, supposed by Ohandroba. The latter wished 
to place in power a person pretending to be the Bhau Saheb, who, they 
alleged, had not been murdered in 1807. Durga Bai was reduced to 
great difficulties, an^ offered to adjust all causes of quarrel if the 
British Government would support her cause. Interference, however, 
was declined. In the meantime the Chiefs who headed the rival factions 
seised forts and plundered on their own account. Their depredations 
extended to British territory. During the war with flie Peshwa also, 
Durga Bai, who had again recovered much of her former power, threaten- 
ed the invasion of British territories, and did what she could to support 
the Peshwa’s cause. The>^epredations committed in Britidi territory 
did not oeaee even after the overthrow of the Pediwa; and it was found 
impossible longer to postpone hostilities with Savantvadi. A force was 
UMUHdted into the country, and terms were offered after the eaptnve of 
the forts of Yashwantgarh or Beri and Neoti. Meanwhile Durga Bai 
had died, and the regency had been assumed ^ly the two Ranis, Savitri 
Bai and Narmada Bai, the surviving widows of Khem Savant. The 
terms offered were readily accepted, and a Treaty (No. Y) was concluded 
on the 17ih February 1819, by which the BritiA Government agreed 
to protect the State of Savantva^, and the regency acknowledged British 
supremacy and agreed to abstain from political interoourse with other 
States, to deliver up to the British Government persons guilty of offences 
in British tmtory, to cede the whole line of sea-coast from the Karli 
river to the boundaries of the Portuguese posseseions, and to ^eeive 
Britiah troops into Savantvadi. ' In oonsideratton of the leadiaem with 
whMi theee terms were accepted, a portion of the territory which had 
been e^ed to the Britidi Government, yielding a net revenue el 
Be. 80,6b0, was Treaty (No. Yl) restored in the fellewiag year. 
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In 1820 thrree Agreements were mediated betiij^en the Kolhapur and 
Sayaaivadi Darbars. The iirst (No. Vll) reflated the amount o£ 
reyenue to be paid to the fort of Bangna from the district of Mangaon; 
the second (No. Vlll) fixed the reyenue payable to the fort of Manohar- 
garh from the district of Manohar; and the third (No. IX) transferred 
the yillage of Siyapur from Sayantyadi to Kolhapur, in exchange for 
another village. In 1822 the revenue assignments for the forts were, 
commuted to a money payment of Pirkhani Rupees 7,834-6-8 to Kolha- 
pur; but in 1826 a tract of country yielding the same amount was trans- 
ferred to Kolhapur by the British Government, and thereafter the money 
payment was made by Savantvadi to the British Government. 

Khem Savant was entrusted with the administration of the State in 
1822. His affairs soon got into disorder, and in 1830, and again in 
1832, he received the assistance of British troops to suppress rebellion. 
On the latter occasion he was required to execute a Treaty (No. X), by 
which he bound himself not to remove his Minister without the sanction 
of the British Government; to adopt such measures of reform as the 
British Govemiuont might sanction ; and to pay the cost of any troops 
required for the settlement of his affairs. 

The mismanagement of the country under Khem Savant was in no 
way lessened by the measures adopted under these treaties; and the 
Sardars of the State became almost independent of his authority. In 
1838, therefore, the British Government assumed the management of 
the State (No. XI) with the consent of the Chief who, at the same 
time, transferred (No. XII) to them the right to levy land and sea cus- 
toms in Savantvadi on their agreeing to pay him annually a sum equal 
to the average amount realised in the tl^ee preceding years. 

The turbulent Sardars several times rebelled and attempted to throw 
qff the control of the British Government, more particularly in 1889 and 
1844; but the outbreaks were suppressed, and the country has oboe 
remained quiet. 

Jn 1845 the Savantvadi mint was suppressed and Britidi . coinage 
introduced. 

In 1846 the fort of Manohar and the possessions below the OUts 
appertaining to it were transferred from the Kolhapur State to Savant- 
vadi lor control and management. In 1868 all pecuniary and territorial 
daintf of Kolhapur oonnected with the Manohar fort and certain villages 
of the fort of Prasidhgarh were settled, and in lieu thereof a fixed sum 
of Be. 8,698-10-2 is annually paid by the Savant^i State to Xelki^er. 

In 1867 no attempt wai meffe to diiiarb th^ 

Xbem Savant, wbo bad received a Sanad of Adoption in 18|B (see 
Surat Agency No. IT), died in 1867, and wms iuoeeeM by hie son, Pbond 
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SaTant or Anna Saheb» who had joined the rebel Sardars in 1844, and 
after the luppreMicm of the diaturbances found a refuge at Ooa. He 
was snbeequentlj allowed to return to SaTantradi, but was declared to 
have forfeited his position as heir to the gadii. In 1861, howerer, he 
#a8 pardoned and reoomised as heir to the Chiefship, on the condition 
that the debt due to the British Gfovemment on account of the expenses 
incwned in putting down the insurrection in 1844 riiould be cleared off| 
and that n asa r a n a of a year’s revenue should be paid on the succession 
of Phond Savant, who should then enter into an agreement to protect 
his subjects and pay for the expense of a British Agent and his estab- 
lishment. The deU, amounting to more than lakhs of rupees, was 
paid off in 1862, and on ikhe accession of Phond Savant in 1867 the pre- 
scribed nasarana' was levied. I^e incapacity of the new Chief made it 
necessary to impose more stringent restrictions on his independence of 
action, than had been contemplated in 1861; he was therefore required, 
among other stipulations, to accept the scheme of administration which 
had bm introduced by British authority; to refrain from making any 
organic ohanges, except with the previous approval of Government; 
and to submit for the approval of the British Government the name of 
any person whom he might wish to nominate as Minister or Secretary. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Savantvadi was granted a permanent salute of 
9 guns. 

Aiiha Saheb died in 1869, before the oonduaion of the formal agree- 
ment which it had been proposed to take from him. He was succored 
by his only son, Baghunath Savant, who was not installed owing to his 
misoendnel and inoapaeity. He dM in 1899, and was suoceeded by his 
consin, Sri Baas bvaat Bhonsle, on paynunt of a Baaar*uia of 
Be. 1,96,4664. 

Sri Baai Savant died on the 24th April 1918 and was suooeeded by 
his onty son the present 8a^ Desai Ehem Savant Bhonsle Mu Bapu 
Saheb, boim on the 20th August 1897. During his minority the adminis- 
tration was carried on by £e Political Agent up to the 14th September 
1916’, when modiflcatioas were introduced. The appointment of a resi- 
dent Pditioal Agent was abolished and his duties were entrusted to the 
Oolleotor' of Belgaum: and an Administrator was appointed for the 
State, to work under the general supervision of the CUleolor. 

Bar Desai Khem Savant Bhonsle served in Mesopotamia during the 
Great War. 

In 1921 the Buler of Savantvadi was granted a permanent local solute 
of 11 guns within his own territory. 

Sar Desai Khem Savant Bhonsla was invested with full powers on 
the 29th October 1924 and the administration of the State was handed 
over to him on the same dsy • 
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The area of Sayantvadi is 926 square miles; the population, aooord- 
ing to the Census of 1921, 206, 4i0; and the gross reyenue Bs. 7,63,827. 

The Sayantyadi Local Corps, which had a sanctioned strength of 260 
men, was amalgamated with the Armed Police in 1909. The State has 
(1926) 187 Armed Police with 2 serviceable guns. 

The Buler enjoys plenary jurisdiction, that is power to try for capital 
oiehees, without permission ^m the Political Agent, all persons in his 
territories except Europeans, including European British subjects, 
Americans, Qoymmeat servants and other British subjects. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nasarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abdidied.

That in case the fleet of the said Sardesay shall, at any time, meet at sCa any 
ships or vessels under Bnglish coburs, whether of war or merchandise, they shall 
not molest them, but on discovery that they belong to the English, give them all 
the assistance they can ; and in case of meeting with a single vessel, they shall not, 
after diowing her colours, *dhase her wi^ more than one gallivat, to be certainly 
informed that she is really Bnglish ; in like manner, when the vessels of war of the 
said Honourable Company idiall meet at sea the fleet or vessels of the said Sardesay, 
they shall permit them to pass unmoleBted on showing their colours, and sending a 
gallivat or other small en&barkation to certify who they are. 

ARnoLR 8. 

If at any time, through stress of weather, or any other accident, any vessels 
bebnging to the Bnglish should be drove ashore and shipwrecked in the ports or 
territories of the said Sardesay, ^ey shall not be forfeited ; on the contrary, all 
aid and aswstance shall be given thsgpeopb belonging to them in saving and pre- 
serving the said vessels and their osigbes, and free liberty granted to tranqKxrt or 
dispose of what is so saved, as they ahsU think proper, without paying any sahrsge, 
enstom, or dnfy whatever for the same ; and the like shall be observed with all 
vessels bdoegwg to the snlqeetB of the said Sardesay that shall meet with the like 
mafortiine in the ports or ter ri to rie s of the said Honouralde Company.

In ponaidmtioii ol bio ognMing 
to and fnlfilUng the 10th Aidole, the Honourable Oompanj, on their part, renovnoe 
all pretenaiMia to the lands, rents, levennes, and tribates, which now or heretofore 
did pay obedienoe, rents, or tributes to tiie Halwans in any part of this ooant^ to 
the sooth of the xirer Karlee, and cedes and guarantees the same in foil rig^t to

The Bhonsla agrees to pay to the Honourable Company one lakh of Rupees 
as the restitution for the expenses they Have been at during the trouble subristing 
between the oontraeting parties ; half to be paid in right days from the time in 
which this Treaty is concluded, Rupees 25,000 within 12 months of this date, and 
the remainder Rupees 26,000 within three years from the date hereof.

The Bhonsla will not, by any menaces or otherwise, directly or indirectly deter 
the inhabitants of the different districts or villages ceded to the Honourable Com- 
pany from living in them peaceably ; and furthermore, wiU oblige all the inhabitants, 
with their families, who belonged to or lived in the aforesaid districts,* who have 
quitted them, or may hereafter leave them, to return to their habitations.

The English subjects and the subjects of the Bhonsla shall have free liberty of 
trade and commerce with each other without any hindrance or molestation. 

Artioli 6. 

The Bhonsla will permit the Honourable Company to build a factory or factories 
on any part of his territories adjacent to the sea-shore for vending their commodities, 
and to keep there such servants and people as they shall think necessary for con- 
ducting the same ; and should any dithe merchants or others, his subjects, become 
debtors to the English, they shall have liberty to imprison their persons, or seise 
their effects, and vend them till satis^tion is obtained.

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AxrtCLM 9. 

The Bhomila agrees to ddtiver up all the effeots which have been carried away 
from Fort Snndero in the Malwan gallivats, with guns and all kinds ol stores 
bdonging to them, if any such can bo proved to be in his possession now or at any 
other time. 

Artiolb 10. 

If Jeejaboy llaharajah, the Ranee, shall offer to invade the territories of either 
of the contracting powers, or that she hinders the merchants or vanjarrahs from 
passing the ghauts, and the Honourable Company should find it necessary to attack 
her, in such case the Bhonsla agrees to assist and aid the Honourable Company 
with his whole force, and furnish a sufiicient number of draught and pack oxen 
to carry ammunition, provisions and stores.

The Bhonsla shall not keep any fieet, or have any vessels or gallivats equipped 
for war. 

Artiolb 12. 

If over the Honourable Company should think proper to demand of the Mahrat- 
tas the lands in the districts of Salsee, which formerly belonged to the llalwans, 
that in such case they will likewise demand for and on behalf of the Bhonsla the 
lands in the said districts formerly belonging to him : the Bhonsla to pay an ade- 
quate share of the expenses that may accrue to the Honourable Company in making 
these demands. 

Article 13. 

The fort of Muasoora, with all the guns, shot, carriages, and stores therein, shall 
be delivered up to the Honourable Company, in its present situation, within eight 
days from this date ; in lieu whereof the Honourable Company shall at the same 
time deliver up to the Bhonsla the fort of Baree, with all guns and carriages found 
on the walls when conquered by the English. 

ARTIOLB U. 

The Bhonsla will not entertain in his service any people belonging to the English, 
whether Europeans or others, nor suffer any European deserters to pass through 
his districts, but, on the contrary, give strict orders to all his officers to seise such 
as may be seen in his dominions, and return them to the Chief of Fort Augustus 
on promise of pardon, whether they are applied for or not. The English will 
observe the same in respect to the subjecte of the Bhonsla ; and slaves to be returned 
on both sides. 

Artiolb 15. 

If any vesselB or boats belonging to the English, their subjects or dependanta, 
shall at any time be drove ariiore, or wrecked in any part of the Bhonala’s 
dominions, he agrees to afford all suitable assistanoe for the preservation of suol^

If at any time the Bhonsla should have oooasion for powder and ball and mili- 
tary stores, the Honourable Company will supply him with what they oan spare at 
the usual rates.

The Honourable Company agree, if convenient to them, to furnish the Bhonsla 
with troops to go against his and their enemin. 

Abtxoli 18. 

The Bhonsla agrees to fulfil the first, second, third, and thirteenth Articles 
within eight days from the signature of this Treaty ; in default of which, he agrees 
to pay all the charges of maintaining the garrison of the fort of Raree till they are 
fnlfilM, at which time the Honourable Company will deliver up the fort of Raree. 

Amcut 19. 

In witness of these Articles of agreement between the oontraeting parties, 
we the underwritten agents and ministers plenipotentiary have signed with our 
hands, and in their name, and in virtue of our fnll powers, the present definitive 
Treaty, and have caused the seals of the Honourable Company and the Bhonsla 
to be put thereto.

families to reside at Bombay, and to be rcaintained at his charge. 

Arholb 8. 

The Bhonsla agrees to pay the Honourable Company Rupees 8,00,000 as ree- 
titutioa lor the expenses thty have been at from the time the troubles subsiated 
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between the zeepeotiye paitiee, and maintaining the fort of Raiee, Rnpeee 80,000 
to be paid in three months from the 24th October 1766, that is, Rupees 60,000 the 
first month, and Rupees 60,000 within the three months ; the remaming Rupees 
1,20,000 to be paid in two years from said 24th of October 1766, at equal payments 
of Rupees 60,000 each year, for the performance of which the Bhonsla agrees to 
give Vittojee Oommotim of Ooa as security, and the amount to be paid in Peer- 
khaney and Hookarey Rupees, and as security to Vittojee, the Bhonsla agrees to 
lodge in the Honourable Company’s hands two hostages by name Dowlut Delvle 
and Seusam Bawah, who are to reside at Bombay, and to be maintained at bis 
expense. 

Artzolb 3. 

The Honourable Company, in consideration of the Bhonsla’s fulfilling the 
foregoing Articles, do agree on the payment of the first sum, viz.. Rupees 80,000, 
to deliver him, the said Bhonsla, the fort of Raree, and do further renounce all 
claim or pretensions to the lands and tenements belonging thereto. 

Artiols 4. 

' The Honourable Company will carry away all guns, carriages, mortars, shot, 
shells, powder, stores, etc., of what kind soever they may have brought here, and 
they do give up to the Bhonsla such guns and carriages as are here that were belong* 
ing to fort Raree. 


Articlv 6. 

Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, will permit the Honourable Company to build a 
factory, etc., with warehouses at Raree, at such place as may be most convenient 
for them, at which place they will hoist their flag, or on any part of his territories 
adjacent to the sea^shore, for vending their commoditios, and to Iceep there such 
servants and people, also vessels and boats, as they shall think, necessary for con- 
ducting the same, and should any of the merchants or others, his subjects, be- 
come debtors to the EngDsh, they shall have free liberty to imjirison their persons, 
seize their effects, and vend them till satisfaction is made and obtained.

you here to settle the country, and you have explicitly explained to me the measures 
whish they intend to adopt, and that you intend to have the entire management 
of the country untU it is settlsdrad brought into good order. 

By the adoption of the alnm meeeuie my State will not sustain any loss, 
therrtore I am wiHing that you and the Minister More Ciustu Leleh should take 
the (Utire management of the country, and govern it justly and according to the 
existing customs end usages of the country. 

Great friendship exists personally between me r.nd yourself, and I have every 
ooiifldence in you. I am therefore desirons that you alone should cany the above 
measures into effect, and that you should remain here until the country is settled, 
and having accomplished this, that you should restore the country to me, and that 
yousbould not leave me until the country is made over again to me. If any other 
gentleman comes here to manage the entire affaire of the country, it will be dezo* 
gatory to my own petsoiiai dignity and to that of my State. 

Therefore I truss you wQl mske arrangements that no other gentleman may 
be abut to €|^iert busineis. but that you, havii^ settled the country and 
made every arrangement zeqMoting it, wiH restore It again to me tke same ai 
before, and that the Treaty entered between the Honourable Company and my 
goveniment in A.D. 1819 be respected, and that the protectinn of the Honourable 
Company may be always continued to me and to my fixate,

Ujum Rajah Bahadoor does hereby make over to the British (Government the 
right of establishing nakas on the frontier of the Waree Umul, and the territory 
consisting of Feme and other mehals now held by the Portuguese of Goa, and 
of levying customs there, as also of levying sea customs at the port of Banda. 
The British Government can levy the customs according to its own rules, and in 
any manner it pleases, to which levy the Rajah Bahadoor is not to raise any ob- 
jection on any account. 

Article 3. 

With the exception of the places mentioned in Article 2 of this agreement, the 
levy of land customs, including the fee for stamping piece goods at all other places 
in the Waree Sumsthah Umul, is abolished. 

Artiolb 4. 

The British Government shall annually make a certain pa 3 rmont to the Rajah 
in lieu of the sea and land customs, including the fee for stamping piece 
goods, which the Waree Sumsthan hitherto levied,' and of the huks which the 
hukdars received direct, after examining the collections for the three years, viz., 
1834-1835, 1835-1835, and 1836-1837, and after fixing the average, or a third of 
the total thereof, the amount of the average shall be annually paid to the Rajah 
Bahadoor. 

Artiolb 6. 

The Rajah Bahadoor having signified his wish to the British Government that 
articles imported from Goa for his own use, and for the use of his durrukdars, 
might be exempted from customs as long as the customs did not exceed Rupees 
five hundred, the British Government complied with the request ; and wi^ a 
view to avoid constant trouble the British Government agrees to pay annually to 
the Rajah Bahadoor, on aooount of the remission, a'sum of Rupees five hundred 
in cash in additioB to the amount of average alluded to in Aitiole 4, and therefore 
the ^jah Bahadoor u not to nise any dispute on account of the above exemption.

If the British Qovernmeiit should give oideis to le-estoblish the levy of lend 
oustoms in its o?m domihioiis, the lUjah Bahsdoor is at liberty to levy onstoms 
within his territory at all land nakas, with the exception of the abovementioned 
naku, on the Wares and Qoa frontier and seaports, which have heia made over 
to the Britiah Government for the purpose of establishing nakas. If the British 
Government should not issue orders to levy land custoins in its own dominions, the 
Rajah Bahadoor is not at liberty to levy them within his own territory. But 
should a decision (for levying) be passed (by the British Government), then the 
difference between the average of the oustoms of the frontier and seaport nakas, 
and the average agreed to be paid to the Rajah Bahadoor in Article 4, that is, 
the average of the customs of the nakas at which the Rajah Bahadoor may com- 
mence levying customs, is not to be paid to him by the British Government. 

The above are the six Articles agreed upon.

AMur Baof Xhaii^ the founder of the Pathan fasnily of Sayanur, 
obtained in 1680 fibm the Emperor Anrangeeb the grant of the jagir of 
Bankapnr, Torgal and Aiininagar^ with a command of 7,000 horse. The 
family, though connected by marriage with Tipu Sultan, was entirely 
stripped of its possessions by him, and the Nawab sought the protection 
of die Pediwa, from whom he received a pension of Bs. 48,000 a year. 
Through the intervention of General Wellesley this was subsequently 
converted into a grant of territory, yielding an equal amount of revenue. 

As the Savanur State was rather a grant in lieu of pension than an 
independent jagir, the British Government, on their accession to the 
sovereignty of the Southern Mahratta Country, exercised complete juris- 
diction over it ; but, when the grades of privileged classes were formed, 
the Nawab was placed in the first rank and, in consideration of the 
former high position and power of the family, ms declared to be no 
longer subject to the jurisdiction of the Magistrate of the District. 

In 1860 complete civil jurisdiction was conferred as a special mark 
of favour on Nawab Abdul Dalil Ehan. In 1869 it was decided that 
this jurisdiction was personal to him, and could not be exercised by 
succeeding Nawabs without the express sanction of Government. 

Abdul Dalil Khan died in 1862, and was succeeded by his eldest sur- 
viving son Abdul Khair Khan. 

In 1866 the Buler of Savanur received an Adoption Sanad (No. I). 

Abdul Khair Khan died in 1868, and was succeeded bv his sou 
Abdul Dalil Khan, who died in 18^ without male issue, and 
succeeded by Abdul Tabris Khan, on whose succession a nasarana" m 
Bs. 28,790 was levied. 

In 1887 the Nawab ceded (see Satara Agency No. Ill) civil and 
criminal jurisdiction over the lands in his State which were occupied or 
might thereafter be occupied by the Southern Mahratta Bailway. 

Abdul Tabris Khan died on the 26th .July 1892, and was succeeded 
by his son the prewnt Nawab Abdul Majid Khan, bom on the 7th October 
1890. During his minority the State was administered by the Diwnn 
under the supervision of the Collector as Political Agent. 

In 1894 an arrangement was made entrusting the abkari revenue to 
Government : and this arrangement still continues. The State receives 
the actual revenue realised by Government from the abkari manage- 
ment. 

In 1904 the State consented to its hemp drugs revenue being leased 
to the British Oovamment up to the 81«t March 1006. The arrangement 
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IiM unoa been periodically oontinded : it was last renewed in 1925 for a 
period of ten years, at an annual compensation of Be. 1,245. 

^ In 1912 the State entered into an Agreement of reciprocity (No. II) 
with the British Goremment, and in 1918 with other neighbouring 
^ recovery of revenue and other dues and for the surrender 
of mudamal and criminals charged with any of the offences mentioned 
in Schedule I to the Indian Extradition Act (XV of 1903), or with 
offences against the Opium, Abkari, Salt and Arms Acts. 

Nawab Abdul Majid Khan was installed on the 12th November 1912. 

The area of Savanur is 70 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 16,830; and the average, annual revenue Rs. 1,70,305. 

The State is neither tributary nor bound to maintain any contingent 
of horse or foot. It possesses (1926) 20 Armed Police and 2 serviceable 
and 2 unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the iiasnrana rule up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Barbar, all such levies were 
abolished.

Surgana lies to the north-west of the Nasik district, and is ruled 
a Chief called the Deshmukh. 

The ancestors of the Deshmukh were Konkani Kunbisi who lived in 
the fastnesses round Hatgad. During Muhammadan rule a nominal al- 
legiance was claimed from them, and they were entrusted with the duties 
of preventing predatory incursions above the Ohftts by the Bhils and 
Kolis of the Dangs; of rendering military service when required; and of 
keeping open the roads that ran through their territory. For this they 
were granted several villages in Surgana. Under Mahratta rule tlie 
Deshmukh refused to pay any revenue, and his country, along with the 
Dangs, was included in ** reM land ” (Bandi Mulk). But, as Surgana 
lay on one of the high roads between the Deccan and Surat, efforts were 
made to conciliate the Chief. The Deshmukh continued independent 
until 1818, when the British Government led an expedition against 
the Deshmukh Malharvao tu punish him for an attack made on a police 
party stationed at Surgana. He was seized and hanged, *and his cousin, 
Bhikajirao, who had helped Government against Malharrao, was recog- 
nized as the head of the State and vested with the chief authority. 
Bhikajirao was murdered in a disturbance set up by Malharrao’s widow, 
and his son Yeshwantrao was recognized as the representative of the 
chief branch. The Chiefship descends in the line of one branch, while 
the representative of another branch (Bhadarkar) used to receive an 
equal share in the revenues, imder orders issued by the Court of Direc- 
tors in 1846. But, under an arrangement (Appendix I) made in 1908 
by the Political Agent, the Bhadarkar branch receives a monthly al- 
lowance of Bs. 160, and a share of 3 annas in the rupee of the State bal* 
ance at the end of the year; while 6 annas goes to the ruling Deshmukh, 
and 8 annas to the Beserve Fund kept in the State Treasury to meet 
unforeseen emergencies and only to be drawn upon for purposes approved 
by the Political Agent. 

Shankarrao, who succeeded in 1867, died on the 3nd June 1898, and 
was succeeded by his son Prataprao, who died on the 22nd June 1930. 
He was succeeded by his son the ptesent Deshmukh Yeswantrao, born 
on the 21st July 1902. 

With a view to assimilating the abkari administration in Surgana to 
the system in force in the adjoining British districts, Shankar^ had 
in 1889 entered mto a ten-years agreement, which was periodically re- 
newed, with slight modiffcation, until 1923. In 1927 it was renewed 
(Ho. 1} for a further period of ten veers with effect from th* oath August 
192T. 
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Za 1908 the Dethmukh agreed to prohibit the oultivaiion of hemp) on 
oonsideration of hie reoeiving a refund of {the of the duty levied , on 
hemp drugs imported into the State. From the 1st April 1917, under the 
authority of Bombay Government Resolution, Political DepaHiAent, 
No. 4082, dated 28th May 1017, 13/14ths of the duty is lefunded to the 
State on its furnishing to the Commissioner of Excise the required bill, 
supported by a certificate to. show that the drugs mentioned in the bill 
reached their destination. 

'The area of Surgana is 360 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1^1, 14,912; and the average revenue Bs.

The State pays no tribute to the British Government. 

The State has (1926) 14 Armed Police.

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On the death of Sambhaji in 1760, the direct descendantn of Shivaji 
beeame extinct.

Xhe prevalence of pinu^ compelled the British Government to send 
an expedition against Kolhapur in 1765, which resulted in the conclu- 
sion of a commercial Treaty (No. I) in January 1766. The conditions 
of this treaty, however, were never observed. The payments which 
Kolhapur had agreed to for the expenses of the expedition were not 
made; piracy was not suppressed; and in 1792 another expedition was 
prepared. The Raja thereupon signed another Treaty (No. II) in Nov> 
ember- 1792, engaging to give compensation for the losses which the 
merchants had sustained from the year 1785, niid to permit the establish^ 
ment of fhetories at Malwan and Kolhapur. 

Tlie Rani died in 1772. After her death, the young Raja was long 
engaged in war with other Ifahratta powers, more particularly the 
Patwardhan family, the Savant of Wari and the Nipanikar, and his 
government was weened by internal factions. During these struggles, 
the British Gk)vemment on several occasions declined to interfere between 
the parties; but in 1811, during a war between the Nipanikar and Kolha- 
pur, when the British ^sident at Poona was engaged in the settlement 
of tte Southern Mahratta Country, a peace was negotiated between the 
contending parties : and in 1812 the Baja of Kolhapur concluded a 
Treaty (Nc-. Ill) with the British Government, by which, in return for 
the cession of certain forts, he was guaranteed against the aggression of 
all foreign powers, and engaged to abstain from hostilitieB with other 
States and to refer all his jhputes with other States to the arbitration of 
the BritiA Government. 

. Shivaji died in 1812. He left two wns, Shambhu or Aba Sahib, 
who succeeded him, and Shahaji or Bawa Sahib. In the war with the 
Peshwa in 1817 Aba Sahib cordially sided with the British; and in 
reward for his services the districts of Ohikori and Manoli, which in 
former years had been wrested from Kolhapur by the Nipanikar, were 
restored. Aba Sahib was murdered In 1821, his infant son died in 1822, 
and the succession devolved on Bawa Sahib, who proved an. oppressive 
and profligate ruler. Three times belsreen 1822 and 1829 the British 
Oovemment were obliged, to moye a force against him in consequence 
of his aggressions on other Chiefs in which he did hot even respect

In 1826 be signed a Treaty (No. lY)! by which he agreed to reduce 
his army to its peace establishment, to attend to the advice of the 
British Goyernment in all matters affecting the public peace, to respect 
the rights of certain jagirdars, and never to grant an asylum to 
rebels. Tn 1827, in consequence of his infraction of the 2nd article of 
the Treaty of 1826, he was forced to sign a preliminary Treaty (No. V), 
which was modified in 1829 (No. YI). By this he agreed to limit his 
army to 400 horse and 800 infantry ; to retrocede the districts of Chikori 
and Manoli and to cede Akiwat; to admit British troops into his forts: 
to pay Us. 1,47,948 compensation to certain jagirdars and to cede lands 
as security for the payment; and to accept a minister appointed by the 
British Government. 

Bawa Sahib died in 1838, and was succeeded by his minor son, 
Shivaji. A Council of llegeucy was formed, consisting of Shivaji’s 
mother, his aunt, and lour officials. Soon after, the members of ^e 
llegeucy quntTelled, and the young llujn’s aunt, Diwan Siihiba, assumed 
the entire control of the State. The misrule was so great that the 
British (lovernment interfered under the provisions of the treaty and 
appointed a minister of their own, whose efforts to reform the adminis- 
tration resulted in a general rebellion which extended to the neighbour- 
ing State of Savantvadi. After the suppression of the rebellion the 
direct administration of the State was assumed by the British Govern- 
ment: the forts of every description were dismantled, the system of 
hereditary garrisons was abolished, the military force of the State was 
disbanded and a local corps entertained in its stead, an,d the Kolhapur 
State was required to pay the expense of suppressing the rebellion. In 
1862 the management was restored to Shivaji, and a new Tr;$aty (No. 
YII) was concluded with him by which he was bound, in all mutters of 
importance, to be guided by the advice of the. British Government. 

During the mutiny of 1867 the Baja remained faithful in his allegi- 
II lice to the British J./vernment; hut his younger brother, Chima Sahib, 
joined the rebels. He was subsequently imprisoned and died in confine- 
ment. 

Ill 1862 the Buler of Kolhapur received a Sanad of Adoption {tee 
Surat Agency No. lY). 

Shivaji died in 1866, and was succeeded by his nephew and adopted 
son, Bajaram, then sixteen years of age. During his minority the 
administratiou of the State was assnpied by the British Government. 

In 1867 the Buler of Kolhapur was granted a permanent sa1nf«» 
guns. 


« A 
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Bajaram died without iestie in 1870, while on a tour in Europe. 
There was no near blood relation of Bajaram eligible for adoption, but 
Government declared theif willingneiis to recognifie ae his successor aOj 
person who might be selected as most fttting and acceptable to the fhmily 
and the principal persons of the State, even though he might not fulfil 
all the conditions required by Hindu law and the custom of the Kolhapur 
family. Their unanimous choice fell upon Narayan Bao Bhonsle, son 
of Binhar Bao, the head of the Khonvat Bhonsles and next of kin to the 
Kolhapur family : and it was confirmed by the British Government. He 
was installed ns Baja of Kolhapur in October 1871, and took the name 
of Shivaji. 

In October 1880 tlie Kolhapur State entered into an Agreement 
(No. VIII), prohibiting the cultivation of the poppy and the manufac* 
ture of opium in Kolhapur territory, and the import of opium into the 
State. 

Baja Shivaji had begun to show signs of insanity in 1879, and in 
1882 a commi^e of medical officers pronounced him incurable. A 
Connell of Begency, with the .Tagi«*dat of Kagal as Begent, was appoint- 
ed to oonduct the administration. Shivaji died in December ISfifi, and 
was succeeded by Tediwant Bao Baba Itehib Obatge, tbe eldest son of 
the Begent, whose adoption by Anaiidibai Sahiha Bani, Rhivaji’s widow, 
was sanctioned by Government. The young Baja assumed the title of 
Shahu IT (Shahaji) Chhatrapati, and the administration continued to 
he conducted by the Regency Coimctl. On the death of the Jagirdar of 
Kagal in March 1886, the Political Agent, under the orders of Gov- 
ernment, took his place as. President of the Council for a few months, 
till in November that ye^ Oovemment appointed the Diwan to be 
President. 

Tho oppressive export and import duties known as * sthalbharit * 
and * sthalmod ’ were abolished in 1886; and in tbe same year tbe State 
agreed (No. IX) to a larger mwisure of free trade. By this Agreement 
the whole of the Southern Mahratta Country jagirs, as well as the State 
of Kolhapur, were ultimatdy placed on tte same looting as British 
districts, and a large accession of trafilc to the Southern Mahratta Bail- 
way and its feeders was secured. 

In 1886 the State ceded full jurisdiction, diort of sovereign rights, 
over the lands acquired for the Madras and Southern Mihratea BaOwny 
(No. X) : and in 1888 over those acquired for the Kolhapur State Bailway 
(No. XI). 

In 1801 an Agreement (No^ XII) was executed between the State 
and the Southern Mahratta Bailway Company, far the working of the 
Kolhapur State Bailway. 
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Shahtt Ohhalrapati was formally installed in A(>ril 1894. In 1895 
the last clause of the 7th article of the Agreement of 1802 (No. YII), 
irhioh the Baja of Kolhapur had been compelled to refer sentencea of 
death to the authority of the GoTernment of Bombay, was so modifted 
as to remove this restriction on the Baja’s power (No. XIII). 

In 1900 the Baler of Kolhapur was granted the hereditary title of 
Maharaja (No. XIY). 

In 1908 the residuary jurisdiction in the Feudatory J^rs, which 
under article 8 of the Agreement of 1882 was eneroii^ l^, &e Political 
Agent, was to a great extent restored to the Kolhapur Darbar (No. XV). 

In January 1904 the Darbar agreed to prevent. the smuggling of 
hemp drugs from the State into British territory*, by assimilating its 
system to that obtaining in the Bombay Presidency. 

The revision survey of the Kolhapur district was completed in 1906. 

In 1911 the designation of the Political Agent was changed to 
that of Besident. 

Shahu Ghhatrapati died on the 6ih May 1922 and was succeeded by 
his son the present Maharaja Shri Bajaram Ghhatrapati Maharaj, bom 
on the 30th July 1897. 

In 1927 the Darbar ceded full and exclusive power and jurisdiction 
of every kind over the lands acquired in the State for the Pandharpur- 
Miraj Extension of the Bars! Light Bailway (No. XYI). 

In November 1929 the Darbar executed m Agreement regarding the 
provincialisation of the portion of the Belgaum*Hungand road lying 
within the limits of the State. This Agreement was concluded too late 
for inclusion of a copy of it in the present edition. 

In 1980, by a Kharita issued too late for inclusion in the present 
edition, powers of supervision over his feudatories, previoudy eiwroised 
1^ the British Oovemment by virtue of Article 8 of the Agreement of 
1802 (No. yn), were transtored to the Buler of Kolhapur. 

The Maharaja of Kolhapur exercises, unlimited civil and criminal 
powers subject to the proviso that he cannot try British subjects for 
eapital oBs n ce s wi^ut tike permissica of the liUsident. 

The area of KoDiapur is 8,217 square miles; Ae population, aocord- 
ing to the Census of 1921, 888,726; and the gross revenue Bs. 87,88,622. 

The military foross of the State consist (1928) of 172 Oavaliy, 660 
Infantry, 812 Armed Police and 24 Artillery men with 14 senic^le 
and 46 unservieeaUe guns. 

The Feudatory Jagirdars of Kolhapur, who are nine in number, 
ssay be said to represeiit the membeirs of ^e ministerial cabinet of the 
State of hy-gone days. They ere allowed to exercise partial jurisdiction 

vm Q . 
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in their Jagirs, which were granted to the original holders for the 
maintenance of troopH and of tlieir own poHitioii and dignity. 

These Jagirdars pay Na/.arana to the parent State on the oooasion 
of a snccmsion, and t)i^ military sprvueN performed by them in fomer 
days have been (‘ominufed info money payments. They are all in some 
degree under the supervision of the Uesident at Kolhapur, who aots, 
as far as ciin uniHianceH in co-operation with the Darbar. 

Minor Jagirdars are placed under the joint guardianship of the Darbar 
and the Resident. Any new law enacted or introduced by the parent 
State comes into force in these Jagirs with the consent of the British 
(Jovernmeut. All civil cases against the Jagirdars themselves are dis- 
posed, of by a combined court consisting of the Resident and a representa- 
tive of the Maharaja. The Jagirdars are not allowed to alienate any 
portion of their estates beyond their own life-time without the sanction 
ef the Maharaja.

Pfwfffihfe.---Whereas a TMatj of peaoe and fnendship was oonolnded between 
the Bntidi Ooremment and His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapoie on the 24th 
of Januaiy 1826 ; and whereas His Highness having oommitted several acts in 
direct yiolatioa of the said Treaty and in hostile opposition to the British Govern- 
ment, a preliminary Treaty for repealing, altering, and confirming reapeotivety 
the conditions of the aforesaid Treaty, and providing for others of a new nature, 
was agreed to at KolhapOke on the 24th of Ootobor A. D. 1827, between Raje 
Shah Chetterbutty Maharaj, Rajah of Kolhapore, on the one part, and Josiah 
Nisbet, Rsquire, Political Agent, on the other ; and whereas it has been deemed 
advisable to modify certain parts of the said preliminary Treaty, the following 
Articles are now finally agreed on by the two governments 


Artiou 1. 

In the 2nd Article of the aforesaid Treaty His Highness Chetterbutty Sahib 
engaged ** to reduce his army to the peace establishment, and never to raise or 
assemble such a force as should bo likely to endanger the public tranquillity, 
within or without his dominions, unless with the previous consent of the British 
Government **, notwithstanding which His Highness lately collected a large army,

able the Gorenior of Bombay in Connell baa, In oonrideration of the Rajah having 
Attained fall aim* and having evinced loyaTty towards the government of Her 
Majesty the Queen, more particularly during the disturbances of 1857-58, when 
the Rajah’s brother (Ohima Sahib) was an active conspirator, resolved to transfer 
to the Rajah the administration of Kolhapore, with such reservations as are con- 
tained in an agreement to be signed by the Rajah. 

In carrying into effect the proposed transfer of administration, the Honourable 
the Oovemor in Council considers that in the choice of a Irarbaree or minister, 
while it might be more agreeable to the Rajah that the minister should not be 
the exclusive choice and the servant of the British Government, it is at the same 
time highly desirable that in the first instance at least the chief minister in Kolha- 
pore, self-governed, should be one whose nomination by the Rajah is fully ap]jroved 
by the British Government. 

In accordance with the spirit of the above observarions, the following speeido 
conditions of agreement are proposed for the acceptance of the Rajah

That in all matters of importance the Rajah of Kolhapore agrees to follow 
the advice of the British Government as conveyed by the Poh'tical Officer repre- 
senting that government at Kolhapore.

That under the Rajah’s administration there should be a kha^gee karbaree, 
as at present, whose accounts should be kept separately, and be annually included 
in the State accounts in a single item.

That the Rajah’s durbar should send its correspondrace with other courts 
through the Pobtical Agent.

That the revenue administration should be entirely in the hands of the Rajah, 
he making arrangementa for the liquidation of the British debt by instalments 
of at least one lakh of .Company’s Rupees per annum. 


Abtioli 5. 


That the Rajah ahonld make no new alienafrons of land without the concur^ 
rhnoe of government until the British debt is liquidated. 
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kmetM 6. 

That the Kolhapore infantry should be maintained at its present strength 
and be under the command, as a^ present, of British oHoers *, and that the Kalab 
should continue to pay Bnpees 2B,914 per annum, the sum required for the detach- 
ment of the Southern Mahratta Home at Kolhapore, so long as it may be deemed 
desirable to station the detachment within the Kolhapore territory. 

Amou 7. 

That the pres en t three natiTe courts of civil justioe be maintained, with an 
appeal court, to be called the 1la}ah*s court. 

That there should be a combined court of the Rajah and the British Agency 
for the disposal onl^ of cases against the higher Sirdam. 

The mamlutdam should have authority in minor criminal eases, as at present. 

That for more serious criminal oases there should be a Kyayadesh court im- 
posing sentences of imprisonment for such period as may be ftzed by the Rajah ; 
sentences of longer imprisonment than three yearn to require the confirmation 
of the Rajah, and sentences of death to be referred to the authority of Qovem- 
ment. 

AnnoLn 8. 

That certain of the higher jaghiiedais, such as the Pratinidhee of Vishalgur, 
the Punt Amatya of Bowra, the Chiefs of Kagul Inchulkumnjee, Kapsee, Toigul, 
the SirloskuT, Narayen Rao of Kagul, Ruma* Bai Walwa, Himmut Bahadoor, 
should be considered as still in some degree under the supervision of the Politioal 
Agent, who should act, as far as drcu'ustanees will permit, in co-operation with 
the Rajah’s government ; and that all oriminal cases within the jurisdiction of 
these Sirdars, involving death, or« imprisonment beyond seven years, should he 
forwarded for trial before the Political Agent, for submission to (Government. 
The supervision proposed to be retained over these Sirdam, and the guardianship 
of Buoh of them as may be minors, by the British Government acting in concert 
with the Bajah, are not intended in any way to infringe the seignorial rights of 
the Rajah, but merely to secure good government, and to prevent those disputes 
which in old days were frequently the cause of disturbance and bloodshed. . 

ARncT.s 9. 

That the Rajah should defmy, as long as it may be considered neceipary by 
government, the expenses of the Agency, including the salaries of the Agent, 
with establishments. That the Rajah should also defray the expense of all public 
buildings which may be deemetl by government necessary for the troops stationed 
at Kolhapore.

Abtiolbs of Aobbbicbnt for the removal of restrictions of Erkb Tbaok in the 
Statb of Kolhapur and certain adjoining States of the Southern Mau- 
batta Country,— 1886. 

PreanMe , — Whereas the Regent in Counoil of Kolhapur declared on the fifteenth 
of January one thousand eight hundred and cighty-six his intention to abolish 
the duties on export and import known as Sthalmod and Sthalbharit, as well as 
the imposts knom as Ghat Dasturi other than road tolls throughout the Kolhapur 
territories and the Feudatory States, and whereas it is considered by the Council 
of Administration desirable to remove further restrictions on free trade in the 
said territories and Feudatory States of Kolhapur, and to obtain from the ad- 
joining States of the Southern Mahratta Country under the Political Agency of 
Kulhapur and the Southern Mahratta Country an engagement that they will pursue 
an identical policy in regard to free trade, the following artides in this view are 
agreed upon between the Council of Administration of Kolhapur on behalf of 
His Highness Shabu Chatrapati, Raja of Kolhapur, his hairs and successors, on 
the one part, and William Lee-Wamer, Esquire, Political Agent of Kolhapur 
and the l^uthem Mahratta Country for the time being, on behalf of the British 
Qovemment, on the other. 

Abholb 1. 

The Kolhapur State engages to abolish within the territories of His Highness 
the Raja of Kolhapur, and to cause to bo abolished in the Feudatory States from 
henceforth, all taxes and imposts on the import, export or measurement of com* 
moditiee other than snuff, sulphur and poisonous drugs : provided that nothing 
contained in this article shall be construed to prevent the levy of any tolls on 
bridges, roads, ferries, canals, or oausew-tys for the repair or maintenance. of the 
same, or of any octroi levied upon articles consumed within municipal limits, 
or o' any taxes constituting the Abkari revenue. 

Abticlb 2. 

With a view to encourage local industries, the State of Kolhapur engages 
to abolish all special taxes on trades and industries or on the sale of their manu- 
laoturad commodities, whether levied under the designation of the Mohtarpha 
taxea OK any othei name. 
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Artxols 3. 

The British Government engages to obtain from the fState of Sangli, the States 
of Miraj Senior and Miraj Junior, and the State of Ramdnrg, an engagement 
similar to that embodied in Articles 1 and 2 o* this agreement. 

Abtxolb 4. 

The British Government engages to use its best endeavonrs to secure the 
adhesion of the States of Mudhol, Knrundvad and Jamkhandi to tne engage* 
ment expressed in Articles 1 and 2 aforesaid, and the Kolhapur State on its account 
engages siimlarly to use its influence with the Feudatory States to induce them 
to abolish the taxes mentioned in Article 2 of this agreement.

IfiMORANpUK of AoBiiiixiiT between the Oovbrnmxkt op His Hiohniss t&B 
Maharaja or Kolhapur and the Southern Mahratta Railway Company 
for working the Kolhapur State Railway, concluded under the sanction 
conveyed in Resolution No. 1577 of the Government of Bombay, dated the 
17th day of July 1891. 

1. Under the conditions hereinafter recited the Southern Mahratta Railway 
Company (hereinafter called the Company) agree to work on behalf of His Highness 
the Maharaja of Kolhapur, the Kolhapur State Railway (hereinafter called the 
State Railway) and such extensions thereof as the Government of His Highness 
the Maharaja (hereinafter called the Durbar) and the Company may agree to 
include in these arrangements, with effect as from the twenty-first day of April 
ftn e thousand eight hundred and ninety-one. 

2. The State Ri^way, including the Stations, Station Buildings, Sidings, Fur- 
niture, Weighing Machines* Dwellings for the staff. Level Crossings, Signals, Signal 
Lamps, Engine and Repairing Sheds, Watering arrangements and all other neces- 
sary Station Machinery and appliances for working the Railway, shall be com- 
pleted by the Durbar to the satisfaction of the Company, and any additions thereto 
as may from time to time be found necessary shall be carried out by the Company 
at . the cost of the Durbar. But any new work under construction shall at all 
tiEMS be open to the inspection of the State Executive Engineer or the Head of 
the State Publio Works for the time bring. 
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3. *Th« Consalting Engineer to tbe Oovemment of Bombay shall, for the 
pnriMNtoA of this agreement, exercise the same general powers and duties with 
regard to the State Railway as are entrusted to him in respect to the Railways 
under the control of the Bombay Government* and shall obtain the orders of 
Government when necessary. 

4. All communications between the Durbar and the Company under this 
agreement shall pass through the Political Agent, Kolhapur, and the ^Consulting 
Engineer for Railways to the *Government of Bombay. 

5. The sanction of the Durbar shall be obtained before incurring any expenditure 
on New Minor Works chargeable to Revenue, as defined in clause 39 of the S. M. R. 
Contract with the Secretary of State ; and no new work chargeable to Capital 
shall bo commenced until the approval of the Durbar has been obtained and the 
necessary funds have been provided for its construction. 

6. The whole of the Engines, Carriages, Wagons, Sheets and other appliances 
or the equipment of trains shall be provided by the Company. 

7. The Company shall have entice control of the Train and Traffic arrange- 
ments of the State Railway. 

8. The Company shall provide the whole of the staff required for the working 
and maintenance of the State Railway together with all materials, stores, etc., 
required for maintaining and working the State Railway. 

9. The Durbar shall arrange with the Government of India or otherwise for 
the provision of the requisite telegraph lines the rental of which shall bo debited 
to the general working expenses. The Durbar shall also provide the necessary 
equipmpnt of the telegraph offices at stations, which shall be thereafter foaintained 
by the Company as on other parts of its own lines. 

10. The worldiig expenses of the State Railway shall be arrived at in the 
following manner. The expense of working and maintaining the Southern Mah- 
ratta Railway (including for the purposes of this clause the [Mysore State Railwayf] 
Uher workid lines) and the Kolhapur State Railway shall be defrayed in the first 
instance by the Company, and from the total sum there shall be deducted charges 
for New Minor Works and Government Supervision which shall be debited to 
each of the Railways concerned, and the balance will be divided between the 
two Railways in the ratio of the gross earnings of each. 

11. The Company shall separately account and be responsible for the collection 
of all revenue pertaining to the State Railway after it has been opened for traffic 
including rents chargeable imder the Company's rules to any of their servants 
occupying dwelling-houses belonging to the State Railway. 

12. From the gross earnings of the State RaOway there shall be deducted 
charges for New Ifinor Works and the working expenses ascertained as explained 
in clauso 10, and the balance, representing the net earnings of the State Railway

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sliaU be paid by the Company to the Durbar half-yearly in such manner aa may 
be arranged Rafter deducting one per cent, on the total as a contribution to the

13. The coaching fares and rates for goods, parcels, and miscellaneous trafitc 
to be charged over the State Railway shall be those for the time being in force 
on the Southern Mahratta Railway. The same terminals shall be charged on 
the State Railway as on the Southern Mahratta Railway. 

14. The Company shall maintain for the purposes of the State Railway such 
a Police force as may be considofed necessary under the orders of the Superin- 
tendent of the Southern Mahratta Railway Police, and the Durbar shall make 
arrangements to aiford the Railway Police every assistance in conducting their 
enquiries and also with reference to the arre^w of offenders. 

16. The arrangements herein laid down shall bo in force for 3 years from the 
21 st day of April 1891 and thereafter any or all of the provisions herein contained 
may be terminated upon 6 months’ uotioe from either party to this Agreement. 

16. Any question or dispute that may arise in carrying out these arrangements 
shall be settled by arbitration in a manner to be arranged for by the fGovemment 
of Bombay, the Durbar and the Company.

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dfftw from the eiereife of redditeiy jorltdietion in the Feudetofj Jeghin which 
the then Govemment of Bombay reeenred by Article 8 of the Articlee of Agree- 
ment accepted in 1882 by Hie Highness the then Raja of the Kolhapur State. 
Save therefore in the cases specified below the residuary jurisdiction in the Feuda- 
tory Jaghirs will in future be left to the Courts of Tour Highness. 

The oases which my Government have decided still to reserve are the follow- 

ing:- 

Cases which the Political Agent may require by written request to be trans- 
ferred to his Court for dispoeal. 

Such oases occurring in the Feudatory Jaghirs and involving the punishment 
of death or imprisonment over seven years, will continue to be tried by the Court 
of the Political Agent and committed thereto through the Court of Your High- 
ness. 

Your Highness's Courts will of course avoid any possible allegation of encroach- 
ment on the jurisdiction reserved to the Feudatory Jaghiidars on their investiture 
by a scrupulous respect for the terms of the Thailis addressed to them. 

Should Your Highness feel able at any time in consultation with the Politi- 
cal Agent on a consideration of the efficiency of their Courts and as a reward for 
loyalty to your Gadi to propose a further enlargement of the jurisdiction of all 
or any of your Feudatories, I shall be happy to consider the question.

XOL-SOUIBERN MAHRATTA GOUNTHY STATES AGENCY. 

Tbe political relations of the Southern Muhratta Country States are 
conducted through the 'Kolhapur Residency and Southei;|i Mahrattu 
Countiy States Agency: the Resident, Kolliapur, being also Political 
Agent, Southern Mahratta Country States. The Rulers of the States in 
this Agency belong to three families — ^the Ghorpade (Raja of Mudhol) : 
the Patwardhan [Chiefs of Sangli, Miraj (Senior and Junior), 
Jamkhandi, Kurundwad (Senior and Junior) and Jngirdar of Wndi ] : 
and the Bhave (Chief of Ramdurg). 

The Ghorpade family rose to eminence under the Muhammadan 
rulers of Bijapur, from whom they received their estates. They 
were the most determined opponents of Shivaji during his early con* 
quests; but, on the overthrow of the Muhammadan power, they joined 
the Mahrattas and accepted military command from the Peshwa. 
Narayan Bao, Chief of Mudhol, died , in 1816 and was succeeded by 
his son Venkat Rao, who was selected by the Peshwa in preference to 
Govind Rao, Narayan Rao’s elder son by a junior wife. 

The founder of the Patwardhan family was Hari Bhat, a Konkanasth 
Brahman, who became the family priest of the Gkorpades of Ichalkaranji 
and whose three sons, Govind Hari, Romchandra Hari and Trimbnk 
Hari, rose to military command under the first Peshwa and received 
grants of land on condition of military service. The first grant of land, 
which was of the value of Rs. 26,20,568, was in the name of Ckfind 
Hari; but the Peshwa subsequently divided it in unequal portions 
between Oovid Hari and his two nephews, Parashram Bhao, the most 
ceiebraied of the Mahratta generals, son of Ramohandra Hari, and 
Nilkanth Rao, son of Trimbak Hari. To Govind Hari was auigned 
Miraj ; to Parashram Bhao, Ta^gaon; and to Nilkanth Rao, Kurundwad. 

In 1782 Miraj descendedf to Chintaman Bao, grandson of Govind 
Hari, a child sin yean of age; during his minority the State was man- 
aged by his uncle Gangadhar Rao. When Chintaman Rao came of 
age he quarrelled with his uncle who attempted to keep him out of his 
rights. Kventually the State was divide between them, the uncle 
retaining Miraj, and Chintaman Rao taking Sangli. The revenues of 
Sangli were Bs. 6,36,178, and of Miraj Rs. 4,79, liS: ond these States 
Wife req^edivdy liable to find lew service 1,920 and 1,219 hoiva. 

On the death of Parashram Bhao of Tasgaon, the State descended to 
his son, Romchandra; but in 1811 a share was given by the Pediwa to 
Ganpal Bao, a younger son. Two Slatoo wort thus fonaod, Jamkhandi^ 
hdd by BamchMidra, yiildiitg a revnauo of Bs. 4,M,160, and subjoct 
to a sorvice of IJITS homo; and Tasgnon, with a revmiue of Bs. 2.98,776, 
hdd by Ganpat Rao, subject to a servioe of 64G horso. 

In 1812 the State of Kurundwad was also divided, a half share, 
called Bhedbal, being given by the Peehira to Ganpat Rao, nepbew of 
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Nilknnth Rao. The Kumndwad share yielded a revenue of Rs. 1^27, 989 » 
and was subject to a service of 280 horse. The revenues of Shedbal were 
Rs. 1,00,691, and the contingent due was 280 horse. 

The power of the Palwardhans had for some time excited the 
jealcusy of the Peshwa, who attempted to strip them of their rights. 
Rebellion was several times threatened, and at last in 1812 the Putwar- 
liihans asked for the interference of the British Government. Through 
the mediation of Mr. Elphinstone, an Engagement (No. I) was drawn 
up in 1812 by which the family, together with the other Jagirdars of 
the SoTitliern Mahratta Country, were secured in their possessions on 
condition of rendering stipulated service, and the Peshwa engaged to 
abstain from interference with their administration. 

The founder of the Bhave family was Ram Raf> Daji, for whom his 
friend Appaji Sum, Governor of Nargund and Ramdurg, two of the 
strongest forts in the Southern Mahratta Country, procured appointment 
to Nargund. About twenty years later Ram Rao's son and grand- 
nepbew, Jogi Rao and Bhaskar Ra.o, were confirmed in this appointment 
by the Peshwa Madho Rao Balal in 1753. The estates, which yielded a 
revenue of Rs. 2,47,251 and were subject to a service of 350 horse, were 
managed by Bbaskar Rao. He was succeeded by his son Yenkat Rao, 
who continued to manage the estates. This arrangement continued till 
1778, when the county was brought under subjection by Haidar Ali. 
In 1784 Tipu Sultan made further demands, which were resisted : and the 
fort of Nargund was blockaded. After a siege of seven months Yenkat 
Rao surrendered and,, in violation of the terjns of capitulation, was, 
with his whole familjl^ carried off a prisoner by Tipu. On the fall of 
Seringapatam in 1792,’ Yenkat Rao was released: and the Peshwa res- 
tored to. him Nargund a^lat^ds yielding Rs. 1,27,114, and granted to 
Ram Rao, grandson of Rad, the fort of Ramdurg with lands worth 
Rs. 26,000 a year. The two branches of the family continued in posses- 
sion of their respective shares until 1810, when the Peshwa made a 
new division of the lands in equal shares to Yenkat Rao and Narayan 
Rao, the sons of Ram Rao. 

At the time of the Peshwa’s overthrow there were six separate States 
held hy members of the Patwardhan family — Saugli, Miraj, Jamkhandi, 
Kumndwad, Tesgaon and Shedhal« Three Engagements (Nos. 11, III 
and IT) were concluded with the Chiefs of these States in 1819, 1^ 
which the number of hme they were required to.furnish was reduced to 
one-fouyth, and in lieu of the others limd was te be assigned, or cash 
paid at the rate of Bs;v800 tor each horee. The Engagements also Imund 
them to dependence on the Britidi Government, to whom all qnairds 
were to be referred. With the exception of the Chief of Saugli, who 
, ceded lande yidding Be. 1,35,000, all the others elected to inmish 
Uie.contingenti reqnbcd. 
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Similar Engagements were made with Yenkaf Rao, tlie Ghorpade 
Chief of ICudhol, in 1819 (So. T), and with Ve^at Bao and Narayan 
Ran, the Bhaye Chiefs of Nargund and Ramdurgi in 1821 (No. YI). 

In 1820 the State of Miraj was, with .the sanction of the British 
Government, divided into four shares, and the service of horse was pro- 
portionately assigned. Two of these shares lapsed in 1842 and 1845 
from failure of male issue, and two now remain, separately designated 
Miraj Senior and Miraj Junior. 

The Jamkhandi State also was divided in 1821 by the formation of . 
the separate State of Chinchni, which was assigned to Govind Rao Nana 
Saheb, nephew of Ramrhandra Rao. Chinchni lapsed in 1836. 
Tssgnon also lapsed in 1848. 

In 1848-49 the maintenance of a contingent force by the States of 
Mudhol, Miraj (Senior and Junior), Jamkhandi, Eurundwad and 
Shedbal was commuted (No. YII) to a money payment. 

The State of Shedbal, after having once been ‘ontinued by adop- 
tion in 1820, lapsed in 1857. In the same year the State of Nargund 
was confiscated and its Chief, Bhaskar Rao, hanged for the murder of 
Mr. Manson, the Political Agent. 

In 1854 a division of the Kiinindwad State between Raghunath Rao, 
hie nephew Ganpat Rao, and two younger bmthers, Yinayak Rao and 
Trimbak Rao, was sanctioned. The arrangement seems to have origi- 
nally contemplated the continuance of the saranjam, with independent 
jurisdiction, to the senior Chief alone, and the vesting in him of sole 
manogement of the iuams. The junior Chiefs were to he treated 
as holding ordinary landed Estates; and, until the Estates of 
the junior Chiefs were brought under the Regulations, one of them 
was to he invested with the powers contemplated by Regulation XIIT 
of 1880 and Regulation XIII of 1842. It was decided, however, that 
the junior Chiefs should not be brought under the Regulations, and 
that one of them should exercise jurisdiction for the rest.' Trimbak 
Bao died in 1869 without male issue. His share of the saranjam was 
bestowed on the two younger Chiefs, and his portion of inam h’^ldings 
reverted to the Senior Chief. The holding is now represented by the 
States of Kurundwad Senior and Kurundwad Junior, the latter Mng 
held by two Chiefs, one of whom exercises jurisdiction. 

The Rulers of the Southern Mahratta Country States except the 
Ohieif of Jamkhandi, who.'^ conduct was suspicious, behaved wdl in 
the mutiny of 1867; and in 1862 all of them except the Chief of 
Knrundwad (Junior), received Sanads of Adoption (So. TIH.) 

In 1874 the Ohiefk of Knmndwnd (Jtmior Braneh) ceded (tlo. IX) 
Ion Jurisdiction over lands oocn^ied by the Oieat Indian Peninsnbi 
jBaflway. 

ym • 
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In 1880-81 ilM OkMlt of all tho Southern Mehratta Country States 
entered into an Agreement (Ho. X) binding themselTos to prohibit 
poppy oultmtion in their Stetes and to prereiit the illicit importation 

opium into their tenitones. Further opium Agreements (see Surat 
Agency Ho. IX) were made with them all, and also with the Jagirdar 
of Wadi, in 1895-97. 

In 1886 the States of Sangli, Miraj (Senior and Junior), Jamkhandi, 
Kurundwad (Senior and Junior) and Bamdurg ceded (see Kolhapur 
Residency Ho. X) full jurisdiction over the lands required for the 
Southern Mahratta Railway: and in 1887 the Chiefs of Sangli and 
Miraj (Senior) ceded (see Kolhapur Residency Ho. XI) full jurisdiction 
over the lands required for the Kolhapur State Railway. 

In 1886-87 the Chiefs of Mudhol, Sangli, Miraj (Senior and Junioi*), 
Jamkhandi, Kurundwad (Senior and Junior), Bamdurg and the Jagirdar 
of Wadi entered into Agreements (Hon. XT and XTT) to promote the 
growth of trade by the abolition of certain taxes. 

All the Southern Mahratta Country Chiefs, and the Jagirdar of 
Wadi, leased their hemp drug farms to the British Government up to 
the 31st March 1906. 1%e leases have since been renewed from time to 
time, the last renewal being for a period of ten years from the Isi 
April 1926. 

In 1906 the Chief of Miraj (Senior) ceded (Ho. XIII) full jurisdic- 
tion over the lands required for the Barsi Light Railway ; and in 1906 
the Chiefs of Sangli and (Senior) ceded (Ho. XIT) full jurisdic- 
tion over the lands requiredsfor Hhe Sangli State Railway, an Agree- 
ment (Ho. XY) for the workii^ of which was concluded in 1907 between 
the Sangli State and the Southern Mahratta Railway Company. In 
1926-26 full jurisdiction over the lands required for the Pandharpur- 
Miraj extension of the Barsi liight Railway was ceded by* the Chie& of 
Miraj (Junior) (Ho. XYII), Miraj (Senior) (Ho. XYIII) and Sangli 
(Ho. XIX). 

All the Southern Mahratta Gtmntry Chiefs (except Sangli, with 
whom negotiations are still (1929) in progress!, and tk«i Jagirdar of 
Wadi, have at vasious times entered into Agreements for the lease of 
their Abkari revenue to the British Government; the prseent Agree- 
ment (Ho. XX) having been concluded for a period of ten years hm 
the 1st August 19M. 

In Hovember 1929 the Mudhol, Sangli and Bamdurg Darbats exe- 
euted Agre^^rais regarding the pnovincialisation of the |)prticna.of the 
Belgaum-BTungund road lying within the- limits of their Stains. Theae 
Agiuements were concluded too Inte for inclusion of copies of -'hein it. the 
pretUfOt edition. 
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The Obiefe of Modhol and Sangli enjoy plenary jurisdiction, that is 
power to try for capital offences, without permission from the Political 
Agent, all persons in their territories except Europeans, including Euro* 
pean British subjects, Americans, Oovernment servants and other 
British subjects; the Chiefs of Miraj (Senior and Junior), Jamkhandi, 
Kurundwad (Senior and Junior) and Ramdurg exercise unlimited civil 
and criminal jurisdiction, subject to the proviso that, for capital offences, 
the permission of the Political Agent must be obtained for the trial pi 
British subjects and the subjects of other States. 

1. Mxtdbol. 

The Raja of Mudhol belongs to the Bhonsla Ghorpade family. The 
original name was Bhonsla, and the Hudholkar is said to be descended 
from a common ancestor with Shivaji. There are two branches of the 
Ghorpade family, the “ Sathkas ** and the ''Naukas **, to the former of 
which the Mudhol Chief belongs, while the other division is represented 
by the Senupati of Eapshi in the Kolhapur State. 

Yenkat Rao, the Chief with whom the first British engagement was 
made in 1819, died in 1853, and was succeeded by his son, Balwanl 
Rao. He died in 1882, and was succeeded by his son, Yenkat Rao, 
who (lied in July 1900. He was succeeded by the present Ruler, 
Meherban Malojirao Yenkatrao Raje Ghorpade alioi Nanasaheb, bom 
on the 14th June 1884. He was invested with full powers in 1904, and 
in 1909 he was granted a personal salute of 9 guns. 

In 1918 the Ruler of Mudhol was granted a permanent salute of 
9 guns: and in 1922 the hereditary title of Raja was conferred upon 
him (No. XYI). 

The area of Mudhol is 368 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 60,140; and the gross revenue Bs. 4,15,386. 

Under the reorganisation scheme of January 1921 the authorised 
strength of the Mudhol State Forces consists (December 1926) of : —

The State also possesses 111 Armed Police and 7 serviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nasarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darhar, oil such levies 
were aboUdiad. 

8. Saireu. 

Chintuman Bao, the first Chief of Sangli, died in 1860. and was 
sacoeeded by Dundi Rao Chintaman, who died on the 12th Ducemher 
1901 without male iasve. He was sueceeded by fhfi present Chief 
Yinayakrao Bhaueeheb now Imofni ae Ifehe^ben Chintamanrao

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(/hni&r and JuMtor). 

Dhundirao aJias Appasalieb Patwardhan, bom on ibe 24th March 1890. 
Ha is a great grandaon Vinajak Bao Bhau Saheb, adopted aon of 
Dhundi Rao Chintaiuan’a elder brother Gaiipat Ron. He wus hiatalled 
in June 1903 and waa invested with full powers in 1910. 

In 1918 the Ruler of Sangli was granted a permanent salute of 9 
guns. In 1927 M^erban Chintamanrao Dhundirao, the present Ruler, 
waa granted a personal salute of 11 guns. 

The area of Sangli is 1,111 square miles; the population, accord- 
ing to the Census of 1921, 2,21.321 ; and the gmss revenue Rs. 10,03,222. 

The State possesses (1920) 182 Aimed Police, with 1 serviceable and 
2 unserviceable guns. 

The State waa liable to the operation of the naaarana rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 

8. IfntAJ, Samoa BaivcB. 

The Chief with whom the first British Engagement was made in 
1819 was Ganpat Rao, grandson of Gnngadhor Rao. He died in 1833 
and waa sucoe^ed bj his son Ganpat Rao Tatia Sahib who, on the 4tb 
June 1876, was succeeded by his mu the present Chief Meherban 
Qangadhairae Ganesh alioi Balasaheb Patwardhan, bom on the 9tb 
February 1866. He was invested with powers in February 1887, He 
is a first class Sardar of the Deccan. 

In 1888 land belonging to the State was taken up for irrigation works. 
Rs. 1,194 is paid annually, to the Chief on this account. 

The area of the State is ^42 square miles ; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 82,680; and the gross revenue Rs. 4,11,377. 

The Chief pays an annual contribution of Rs. 12,667 to the British 
Ooveminent on account of service. 

The State possesses (1920) 00 Armed Police with 1 unserviceable guii^ 

4. Mimar, JmrzoB Bbawch. 

Madhav Rao, a younger son of Gangadhar Rao, was the founder of 
this branch. He died in 1846, and was succeeded by his son Lakshman 
Rao, who died in 1876, and was succeeded by his only son Harihar 
Rao. He died in 1877 and was succeeded by Lakshman Rao Anna 
Saheb, who died on the 7th February 1899, before being invested with 
powers and without a male heir. Ihe British Government selected as 
hie suecesaor Raghunath Rao Ohintaman, the present Chief, now known 
as Meherhan Hadhavrao Harihar aliat Babasaheh Patwardhan, who is 
the seoond son of Ohintaman’ Rao Raghnnath, the late Chief of 
Kurundwad (Senior). He wm bprn on the 16ih March 1889, and sue* 
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and Kurundvad (iSfuior). 

oemded on ilie IMb December 1899. He wae eubeequentljr adopted by 
Parbati Bai Saheba, the widow ol Haribar Bao Dada Saheb and mother 
of liakshman Bao Anna Saheb. He was inyeeted with full powem in 
1909. He is a first class Sardar of the Deccan. 

The area of the State is 196| square miles; the population, accordin^^ 
to the Census of 1921, 34,666 ; and the gross revenue Bs. 3,d3,297. 

The Chief pays an annual contribution of Bs. 6,412-8-0 to the 
British Oovernment on account of .‘lervice. 

The State possesses (1926) 39 Armed Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nasarana rules up to 1911 
when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were 
abolished. 


5. jAMKHlIini. 

Oopal Bao Bamohandra, the head of the Jamkhandi family, was a 
one-third shareholder of the Tasgaon family. The other two-thinls 
lapsed to Government in 1836 and 1848 for want of natural heirs. 
Gbpal Bao died in 1840, and was succeeded by his adopM son, Bam- 
chandra Bao Gopal, who died in 1897. He was succeeded by his 
adopted son, Parashram Bao Bamohandra, alio# Bbau Saheb, who died 
ill 1924 and was succeeded by his son the present Chief Meherban 
Shankarrao Parashramrao alias Appasaheb Patwardhan, bom on the 
6th November 1906. He was invested with full powers in May 1926. 
He is a first class Sardar of the Deccan. 

The area of the State is 624 square miles; the population, ac- 
cording to the Census of 1921, 1,01,196; and the gross revenue Bs. 
8,97,466. 

The Chief pays an annu^ contribution of Bs. 20,840-10-0 to the 
British Government on account of service. 

The State possesses (1926) 247 Armed Police with 2 serviceable and 
I unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nasarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 

were abdUdMid. 

6. KuBonDWAD, Seniok Srabcr. 

Beshav Bao Saba Saheb, the head of his family, died in 18S7, and 
Was succeeded by Baghuna^ Bao Eeshav, who di^ in 1876 and was 
succeeded by his son, Siintaman Bao. He died in 1908 and was succeed- 
ed by his son Meherban Bhalcbandrarao Chintamanrao alias Annasaheb 
Patwardhan, who died on the lOth September 1927, and wae succeeded 
by bis minor son the present Chief Chintamanrao aUas Bala Saheb, 
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and Knrundwtd (Jirnior). 

«rho was bom on the 13th February 1921. The State is administered 
by the Dowager Bani as Regent with the assistance of the Karbari. 

He is a first class Sardar ox the Deccan. 

The area of the State is 182| square miles ; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 38,760; and the gross revenue Bs. 3,02,017. 

The Chief pays an annual contribution of Bs. 0,618-12-0, which 
includes the amounts payable by the Junior Chiefs, to the British Gov- 
ernment on account of service. 

The State possesses (1926) 26 Armed Police with I serviceable gun. 

7. BAifDimo. 

On the fall of the Peshwa, the British Government found Yenkat 
Bao ruling over Nargund and Narayan Rao ruling over Bamdurg. 
Yenkat Bao was succeeded by his son Dadaji Bao, and he by his elder 
son Bhaskar Bao. Narayan Bao died in 1827 without male issue and 
without having obtained permission to adopt a son: and Bamdurg was 
therefore placed under attachment. But Narayan Bao’s widow was 
afterwards allowed to adopt Harihar Bao, younger son of Dadaji Bao of 
Nargund, who took the name of Bam Rao. Narayan Bao’s widow 
retained the management of Bamdurg for her life. Bhaskar Bao was 
hanged for the murder of the Political Agent in 1857, and Nargund was 
confiscated. Bam Bao, who remained faithful during the mutiny, 
died in 1873 and was succeeded by his son Yogi Bao, who died in 1878 
and WM succeeded by Yenkat Bao. Yenkat Bao died in 1907 and was 
sucoeeded by his son the present Chief Meherban Bamrao Yenkatrao 
alias Bao Saheb Bhave, born on the 16th September 1895. He was in- 
vested with full powers in J^uary 1915. 

The area of the State is lOO'^ square miles ; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 33,997 ; and the gross revenue Bs. 2,81,307. 

The State is considered a personal holding and is exempted from 
rendering service to the British Government. 

The State possesses (1926) 36 Armed Police, with 1 serviceable and 
I unserviceable guns. 

8. Ktjeundwad, Junior Branch. 

There are two Chiefs of this Branch. The two first Chiefs were 
Yinayakrao and Ganpat Bao Harihar Bao. Yinayakrao was succeeded 
by his son Harihar Bao Yinayak Bao, alias Daji Sahib, and Ganpat 
Bao Harihar Rao, who died in 1899, by Meherban Madhavrao Ganpatrao 
alias Bhausaheb Patwardhan, who was bom on the 6th December 
1876 and is one of the present Chiefs. 
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The two shares of the State nre not recognised as distinct States, and 
it was dirsoted that the CiYil and Criminid jnrisdiotion cnrer the State 
as a whole dionld be vested entirely in Harihar Rao Vinayak Bao. He 
died in 1911, when the jurisdiction reverted to the other branch, and 
vested in the present jurisdictional Chief Meherban Madhavrao 
Oanpatrao alioi Bhausaheb Patwardhan. Harihai' Rao Vinayak Rao 
was succeeded by his son the present non-jurisdiiitioual Chief Meherban 
Vinayakrao Hariharrao aliai Nanasaheb Patwardhan, born on the 27th 
March 1S77* 

Both Chiefs are first class Sardars of the Deccan. 

The area of the State is 114 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 34,288; and the gross revenue Rs. 1,86,780. 

The State possesses (1926) 20 Armed Police and 1 serviceable gun. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nasarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

9. Wadi Estatu- 

The Wadi Estate is an ofl-shoot of Eurundwad (Senior). In 1792 
a dispute arose between Raghunath Rao, Chief of Eurundwad, and his 
younger brother Shiv Rao. It was eventually arranged that Shiv Bao 
should be given certain villages and a cash allowance. The villages 
were subsequently divided among the three sons of Shiv Rao. Two of 
these shares eventually lapsed to Government: and the third, consist- 
ing of the villages of Ehatav and Bavchi, forms the present Eriate 
of Wadi. 

The present Jagirdar, Meherban Ganpatrao Gangadharrao aluu 
Dajisaheb Patwardhan, was boim on the 12th January 1903 and was 
given his powers in May 1924.. 

In revenue matters the Jagirdar exercises the powers of a CoUeotor, 
in criminal matters those of a Second Class Magistrate, and in civil 
matters those of a Second Class Sub-Judge. ^ 

In 1926 he was invested with the powers of a Committing Magis- 
trate. 

The residuary jurisdiction vests in the Resident at Eolhapur and 
Pblitical Agent, Southern Mahratta Country States. 

The area of the Estate is 12' square miles; the population, aceording 
to the Census of 1921, 1,408; and the gross lovouue Be. 8,00(1.

On the other 
hand, the jagbiredars promise never to revive any former claims on His Highness 
the Fsishwa. 

Artioli 2. 

The jaghiredars engage to restore promptly all usurped lands without excep- 
tion, and to rehnquish all revenues wluch they enjoy without Sunnuds. Their 
Snnnuds to be ekamined for this purpose, and any grounds they may offer for 
mitigation to be hereafter investigated. Under th^ Article all lands which are 
held in kamavis are to be restored to the Peishwa. 

Artioi«r 3. 

The jaghiredars engage to serve His Highness the Peishwa aoooiding to the 
fonner practice of the Ifahratta Empire, as laid down in the Tynat Zabitas* 

Artiolb 4. 

The jaghiredars are to carry on no^ostilities whatever, unless authorised by 
His Highness the Peishwa ; and should any occasion arise for privRte wars among 
themsalveB, they promise to submit their disputes to the Peishwa, and to abide 
by His Highness’s deeision. 


ARnotR 6. 

The British Oovernment pledges itself that the jaghiredars shall retain un- 
disturbed possessioB of their Sunnndee lands as long as Ih^ serve His Highness 
the Peishwa with fidelity, and also promises to use its infiuence to induoe His High- 
ness to restore them to favour, and to treat them with due consideration, on the

12 monthly. In lien ot the latter, a deduction of half (70) the contingent is made. 
But with e view to support the femily, end in oonsideretion that the contingent 
is required throughout the whole year, and the horses to be good end effective, 
the British Government U graciously pleasfMl to relinquish three-fourths of the 
contingent, and to fix the contingent hereafter to be furnished at 20 horse. 

Artiolr 2. 

The horses shall be good, valuing between Rupees 200 a:id 400, and the men 
efficient. They must serve wherever ref|iiired. Should their nunibera be defi- 
cient, the amount of such deficiency shall be repaid to gevernment, at the rate 
of Rupees 300 for each, from the date of being present at muster. 

Articlb 3. 

In the event of either men or horses being killed or wounded in action you 
will receive no compensation from government. All expenses are to be provided 
for out of the allowance grented. This is to be observed according to former 
preotioe ; but if any greet men should be wounded or killed in action, a reward 
will be given to him by the goveriiiiient if wounded, or a pension to bis femily 
if he be killed in action. 

Arttoi.k 4. 

In addition to your contingent you will maintain at your own expense such 
establislimeuts for the preservati<in of order witbiu your limits as may be neoes- 
saiy ; and in iihe event of disturbances in your neighbourhood, you will fumiah 
assistence with auch troops as niay be in your lands.

If any zeminder should be guilty 
of rebellion or treason, or should resist your authority, or die without heirs, you 
aro at liberty to resume his lands as a puniahment, on sati8l|]riQg yourself of his 
guilt, at the same time reporting ^e matter to government, and receiving its 
orders regarding it, which shall be executed accordingly. 

Artioli?. 

Yon will attend to the prosperity of the ryots of your jaghire, to the strict 
administration of justioe, and the rff^ual suppression of robberies, murders, 
tttUee, arsons, and other crimes. Sho^ that not be done, and the government 
gives orders regarding any complaint made in your jaghire, you will act accordingly 
in the settlement of the matter.

In reply we beg to inform you 
that we hereby agree to cede to the British Government our right of exercising

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main radi tenni M m%lit ftppesr to me moet eATieible with fumen fee the 
priTilege of aelGiig opium by retail, rabjeet to the above oonditionii. 

6. I agree that I will submit, lor the inlormation of Ctoverameat, through the 
PoUtioal Agent, half-yearly retama showing partioulais of the pomhases and sales 
of opinm in my State. 

7. In return for the making of this agreement and as a oonuition of its terms 
being kept to, the British Government agree to remit to me one-fifth of the pass- 
fee Tiding at the time of purchase on idl opium purchased by me from a Govern- 
ment depdt and V>1d in my State.

PrPOfnMs.— Whsieas it is considered desiiable to place the administiation 
ol the abkari lovenue ol tho Mudhol State on the same footing as the adminlatja- 
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tion of the abkeri revenue of the British district of Bdgaum adjoining the Mudhol 
State which has been imiyroved in accordance with provisions of the Bombay 
Abkari Act of 1878 and especially with a view to prevent injury to the abkaii 
revenue of either the Belgaum District or the Mudhol State by illicit manufacture 
of liquor and toddy or by the smuggling of liquor and toddy from one territory 
into the other the following articles have been agreed on between the Raja of Mudhol 
on the one part on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors and the Resident at 
Kolhapur and Political Agent, Southern Maratha Country States for the time 
4>eing on behalf of the British Government on tht othAr • — 

Autioud I. 

The Raja of Mudhol engages that the management of the abkari reveune of 
the Mudhol State shall be carried on in accordance with the Bombay Abkari Act 
of 1878 or any other enactment which may hereafter be introduced in its stead 
into the Bomitoy Presidency. 


Abtiolb II. 

In order that the abkari administration of the Mudhol State may be carried 
on in accordance with the provisions of the Bombay Abkari Act the Raja of Mudhol 
engages hereby to assign to the Government of Bombay the management of the 
abkan revenue of his State for a term of ten years from the 1st August 1924, to the 
31st July 1934, and to accept in consideration thereof from that Government 
a provisional smount of yearly compensation of Rs. 26,000 payable in two instal- 
ments of Rs. 13,000 each on the tenth of February and tenth of August of each 
year (the amount being calculated on the basis of the average revenue for the 
three years preceding the renewal of this lease).

On his part the Raja of Mudhol engages cordially to co-operate in carrying 
out the provisions of the Abkari law and rules and to do his best by himself^ his 
heirs and successors and by his subordinate oflicers to prevent all illicit possession, 
manufacture, sale and transport of liquor and toddy or of the materials or imple- 
ments used for their manufacture in accordance with the provisions of the Act 
and of any rules which may be made under it. 

articlb vn. 

Offences against the Abkari Act committed in the Mudhol State shall be dealt 
with by the Criminal Courts of the State according to their powers. 

Article VIII. 

Dnriii^ the period of the lease an account of the abkari revenue of the Mudhol 
State diall be kept separately from that rdating to the adjoining British district 
and the same riiall be annually furnished for the informarion of the Raja of Mudhol. 

Articlb IX. 

At the comdufiioB of tiie present term of the lease it shall be renewable at the 
option of the British Government for such further period as may be fixed by Govern- 
ment upon the same oonditiciis as therein stipulated. On the expiry of the renewed 
term of the lease or in the event of the British Government declining to exercise 
the option of lenewal, then on the expiry of the renewed term of ten years the 
management of the abfaai revenue will revert to the Mudhol State.

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The Reja of Mndhol engigM on behalf of himaelf, hie heifs and eaootann that 
in caie the management of the abkari levenne of the State li xeetozed to him as 
aloMsaid, the same shall be oanied on in aooordanoe with the following roles 

The management shall conform to the law and mice relating to abkari which 
may be in force in the adjoining British district. 

The rate of duly on liquor and of tree-tax in the case of toddy shall be the 
same as that levied in the adjacent Britiah district. 

The management of the said revenue shall be so carried on as not to affect in 
any way the abkari revenue of the adjoining British district, and the advice of the 
Resident at Kolhapur and Political Agent, Southern Maratha Country States 
shall be taken, when neceasaiy, in this behalf. 

But this clause shall not bind the said Raja to make any arrangement whenby 
injury may arise to the lawful rights and revenue of the State and it is presumed 
that the management of Ijie abkari revenue of the district shall be so conducted 
as to cause no injury whatever to the abkari revenue of the State.

Artide X//.— The preceding articles in this agreement are to be held as 
applicable to the village of Kurundvad and its hamlet Kurundvad Wadi from the 
1st August 1926, from which date the Chief of Kurundvad Senior engages hereby 
to accept from the Government in respect of the Kurundvad shop an additional 
provisional amount of yearly compensation of Rs. 6,900 payable in two instalments 
of Rs. 3,460 each on the Kith of Febraary and 10th of Ai^ust of each year, this 
additional provisional compensation being subject to adjustment by a lump sum 
payment in aecordanoe with the actual revenues realised at the end of the firsts 
fourth and eighth yean of the lease of that shqp, in cider to qrnohfonise the date of 
adjustments throughout this agreement. 
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The Bajput dynasty which ruled in Sind is said to have been con- 
quered about A.D. 711 by Muhammadans from Arabia. About 1025 the 
country was annexed to the Ghaanivide empire by Mahmud j and^ after 
various changes of rulers, it was incorporated into the Delhi empire by 
Akbar in 1591, from which it was again dissevered in 1740 by Nadir 
Shah, who exacted from it a tribute of above twenty lakhs of rupees. 
After the assassination of Nadir Shah, Sind became subject to the 
Durani rulers of Kandahar. 

Before the invasion of Nadir Shah, the Kalhoras, a religious sect, had 
risen to power in Sind, and the Chief of the tribe, Nur Muhammad, had 
been recognised as governor of the province. It was during the rule of 
his brother, GUulam Shah, that the connection of the British Govern- 
ment with Sind commenced by the establishment of factories at Tatta 
and Shah-bandar in 1758. In that year Ghulam Shah granted an 
Order (No. I) for the establishment of the factories and for certain im- 
munities to trade. This order was renewed (No. II) in 1761. During 
the rule of Sarfaras Khan, the eldest son of Ghulam Shah, however, the 
trade was so much interfered with that the British Government found it 
necessary to withdraw their factories in 1775. 

The violence and tyranny of Sarfaras Khan and his successors, who 
put to death three of the Chiefs of the Tslpur tribe, led to the over- 
throw of the Kalhora dynasty. The Talpurs are a Baluch tribe, whose 
chiefs had long held the first place in the service of the rulers of Sind. 
To avenge the death of their Chiefs the Talpurs rose and, headed by 
Fateh Ali Khan, Talpur, expelled the Kalhora ruler Abdul Nabi. This 
revolution took place in the year 1786. The measures which Fateh Ali 
took to establish his authority alarmed his relatives Sohrab Khan and 
Thora Khan. They fied, seised on Khairpur and Shah-bandar, and re- 
nounced the authority of their kinsman. Fateh Ali was never again 
able to extend his authority over the whole province, which remained 
divided into three separate principalities, vit., Hyderabad or lower Sind 
under Fateh Ali, l&airpur or upper Sind under Sohrab, and Mirpur 
under Thora. In Hyderabad, Fateh Ali divided his power with his 
three brothers Ghulam Ali, Karam Ali and Murad Ali; and from their 
thI or apparent unanimity the brothers received the appellation of the 
Char Tar, or lour friends. 

In 1799 the oommereial intercourse between the British Government 
and Sind was revived, and Fateh Ali Khan issued an Order (No. Ill) 
granting certain privileges in fhvour of English trade. But advan- 
tages of this ira^e pro^ to be overrated ; thv promisee of the Amirs 
Wife inrineeie; Ae representative of the Britidi Oovemment was mdely 
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oompelled to withdraw; and the influence of the British Ooyemment in 
Sind woe at an end. This arrogant and insulting behaTiour of the 
AmirH was attribiited to reiiioiistranoes from Zaman Shah, the Huler of 
Kandahar, and to rumJ!!urc| of the growing power of the British Ooreru- 
ment consequent on the fall of Tipu Sultan. 

Fateh Ali died in 1801, leaving half his ten*itory to his brotlier, 
Qhulniu Ali, and the remainder in equal shares to the other two brothers, 
with corresponding obligations for paying the expenses of the State and 
the annual tribute of thirteen lakhs to Kabul. In this arrangement 
Sobhdar, the son of Fateh Ali, received no share of power. Ghulam Ali 
died in 1811, and his son Muhammad was also excluded from power, 

, which was divided between the two surviving brothers, Earam Ali and 
Murad Ali. The former died childless in 1^8, leaving Murad Ali sole 
ruler of lower Sind. He died in 1835, leaving two sons, Nur Muham- 
mad and Nasir. From this time till 1840 the government at Hyderabad 
was divided among the four sons of the Char Yar — Nur Muhammad 
Khan, the chief Mir, his brother Nasir Khan, and their two cousins, 
Sobhdar Khan, son of Fateh Ali, and Muhammad Khan, son of Ghulam 
Ali. In 184() Nur Muhaminad died, leaving two sons, Shahdud Khan 
and Husain Ali Khan, under the guardianship of their ancle, Nasir 
Khan. Thus the heads of the Ilydciaibud family, at the time of the 
annexation of Sind in 1843, were Mir Nasir, Mir Sobhdar, Mir Muham- 
mad, Mir Shahdad and Mir Husain Ali, lu^tw^een whom Nur Muham- 
mad bad divided his possessions by will. 

In upper Sind and Mirpur ibc (loverninent remained undivided in 
tbe hands of single Chiefs. Sob mb ber|iieaib ed his territory to his son 
Rustam in 1830. Thora bad been succeeded in 1829 in Mirpur by his 
son Sher Muhammad. These two Chiefs remained in power till the 
annexation. " 

The connection of the Britisli Government was naturally more inti- 
mate with the Hyderabad family, wrbo goveaned the lower valley of the 
Indus, than with the more remote branches of Khairpur and Mirpur. ‘ 
After his accession Ghulam Ali deputed .an agent to ^Bombay in 1803, 
to apologise for the expulsion of the British Agency by his late brother. 
Friendly relations, however, were not at once established, in consequence 
of the evasion of the demand of the British Government for compensa- 
tion. But in 1808, when the British Government were ooncerting mea- 
sures against the threatened invasion of the French and the Persians by 
way of Afghanistan, it was deemed expedient to waive the demand. 
Captain Seton was sent as envoy to Sind on the part of the Bombay 
Government, and concluded an offensive and defrasive Treaty* with 

* TaAsrsLAtioit of a Dbsd of Aoebsmint fioaled and delivered bv Mia Qaotax Au. 
Bakim of Sind, to Captain Davih Siton at Hyderabad, the 18th July 1808. 

Thia Afreemaiit has been drawn up in oonsemnee of Captain David Baton, on . 
tha part or the Honourable Jonathan Duncan, Saq., Govamor of Domhaj, having 
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Olmlam Shah.- The dupreme Govemmeiit, however, refused to ratify 
it, ae it committed them to too close a connectioa with Sind: aud they 
sent an envoy of their own, Mr. N. H. Smith, to make new negotiations. 
A Treaty (No. lY) was concluded in 1809 with the three surviving 
brothers of the Hyderabad family. This Treaty provided for the exclu- 
sion of the Fren^ from Sind, aud the interchange of agents between 
the British Government and Sind. In 1820 another Treaty (No. V) was 
concluded with the two surviving hi^others, Kuram Ali and Murad Ali, 
by which they agreed to exclude Europeans and Americans from their 
territories, and to prevent inroads into the British dominions. The sub- 
jects of the two goveniments were to be permitted to reside in each 
other’s territories on condition of orderly and peaceable conduct. 

On the 4th April 1832 the first Treaty (No. VI) was concluded with 
the Khairpur family. Its provisions were chiefly of a commercial 
nature, Mir Rustam agreeing to throw open the navigation of the Indus,* 
on the same conditioti as might be settled with the Hyderabad Amirs. 
The terms with the Hyderabad Amirs (No. VIT) were concluded on the 
20th and 22Dd April 1832, and provided for tlie passage of traders by the

* Regarding trade on the Indus si*« Treatii*H with Rnnjit Singh and the Nawah 
of Bahawalpiir, V«l. I, Lahoro and Bahawalpor, 
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riTen and roadi in Sind^ Bubject to fixed duties, on condition that no 
aimed yeBiek or military stores should be conveyed by these routes, 
and that English merchants should not settle in Sind, but should leave 
the country as soon fis their business should be transacted. In 1834 this 
treaty was modified by another (No. Vlll), which substituted for a duty 
on goods a toll of Bs. 570 between the sea and Bupar, of which Bs. 340 
were to be paid to the Sind Amirs, and the remainder to Bahawalpur 
and Banjit Singh, and whii^h provided that bulk broken in the voyage 
should be charged with the local duties levied by the respective govern- 
ments within whose territories the goods were sold. 

The later treaties with the Amirs of Sind were more of a political 
nature, arising out of the measures taken by the British Government to 
re^^establish Shah Shuja in Eiabttl, to which it is necessary more particul- 
arly to advert. 

In 1836 Banjit Singh put forward claims to a tribute of twelve lakhs 
of rupees from Sind, and threatened the invasion of Sbikarpur; but the 
British OoveiTiment induced him to abstain from hostilities, and offered 
to the Amirs of Sind to mediate a settlement of Banjit Singh’s claims, 
on condition of their granting certain concessions in favour oi trade on 
the Indus; receiving a Briti^ agent at Hyderabad; and conducting all 
tbeir relations with Lahore through the British Government. A pro- 
visional Engagement (No. IX) was concluded in 183G with the Hydera- 
bad Amirs for opening the trade on the Indus and stationing a British 
agent at Shikarpur. Great repugnance, however, was shown to tlie re- 
ception of a British agent at Hyderabad. Nur Muhammad Khan as- 
seHed that he was too weak to accept such a measure, which was op- 
posed to the feelings of his family and the whole Talpur tribe. But, 
as concession of this p'omt was made the essential preliminary condition 
of British mediation ww Banjit Singh, the Amir at last consented, 
and a Treaty (No. X) was concluded, on the 20th April 1838, with Nur 
Muhammad. Separate agreements to the same effect were given at the 
request of Nur Muhammad to the other Amirs, Nnsir and Sobhdar, 
the object of this being to secure Nur Muhammad in the position of head 
of the Hyderabad family. 

The 4th article of the tripartite treaty* between the British Govem- 
mant, Banjit Singh and Shah Shuja bound Shah Shuja to abide by 
whatever settlement the British Government should make regarding 
Shikarpur and the territory of Sind on the right bank of the Ifndus. 
Article 16 provided that Shah Shuja should relinquish all claims to 
supremacy over Sind and to arrears of tribute, on the cxmdition of the 
payment the Amirs of such a sum as the British Government might 
determine, out of which fifteen lakhs were to be paid to Banjit Singh. 
In considsffgtion of the advantages to he secured to the Amirs hy the

With the axcaptipn of Sobbdar Khan, tha Amin of tha Hyderabad 
family manifaatad tha strongaai disinclination to comply with tha da* 
manda made on them*. Leas difficulty waa found with tha Khairpur 
family. Mubarak Khan indeed, and a amall party attached to him, ware 
subaarriant to the counsels of their relatives at Hyderabad. But Ruatani 
Ali Khan, who had long manifested a desim lor a treaty with tha 
British Oovemmant by which he should he recognised ns independent 
of Hyderabad, entered willingly into the British policy. A Treaty (No. 
XI), similar to that made in the same year vrith the Nawab of Baha- 
walpur,* was concluded with him on the 24th December 1888, by which 
his territory was taken under British protection, he acknowledged British 
supremacy and was guaranteed in the independent administratbn of his 
territory: and engaged to abstain from political intercourse with otber 
States, to aieist in the passage of troops through bis territory, and to 
cede temporarily the fortress of Bakkar as a depAt for treasure and 
munitions of war. Subsidiary agreements were at the same time given 
to the otber Amin of the Khairpur family, Mubarak, Muhammad, and 
Ali Murad. It was at first intended to exclude Mubarak from these 
arrangements in consequence of hie avowed opposition to the BritUh 
Government; but, at the request of Rustam Ali, a guarantee was given 
to Mubarak as well aa to the other Amin. ' 

In the meantime much opposition was experienced by the Resident at 
Hyderabad. The Amin were very reluctant to admit the pecuhiaty 
cbims of Shah Sbuja, and pleaded that the Shah had already granted 
them releeseat, written on the Koran, from all tributary payments.

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SoUidar wm throughout Irieudly in his bearing; but the other Amirs, 
more partieularlj Nur Muhammad and Nasir, acted with deep duplicity. 
While professing a* strong desire for cordial friendship, they were hold- 
ing secret intercourse with Persia. They threatened in a most insolent 
manner to oppose the phssuge of Shall Shuju ; permitted the Resident to 
be insulted and stoned; gave secret orders that no assistance should be 
rendered to the British force from Bombay ; and attempted to seduce the 
Nawab of Bahawalpur from the alliunce which he had just concluded 
with the British OoTernmeut. The paramount importance, however, of 
hastening the completion of the measures /or the occupation of Afghani- 
stan induced the British Government to abate their demand, provided 
they could secure the passage of ti/mps. The Resid^^iit therefore offered 
to the Amirs a treaty which ]‘e(;ogniKed the distinct independence of each 
of them, but provided for a .subsidised British force being stationed in 
their country and for the exem]>tu)ii of Mir Sobhdar from all payment on 
account of the expenses of that . force. The treaty was rejected by the 
Amirs, and every appearance of open hostility was exhibited. Prepara- 
tions were made to attack their <‘npital, when the Amirs assented to the 
demands made on them and signed the treaty. But, as a punishment 
for their hostility, a new fsondition was insisted on — ^that the Amirs of 
Hyderabad, with the exc^eptiou of Mir Sobhdar, should pay seven lakhs 

now hold them. They shall be your territories and property. There shall he no 
oppression of the smallest degree, and besides that, the royal favour will be greatly 
extended towards Vou, so that all the world may know' it. This treaty is vemeh- 
sufed on the Koran for your perfect satisfaction.

While these events were occurring at Hyderabad, the reserve force 
from Bombay was fired on while approaching Karachi, and its landing 
was opposed. Fire was, therefore, opened on the foH, and its sea-face 
was levelled with the ground. The fort was taken, and in February 
1839 the Governor was reqiiiiwd (No. XII) to hand over the military 
occupation of it to the British Government. 

The treaty which had been concluded l>etween the Resident and the 
Amirs was not confirmed in its entirety by Government. Several modi- 
fications were made, and it was reduced from 23 to 14 articles. The 
revised Treaty dated the 11th March 1839 (No. XITI), signed by the 
Governor-General, was offered separately for the acceptance of the four 
Amirs. After some demur the Amirs signed it, being chidfly induced to 
do so by the example of Mir Sobhdar. 

Ill the lueuntime Sher Muhumroad of Mirpur also expressed a wish 
to enter into a treaty witli the British Government. His object was to 
obtain the same concession as hud been granted to Mir Sobhdar of Hy- 
derabad, thot is to say. exemption from all payments towards the sub- 
sidiary force. Govprnment, however, refused to treat with him on ^ueb 
terms, and Tef|uired u payment of half a lakh a year. To this the Amir 
assented, and a Treaty (No. XTV) was concluded with him in June 1841. 

Delay and difficulty soon began to be felt in realising the tribute from 
the Amirs: and liiird Fillenlmroiigh, deeming the demand of pecuniary 
tribute from Indian States to bo a constant cause of misunderstanding, 
resolved to commute it, whenever possible, to a cession of land. In 
pursuance of this negotiations were opened with the Amirs for 

the cession of Shiknrpnr in lieu of the tribute. Mir Nasir of Hydeinbad 
readily offered to cede his own share of Shikarpur and that of his late 
brother Nur Muhammad, on condition of being allowed to retain the 
nominal sovereignty. The netrotiaiions were nearly concluded, when the 
first news of the disasters at Kabul arrived and caused an entire change 
of feeling in the Amirs, leading them to break off the. discussion. Mir 
Rustam Ali of Kbnirniir and Mir Nasir of Hyderabad also began to 
intrigue for the expulsion of the Brit’sh forces from Sind, They were 
therefore distinctlv warned that the result of bad faith to their engage- 
ments woold he the loss of their territories. 

Tn Aiiirust 1842 Sir Charles Nauier was aupointed to the military 
command in Rind And Bnluehistan ond invested with authority over all 
civil and political officers in those countries. Beaides suspicion as to the 
fidelity of the Amirs, there wei*e other oireumstanres arising out of a 
misunderstanding of those articles of the treaty relating to trade, which 
calleil for a revision of the engagements. Tlie most important discus- 
sion relnteil to the interpretation of the 11th article. The Amirs in- 
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fitted that the arttele only exempted ioraigii beate from duty <m the 
Indus, while the Britith Goremment maintained that all boatSy both of 
Sind and of other Steitei, were entitled to pats duty-free* The objects 
which were to be kej|lt i|i xiew in any new engagement with the Amirs 
were the free navigation of the Indus; the cession of territory in ex- 
change for tribute; the establishment of a uniform currency in Sind; 
and the cession of territory to the Nawab of . Bahawalpur, who through- 
out the disaetere in Afghanistan had remained faithful to his engage- 
ments. Towards the close of 1842 a draf^ treaty embodying these de- 
mands was offered to the Amirs, who protested against them. There 
seemed to be no hope of an amicable settlement ; and British troops were 
advancing to enforce the demands, when on the 9th February 1843 the 
Amirs intimated their willingness to sign the treaty if Bustam Ali Khan 
of Ehairpur were restored to his rights of which he had been deprived by 
his younger brother Ali Murad Khan. 

Mir Sobrab of Khairpur had retired from public life in 1811 and 
had abdicated in favour of his son Bustam Ali. But by his will, made 
in 1829, he divided his territoiy among bis sons in four shares, of which 
Mir Bustam, as the successor to the Turban, was to hold two, and Muba- 
rak Ali and Ali Murad were to receive one each. Ali Murad, who was 
an infant at the time of his father’s death and was committed to the 
care of Mubarak Ali, always believed himself to have been defrauded by 
his guardian. However this may be, be received* from the British 
Gfovemmeni in 1838 a separate guarantee for the estates he held in 
Khairpur. Mubarak Ali died in 1839, but the dispute was inherited by 
his son Hasir, with whom Bustam Ali sided. In September 1842 the 
brothers met in battle. Bustam Ali and Nasir were defeated, and 
signed the Naunahar Twaty,t by which they assigned nine villages to

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And his Jiepksws. When Sir Charles Napier heard of the resignation, 
he asked lor an inienriew with Bostaiu Ali; but the Amir did not wait 
lor it. He fled to the desert, and AU Murad was recognised by Sir 
Charles Napier as Chief of J^airpor. It was for the restoration of 
Rustam Ali to the rights of which he had been thus depriTsd, involun- 
tarilj as was afterwa^ proved, that the Amirs stipulaM as the condi* 
tion of their signing the proposed treaty; but Major Outram^ the British 
Commissioner, had no power to re-open this subject. At last the Amirs, 
except Nasir Slhon of Khairpur, signed the Treaty (No. XV), leaving 
Rustam All’s rights to future investigation. Next day the residence 
of Major Outram was attacked by 8,000 of their troops; but, after a 
most gallant defence, the escort succeeded in rejoining the main army. 
The battles of Miani and Habo subjected the whole of Sind to the Briti^ 
Government, with the exception of the possessions of Ali Murad^ who 
was established as Chief of Khairpur in the territories which had be- 
longed to Mir Rustam, both by inheritance and in right of the Turban, 
as well as in the lands of which he himself stood rightfully possessed at 
the time of the conquest. 


As all the territory of Sind, with the exception of the portion to be 
continued to Ali Murad, was confiscated by the British Government, it 
of course became Ali Murad’s interest to establish his right to as large a 
portion of the lands of Khairpur as possible. To effect this he attempted 
to alter the clause of the treaty of Naunahar which conferred on him two 
villages belonging to Mir Nasir Khan, in such a manner as to secui'e for 
himself large districts of the same name instead of insignificant villages. 
In doing so the leaf of the Koran on which the treaty was written became 
spoiled. The leaf was therefore extracted, and the treaty was written on 
a fresh leaf in such a way as to suit Ali Murad’s purpose. This fraud 
wai dM^ly estob^^ by a Oognmission which met in 1860 to investigate

In 1909 the Mir entered into an Agreement (No. XIX) for the effec- 
tiTe control and discipline of his Imperial Service Troops when earring 
beyond the frontiers of his State. 

Fail Muhammiri died in 1909 and was succeeded by his only surriv- 
ihg son Inambakhsh Xhan, who rendered much pecuniary help during' 
the Great War. He diiri on the 8th February 1921, and was succeeded 
by his son the present Mir Ali Nawas Khan, born in 1884. Ilia qrstem- 
of administering the State through a Wasir, which had been in fom 
siiice 1908, was altered in 1926, when Mir Ali Nawas Khan appointed a 
Council of three members, with himself as President, to carry on the 
administration, 

After the conquest the deposed Amirs were removed from Sind, and 
pensions were granted to them by the British Government. Their des- 
cedants continue to receive liberal pensions: and all the mmbers of 
the Talpur family have bee^ermitted to return to Sind. The pennons 
at present drawn the descendants of the deposed Amirs and their 
dependants mount to Bs.

Be it known to all oommandeis, officers, fnqueere, far.nere, and inhabitants 
of Durat, l<aiee-biinder, Anrunga-bunder, Qananohere Daiajah, Chavatra Maaaotie, 
Nakasg, jBarbnndie, Galabajar, Agnr, Goozer Rajah Gunt Johibar, Sarkar Ohaoha- 
gom, Charoarhallow, Nasaepore, Holcandy, Sarkar Soviston, Coodabage, Sarkar 
NohoreyAbey, etc., places belonging to Sircar, that Mr. Sumption, goniastah 
belonging to the Honourable English Company informed me here that on all the 
goods he purchases and sends for the Honourable Company to Bombay he pays 
no more than one and a half per cent, customs on the market price, which I hereby 
qonftrm, and order that no more than that custom may be received of him as usual, 
but on all Europe goods which shall be sent from Bombay for Coodabage, Laree, 
Multon, etc., half of what customs, etc., charges (such as passports, convoy, lodging, 
Duan Towfl, Canah, etc.), the Multon merchants pay ; and should there be such 
goods as the Multuny never cany, and be it possible to know the customs and 
charges on them, they (the English) are to pay half of what any of the considerable 
merchants used to pay on the same ; but nobody is to demand any thing more. 
And the same customs, etc., as are above mentioned they are to pay on the hing, 
indigo, etc., goods which they never bought before ; and they are also to pay one 
and a half per oent. customs on the saltpetre, be it bought by themselves or by 
anybody for them in the Sircar’s place, or anywhere else ; but no officers, farmers, 
etc., are to demand any thing, more from them, but let them cany on their trade 
unmolested. And I further order that should their goods not be disposed of and 
they want to cany them back, no Estonia shall be demanded thereon, nor on any 
provisions which Mr. Sumption shall send from any place on board their ships 
for their maintenance. They are also not to demand anything for their gardens, 
nor in any shape molest their gardeners, boats, vessels, etc., or send them on any 
Sircar’s business ; and it is also ordered that their chests of linen may not be opened, 
or the least hindrance shown them in passing and repassing, it beiog contrary 
to our rules ; and in short, no one shall'presnme to make any new customs to thmr 
prejudice, or in any shape put any affront on them or their people. They have 
also free liberty to provide any sort of grain, and sell the same and any European 
goods at any rate they please. The customs on the dubbers of ghee, oil, etc., as 
also on the chests and pots of goods, are to be charged conformable to the weight 
thqy put on eaoh dubber, chest, or pot, without weighing them again ; and the 
enstoms on the elephants’ teeth are to be received on the amount of sale when 
they are sold. And should Mr. Sumption either bi^ or build a house or wardiouee 
at Aurunga-bundur or at Tatta, my said people are to give him all the aaiistaiioe 
they can, that it may cost him only a reasonable prioe, and he is to have all the 
enoouragsment lor oanying on his tradsb ae it will be an advantage to the govern- 
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ni«iit ; but BO othir BngHrinnin ditll hove a hooM or any «ioonragem«nt. And 
aa it u very neoenaiy that I iboiild enooniage and please the Bnglidi, 1 hereby 
Older that an entbe oompliance may be shown to this without demanding any 
new Older eveiy year. 


No. 2.-tTiiaN8iiATiOM of Gholam Shab, PamcB of Sindh’s Perwannah, for the 
HoNOUBABti Company’s customs, pimleges, etc., at Sindh, dated 22nd 
September 1758. 

To all Fuqueen (a term for the Soroys, or people of the prince’s caste, inhabi- 
tants of the upper part of the country), Diredars, Muttaseddees that are at present 
or shall in future come into offices of the customs, whether under the sovereign 
power or farmed out at the Dirt or (Tatta custom-house), Laree-bnndor, Aurunga- 
bunder, Gananohere Darajah, Ghavatra Massotie, Nakass, Barbundie, Galabajar 
(or grain custom-house), Agur, Guser Rajah Gunt, Johibar, Sarkar Cachlon Charoar- 
hallow (names of oountries), Sarkar Nasseepore, Holoandy, Sarkar Sovistan, 
Ooodabage Ruree, and all other places within my dominions ; Know ye (or observe) 
that the wealthy, true, faithful, and friendly Mr. Sumption, Bngli^ Agent, here, 
has made application or requested that the honourable, great, noble, and highly 
esteemed Bnglish Company of India and Bombay may, on whatever trade or 
merchandise they transact goods, import or export, buy oi sell, pay only one and a 
half per cent, customs on the valuation of the real price of the place, which 1 have 
condescended to and hereby grant ; furthermore, that the gomastah (or agent) 
for the said Honourable Company of India may have the privilege, on whatever 
goods he imports from abroad, and chooses to export-up the country to Coodabad 
Ruree, Multan, etc., to receive a putta (or permit), and whatever goods he may 
pnndiase there or above, to pay only the above-mentioned customs ; and of the 
Lauvasma (or customary charges) on the putta goods, such as Rawdarree, Dera- 
darre, Munket, Nut, Furhutt, Nungana, Dusturehoy Duana, Moota, at Coodabad, 
Ciroarwarry, Donnee, and other Nosem, Kalsay Duana Peshcharry, Joab Khanna, 
etc., the half only of what paid by the Company of Multon merchants, which is 
required to be duly observed, and at any place, or wherever there*be not a settled 
custom on the Multon merchants, the half only of what is paid by others, the 
greatest or principal merchants, and at your peril not to ask, demand, or receivo 
more ; and if the aforesaid Agent should purchase, bring down, and export out of 
the country, from Tatta, hing, indigo, or any other goods which he may not formerly ' 
have dealt in, or hath a se^ed custom for, to receive only the above-mentiooed 
customs and rates by tilie Custom-master, Duanna, etc., as aforesaid, and more 
(on no terms) to ask or demand. And furthermore, if the abovesaid gomastah 
or agent should, in ahy part within the extent of my dominions, of himself extraot 
or purchase from othefi saltpetre, the customs on ^e true valuation, at the price 
of tho place, with all ehstomaty charges included, I have settled and affixed 
thereon, m., in whatever place, within my government or dominions* that he may 
extraot or pucohase, to leosive on it in that place only, the abovesaid c u stom ii , 
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oneudabalf pw mt; Mid tiuit my HnMueddt^ Onifeom-niMtei^ Dbedui^ 
Badftwn Onierviitt do iiofe» on any prafeanoe ol onatoma or ooatomaiy n^^ta, 
onatoma on boata, Mbreaaor/ir MlaiMirea on ditto boata, Ghitta. or otbar naiial 
onatoma, in no place within my territma giTO any impediment to them; bnt 
tbe aboyeaaid gomaatah may without trouble and in a aataalaotofy manneri cany 
on and tranaaot hie bnaineea without moleafcation ; and that no oUier peiaon may 
be pemiitted to eiport the afoieiaid commodity, and that whateTcr goods he may 
import here and not meet a sale lor if he, sooner or later, drat or laat^ export them 
agam, by no means to demand any coatoma, chargee, etc,, or give any Impedi- 
ment to their exportation. 

And at the time ol their ahip*a airival at any of my bunders (ur porta), il 
should purohaae proviaons lor the Bngliah and laacaxa ol their ahipa, sudi 
as bnllodb, oowa, goats, sheep, or other neceesatiea, at Tatta, or from out of the 
country, and export in ahipa, on no terms to aak, demand, receive, or give the least 
trouble coneeming ouatoma thereon. Furthermore, lor ouatoma or other customary 
dues on the Bngliah garden, which they may keep lor their pleasure, to give no 
trouble, or make any demands thereon, nor let their gardener be subject to be 
p r ess e d or molested on any occasion, as you are to observe I hereby exempt them 
therefrom ; and the chests of wearing dothes ol the Bngliah, and other neoeasaxiea 
thty may bring or cany with them, you are on no terms to give them trouble about 
opening, or demand the sight ol, on any pretence whatever. 

And lor customs of Moree, Missetee, etc., on their boat they may hire or keep 
to go to and fro in, not to ask or make any demand on ; and on their servants, and 
those under their protection by no means to receive or give them any trouble, 
on account of head-money, or other dues of any kind received from my subjects, 
or lor any other new ousto^ or demands that may arise or be collected in my 
country. 

And for any Nirkana (ousto^ on rice) or leave ol carrying to their house ol 
grain, add in Tatta ol Nungana, on cotton imported from abroad, to make no 
AnwiiLfui at give any trouble thereon ; and lor Nungana on ghee or oil agreeable 
to the custom or maund, lor a dubbcnr, to make account as usual and receive the 
oustomary dues ; and whether it is put inamall bnttaroea or larger jocks, or in other 
vesmls (larger or smaller) to make account on the customs olmannda, eight maunds 
per dubber; and on the Lauvaama, or customs on the sale of ekphants’ teeth, 
to reoeive, when sdd, the usual custom of nine per cent, paid by the buyer and 
no more. 

And il the aforesaid gomastah (or agent) should, at Tktta or Aurungspbunder, 
choose to \mf or build a house fpr a factory, do you give him all the ass i stan c e, 
to the utmost of your power, to assist and forward him therein, and at the least 
expense, that they may settle in my country, in a strong secure fMtmy, to their 
satiefaotion, so as to trade with q^t and without appiehenaon, to the inerease 
of leveauee and advantage of my oountiy, and that no otiier Bui^men be per- 
mitted those favours : and that thty may at pleesoie, and wit^ 
the eustosaaty duss and privUeges ol their f aet oeie s .

I now inlonn you that I am arrived with all my foices ii the fort of Shah- 
bonder, and have detennined to collect no cnstoms (not even a single pice) on the 
goods that any 'King’s merchants may bring to Shah-bunder, but on all exported 
from hence they are to pay the usual cnstoms. Ton may bo sure of this my deter- 
mination, and import goo^ from any parts to trade here. 

1 hope you will soon send your man here to choose a place for building a house 
or factory. 


No. 4.— Ordra from GHOtAM Shah, Prinob of Sindh, to his Metah Coostamdas, 
dated 1 8th Deoember 1758, and attested under the Codjee’s Seal. 

You are hereby ordered not to demand hny customs on the goods 
which Mr. Sumption may import, and likewise to let him have any place which ho 
may choose for building a factory on. Give him all the assistance in your power, 
and be a friend to him, that he may think himself at Hberfy in carding on his 
trade for the good of the port. • 


No. 5.--ODpy (attested under Oodjir Mahomed Tata’s Seal) of the Perwannah 
from Gholam Skab Abasbzb, dated 18th Maharim, or 22nd September 1758. 

Be it known to all oommandezs, officers, farmers, and inhabitants of Durat 
Laiee-bunder, Auzunga-bunder, Gananchere Dataja, Cbavatra Maasotie, Nakass, 
Barbundie, Ga]abajar,Gooaer Rajah Gunt, Johibar, Sarkar Ghaohlon Gharcarhal- 
low, Sarkar Nassepore, Hokandy, Sarkar Soviston, Coodabage, Sarkar Lorah, etc., 
plaM belonging to Sarkar, that Mr. Sumptimi, gomastah, or agent, did, for and 
in behalf of the Gbvmnor bdongiag to the Bng^ Company of India and Bombay, 
infmm here that on aO tha gooda ha pniohaaaa and sails lor the Hononzable Com- 
pany he pays no more Gum one and a half per oent. oustoms, on the market price, 
whi^ I hemby oonfim, aa4 mdar that no more than that custom may be reoeived 
of him aa uaoal ; hot on aO Buinpa gooda whkA may ba sent from Bombay hera 
and banoa to Oooddkgab Xmmib MnBoii, ete., or any bioi^t from thaDoe thay 
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«!• to pty on the mne hall of what onatoma and ohaigea (anoh aa paaiporto, eon* 
Tqy» lod{^, dnan towlf, oanah, dhonkey, etc.)i the Mniton merchanta pay ; and 
ahonld there be anoh gooda aa the Mnltuny never cany, and it be impoaaible to 
know the onatoma and ohaigea on them, they (the Bngliah) are to pay hall of what 
any of the ooniddeiable merokianta pay on the aame, but nobody ia to demand 
anything more ; and the aame onatoma, etc., aa are above mentioned they are 
to pay on the hing, indigo, etc., gooda which they never bought before ; and they 
ate alao to pay one and a half per cent, cuatoma on the aaltpetre, be it bought by 
themaelvea or by any body for them in Siroar'a place or anywhere elae^ but no 
officen, iannera, etc., are to demand anything more from them, but let them cany 
on their trade unmoleated ; and the above mentioned gooda nobody elae ahaT 
have liberty to buy. And I farther order that ahonld their gooda not be diqtoaed 
of, and they want to carry them back, no cuatoma ahall be demanded on them, 
nor on any provisiona which they may provide at Tatta, etc., placea, to aend 
on board their ahipa for their maintenance. They are alao not to demand any- 
thing for their gardena, nor in any ahape moleat their gardeners, boata, veaa^ 
etc., conveyancea, or aend them on any Sircar’a buaineaa ; and it ia alao ordered 
that their cheata of linen may not be opened, or the leaat hindrance ahown them 
in paaaing and repaaaing, it being contrary to our rulea ; and in abort, no one moat 
preaume to make any new cuatoma to their prejudice, by any former rulea or ratea, 
or in any ahape put any aflfront on them and their people. They have alao free 
liberty to provide any aort of grain, and m 11 the aame and any Burope gooda at 
any rate they pleaae. . The cuatoma on the dubbera of ghee, oil, etc., aa alao on the 
cheata and pota of gooda, are to be charged conformable to the weight they put on 
each dubber, cheat, or pot, without weighing them again ; the cuatoma on dephanta* 
teeth are to be received on the amount of aale, when cold, at the aame rate aa 
waa uanal in the time of the Prince Mahomed Murad ; and should the Governor 
ctthM buy or build a houae for a factory at Aurunga^butider or at Tatta, my said 
people ate to give him all the ait^atanco, that it may cost him a reaaonable price ; 
and he ia to have all encouragement for carrying on his trade, aa it will be an 
advantage to the Government ; but no other nation that wear hats ahall have 
permiaaion for it ; and aa it ia very neceaaary that I should encourage and please 
the Bngliah, I hereby orier that an entire compliance may be ahown to this without 
demanding any new order every year.

1761. 

Be it known to all Fnqneera, Govemon, or other offloen, who now are or here- 
after may be in authority in the department of cnatoma or larma at Tatta, 8kah- 
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bonder, Aoronge-bonder, CuEftohera or Detejeh, ibe eoitcmii on oeUle, eto., 
eeUed Keken, peokege, gie^ Beier ooifcomi on leether, end the Qott Chunbar, 
the Siiott of Cachlon and Gharcarhaliow, the Siroar of Naaieepore, etc., Hdoandy, 
the Siroar of Sevaitan, Coodabad Rur^e, and all other placet within oor dominiona, 
that the noble Mr. Ertldne, an Engliahman, and Resident for atairt of the potent, 
magnifioent, and Honourable English Company m Sindh, being come to our court 
for the more drmly establishing the OictoEy of his siip^tt, has requested, and we 
have, on account of the strict friendship subsisting between us and the said Honour- 
able Company, granted, and do hereby particularly order that besides the English, 
no other Europeans shall either import or export goods or merchandise, or come 
and go upon tl^t account within the dominions of Sindh, or the Soubah of Tatta 
and Buchor, or any otiher of the bunders under our authority. 

Whatever goods or merchandise belonging to the said factory or its depen- 
dants sha^! be imported at any of the bunders are to be exempted from paying 
any import customs, agreeable to our former grants, and therefore none are to be 
demanded. If they carry goods either from the bunders to Tatta, up-country, 
on paying the customs they did former^, certificates must be given them, and 
nothing further is to be demanded, on any account, that they may cariy on their 
trade with ease and satisfaction. Whatever goods they may export from any 
of the bunders they are to pay one and a half per cent, agreeably to our former 
perwannah ; or if goods are purchased by them and exported from Tatta, they are 
to pay such customs as were before usual, and nothing further is to be denianded. 
No other merchant but the aforesaid Resident is to purchase for exportation any 
of the saltpetre that may be produced in Scindy, or within our dominions ; or if 
they purchase and export this article, they shall be punished in such a manner 
as shall deter them for ever again interfering in that trade. Whatever saltpetre 
the aforesaid Company’s Resident shall either extract in any part of our dominions, 
or purchase of other merchants, and refine, the custom farmers, at such places, 
shall receive the customs thereon as formerly, that the said Company’s dependants 
may carry on this trade to their satisfaction. If they dispatch their own dingeys, 
gallivats, or other vessels to the Bar, after proper precautions, permissions shall 
be granted, and they meet with no impediment, which is to be strictly observed ; 
or if their said vessels ate sent up and down the river on their factory business, 
and passing under Shah Qurh, or by the guard-vessels, etc., on permission granted, 
they are not to be stopped, that they may come and go without trouble. Should 
it happen, which God forbid, that any of their ships, gallivats, boats, etc., should 
run ashore, or be wrecked, either on our bars, coasts, or without our rivers, our 
officers in such places are to assist them ; and whatever effects may be saved, 
belonging to sneh vessels, whether rigging, necessaries belonging to the crew, or 
other goods, are to be defivered, to the smallest item, to the Resident aforasidd, 
he paying reasonably for the labour and pains of those who may assist in saving 
them. Should the liotesaid Resident choose to build a brick house at Shah-bunder 
or make a garden for his recreation, on any spot of ground he may like, he is to 
leoeivo all the assistanee possible for doing it quickly ; and whatever former Sun- 
Duds they hm received aw to remain in full force, and not to be objeoted to or

perwannah, not to demand the usual charges of Moree, Misri, or Qooiurbanee or 
Sooxe and employ them on our business on any pretence whatever; nor is any 
person belonging to ns, on any of the above accounts, to impede or otherwise stop 
or hinder boats or camds belonging to them, that th^ may cany on theb buness 
without difficulty, and make the customs increase.

The ooFeoton end fannen, at this period and hereafter, of the town of Knr- 
raohee, will understand that at this time N. Grow, Englishman, vakeel of the asy* 
lum of vabr, wisdom, and intelligenoe, the Honourable Jonathan Dunoan, Governor 
of Bombay and Surat, on the part of the exalted, noble, powerful, renowned English 
Company Bahadoor, has arrived at our presence and requested the establishment 
of a commercial factory in the town of Kurrachee, and the adjustment of oustoms . 
on merchandise export and import to and from foreign ports, and purchases and 
sales in the territories of Sindh, and other exportations and importations. For 
the sake, therefore, of the friendship of the English Company, one-third in the 
articles of customs only shall be remitted in the collections of duties on the trade 
of the English factory, /ind all the fees levied as uspal witb the other merchants. 
It is commanded that you forego, then, in levying duties on the trade of the English 
factory, one-third in the article of oustoms only, collec ting all the regulated fees, 
as usual, amongst the merchants, in order that the agents of the English may 
with confidence labour to increase our customs and their own trade. On accouit 
of weight or measure of their goods, or the inspection of trunks of the Resident’s 
baggage, no molestation must be offered, but his invoice and word be taken. 
The duties on provisions and articles of consumption of the English and the crews 
of their ships, and the fee of Moree on their ships, vessels, and dingeys, to be regu- 
lated by the custom in use amongst other merchants. If by accident any ship 
or dingey belonging to the English coming or going with cargo to or from Sindh 
should be stranded or sunk on the coast of Kurrachee, the best apustance is to bo 
rendered towards recovering her, and she must without hesitation be delivered 
up, the English Resident discharging the expose of labourers. The dependants 
of the Rosident are not to be presscdjoir^vemment service, nor compelled to 
purchase government propei^^ spot of ground for a country house to the 
English factory, andiour beeghas of ground for a garden, outside of the fort of 
Kurrachee, ajDSgiven to the Resident with exemption from land or fee tax, and it is 
commanded that they be delivered to him wherever he may prefer, there being 
no inhabitants nor claims of possessions; towards building the house you \.ill 
adord assistance, the English Resident paying the expenses. Maistro Suclianund, 
Colleotor for the time being, will levy custom on the merchandise of the E?\glish 
and the importations of their ships according to the above written, the f^arden ex- 
cepted, and all other fees he will remember agreeably to the purport of this, which 
is peremptory.

Honourable Lord William Cavendiah Bentindc, O.O.B., and Ckvemoa^ 

General of the Bxitidi poaaeiaiona in India, thia engagement baa been given in writ- 
ing, at Simla, thia day the 19th June 1882, both in BngUah and Perdan, in token 
of the perfeot oonfirmation and adoiowledgment of the obligationa which it oontaina^

For the more perfect fulfilment of this Treaty, it is hereby distinctly stipu- 
lated that should any portion, however small or great, or of whatever description, 
of the merchandiie or goods on board any boat passing up or down the river, be 
landed for sale by a merchant or merchants, such portion of merchandise or goods, 
whatever may be its quantity or quality, shall instantty become subject to the 
sxiiting local duties as levied by the rei^eotive governments within their own 
territories ; the purpose of the toll agreed to by this Treaty being not to supersede 
dr set aside the established dues of the different States, but to repay the expense 
to which the governments will necessarily be subjected in affording the customaiy 
protection to the trade in transit on the river. It will be perfectly understood

and friendship may be estabhahed between the two States. 

Abtxolb 2. 

In Older to secure and improve the relations of amity and peace which have 
so long subsisted between the Sindh State and the British Government it is agreed 
that an accredited Britisli -Minister shall reside at the Court of Hyderabad, and 
that the Ameers of Sindh shall also be at liberty to depute a vakeel to reside at the 
Court of tile British Government ; and that the British Minister shall be empowered 
to change his ordinary place of residence as may from time to time seem expedient, 
and be attended by such an eaoort as may be deemed suitable by iiie government.

But the British 
Government will not covet a cUm or deram of the territories enjoyed by His High* 
ness and his heirs, nor the fortresses on riiis bank or that bank of the river Indus.

Since the British GovemmenVjbas taken upon itsdf the responsibility of pro- 
tecting the State of Kheirpore from all enemies now and hereafter, and neither 
coveted any portion of its possessions nor fortresses on this side or that side of the 
Indus, it is hereby agreed upon by Meer Roostnm Khan, his heirs and suooeasors, 
that if the Governor-General, in time of war, should seek to occupy the fo r t r ess 
of Bukker as a dep6t for treasure and munitions, the Ameer shall not object to it. 

This separate Article having been concluded, signed and sealed by Lients- 
naat-C9olonel Sir Alexander Bumes, Knight, envoy on the part of the R^ht Hon- 
ourable George I^rd Auckland, o.o.b., Govemov-Qeneral of India, and Mew 
Roostnm Khan, on the part of himself, Chief of Kheirpore, the satifioation by the 
Right Honourable the Governor-General shall be exchanged within forty-five 
days from the present date.

I have therefore atruok it out ; and in place of inaeiting a aentenoe which oaata 
a doubt on the aincetity of our intenticna, I addreaa you thia friendly letter, aa 
a l^ng aaahranoe of the plain meaning and purpoM of the worda of (he aeparate 
Artide, namdy, that the Britiah ahall avail themadvea of the fort of Bukker, 
the dtadd of their ally the Hear of Kheirpore, only during aotnal war and periode 
of preparing for war like the preaent.

Hassel Ben Bntdia Khan, Subadar in the emidoy of the Oovemoe of the fort 
and town of Kurraohee, and the late Commandant of the fort on thi point at the 
entianoe of the harbour, has been this third day of February one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-nine sent oii>boaid Her Biitannio Majesty’s Ship WeBedep 
by the said Qovenior (Khyer Mahomed) with full powers to treat with the British 
authorities for the surrender of the said fort and town of Kurraohee, aeoompanisd 
by Bynah Khan, in the servioe of Meer Koor Mahomed, who had been sent for the 
same purpose by Ali Rakhi to treat on the part of the civil government of the town. 

It is, therefore, this day agreed by the said Hassel Ben Butoha Khan and Syneh 
Khan, in the name of the aaid two Govemom on the one part and His KioeDeney 
Rear Admiral ffir FMeriok Lewis Msithad, b.o.b., Oommander^in-Ghief of 
Her Britannio Majesty’s navel lofoes la the Bast ladies, sad Brigadier Thomas 
Valiaat, K.n., Commeadhtg the British reserve IHIItaiy loioe in fimdh, in the 
name sad on behalf of the Honourable Bast India Company, on the other part. 


AmnoLB 1. 

That the full possession of the fort and town of Kunaohee shaO be this day 
given up by the aforesaid Governor to the Britisb fofoss. 
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AbtzoliS. 

Tint the Brituh lend loioes under the oommend of tbe aeid Brigadier Valiant 
•hall thii day, or ai aoon after aa the Brigadier may deem it oonrenient, he allowed 
to enoamp near the town, and that muh boats ahall be supplied by the native gov- 
ernment as may be required by the British army upon payment of the usual boat 
hire for them, as also such oamels and other means of conveyance as may be here- 
after necessary, upon the like terns ; as well as that all Id^ of provisions and 
other si^plies ahali be furnished for the use of the said British forces as they 
may stand in need of and require, the same being paid lor at the usual rates <d. 
the oonntiy. 

In consequence of the fulfilment of these terms, the British officers before 
mentioned agree, in the name of the Honourable Bast India Company, that the 
persons and property of all the inhabitants of the fort and town of Kurrachee 
shall be held sacred, and that they shall be at liberty to carry on theu busineas 
as heretofore ; that their trading vesaela shaD be allowed to enter the port» and 
trade as usual without the slightest interruption ; and further that the civil govern* 
ment of Kurraol^ shall be carried on by the authorities of the place. 

In witness Whereof we have, this third day of February one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-nine set our hands hereunto, on board Her Britannio Hajesty's 
Ship Welkiky, o0 Kunaohee.

Meer Meer Mahomed Khan, and Meer 
Sobdar Khan. 

Arholb 2. 

A British force shall be maintained in Sindh and stationed at Tatta, or such 
other place westward of the river Indus os the Governor-General of India may 
select. The Governor-General will decide upon the strength of this force, whioh 
it is not intended shall exceed 5,000 fighting men. 

Articlb 3. 

Meer Noor Mahomed Khan, Meer Nussecr Mahomed Khan, and Meer Meer 
Mahomed Khan bind themselvm to pay severally the sum of one lakh of Rupees, 
being three lakhs of Rupees altoj^e^er of the Company’s currency, or of that called 
Bakktoo, or Timooree, in part parent of the expense of the Brirish force every 
year. Meer Sobdar Khan is exempted from all contribution to the expense of this 
force. 

Artioue 4. 

The British Government takes upon itself the protection of the territories now 
possessed by the Ameers of Hyderabad from all foreign aggression. 

Artioui 5. 

The four Ameers, party to this Treaty, shall remain abaolute rulers in their 
respective principalities; and the jurisdiction of the British Government shall 
not be inti^uoed into their territories. The officers of the British Government 
will not listen to or encourage complaints against the Ameers from their subjects. 

Artiolr 6. 

The four Ameers, being confirmed in their present possessions by the preoed- 
ing Axtiole, will refer to the Berident in Sindh any complaint of aggieasioB whioh 
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m of iskwa may havo to nako againat a&olber ; and the Baridant^ with tha aano- 
tioii of tha Qovamor-Ganaial, will andaaronr to madiata batwaan tham and aettle 
thatr diffaianoea. 

AnnoLiT. 

In oaaa of aggiaaaioiia by tha anb jaots of ona Amaar on tha tarcitoriao of another,

The Ameers of Sindh will act in subordinate co-operation with the British 
Government for purposes of defence, and shall famish for the service of the British 
Government a body of 3,000 troops, horse and foot, whenever required ; these 
troops, when employed with the British forces, will be under tha orders and control 
of the commanding officer of the British forces. The Sindh contingent troops, 
if employed under British officers beyond the Sindh frontier, will ba paid by tha 
Britiah Government. 

Abtioli 10. 

The Bakkroo or Timooiee Rupee current in Sindh and the Honourable Com- 
pany’s Rupee being of equal value, the currency of the latter coin shall be ad- 
mitted in the Sindh territories.. If the officers of the Bittuh Government es- 
tablish a mint within the territories of the Ameers, parties to this Treaty, and 
there coin the Bakkroo or TimoMee Rupee, the Ameers shall be entitled, after 
the dose of the present militaiy operatioof in Aljghanistan, to a seigniorage on 
the coinage acoording to the customs of the countfy.

The provisions of this Treaty agreed upon by the Governor-General of India 
on the one part, and the Ameers Meer Noor Mahomed Khan, Meer Nusseer Mahomed 
Khan, Meer Meer Mahomed Khan, and Meer Sobdar Khan on the other part, shall 
be binding for ever on all succeeding govemmouts of India, and on the heirs and 
BUooessoiB of the said Ameers in perpetuity ; all former Treaties between the con- 
tracting parties not rescinded by the provisions of this engagement remaining 
in, force. 

This Treaty, consisting of fourteen Articles, having been signed in quadrupli- 
cate by the Right Honourable George Lord Auckland, O.O.B., Governor-General, 
of India, at Bussee, on the 1 Ith day of March 1839, one of them four documents 
will be separately granted, through Colonel H. Pottinger, Resident, Hyderabad, 
the negotiator of the Treaties, to each of the four Ameers on his delivering a counter- 
part engagement, under his seal and signature, to the British Resident in Sindh, 
Colonel H. Pottinger.

Whereas Treaties of amity and friendship have been concluded between the 
Honourable Bast India Company and the Ameers of Hyderabad, a sepante Treaty 
on the same principle is now entered into between that power and His Highness

the Uuide that may be leqnired for the pncpoiee of the Bohri-Hyderabad Bail- 
way» sndndiiig stations and qpt-honses and any additional lands that may here- 
after be required 6ofitf fide for sueh purposes to be occupied and administered by 
that QoTemment for ^e term of their occupation for the purposes of the Rail- 
way, together with full dvil and criminal jurisdiction thereon. 

2. My letter No. 680, dated the 5th October 1896, on this very subject may 
now be considered as cancelled.

Whereas the British Government have constructed a canal, called the Jamrao 
Canal, issuing from the Bastem Nara Biver, and the head-works and some por- 
tions of the Jamrao Canal and some of the training embankments of tbe pre- 
viously existing Bastem Nam system of canals have been constructed within 
the IWts of the territory of His Highness the Anur of Khairpur, with the con- 
sent of His Highness the late Sir Xii Murad Khan, Talpur, Q.C J.B.. Mir of Khair- 
pur, and whereas the British Government desire to be possessed in full sovereign- 
ty of such lands as are required for the completion and proper management of 
the Jamrao and Eastern Nam systems of canals, and whereas His Highness tbe 
Mir of Khairpur has expressed a desire for a settlement of disputes as to the allu- 
vial accretions on the western boundary of the Khairpur State caused by changes 
in the course of the Biver Indus, H. B. M. James, Bsq., C.S.I., I.G.S., the Com- 
missioner in Sind, being duly authorised thereto on the part of the British Govern- 
ment and His Highness Mir Sir Fais Muhammad Khan, Talpur, G.C.I.B., Mir 
of Khairpur, for himself and his successors, hereby agree as follows 

1. His Highneas the Mir agrees to transfer in full sovereignty to the British 
Government the triangular portion of territory shown on the acoompanying plan* 
(marked A) of about 154 square miles in area, which is bounded as follows, and 
has been demarcated by boundary pQlars * 

On the north, by Rajajo and Jamalahon-jo-Komb* 

On the west and soutii, by British territory. 


Not lepmCcosd* 
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On the enifc by n line drawn from Jamalahon-jo-Komb to Bhalangwari, fol- 
lowing the left bank of the River Kara, and enbloiing all the oieeka and 
boge and dhande abutting on or adjoining the River Naia. 

2. Hie Highness the Mir agrees that he will not eonstmet any new canal out 
of the Bastem Nara River or obstruct its water or divert it, without the consent 
of the British Government. 

3. The British Government agrees to recognise the centre of the deep stream 
of the River Indus as it flowed in the month of March 1900, which is deliiieated 
on the accompanying plan ^(maTked B) as the permanent boundary between the 
ILhairpur State and t.be British district of Shikarpur, and to abandon its claim 
on such of the alluvial deposits, forests and other territory at present on the left 
bank of the said deep stream of the Indus and on the frontage of or adjacent to 
His Highness’s territory, as are at present in the oocupation and possession of 
the British Government. 

Similarly, His Highness the Mir abandons all claim to the alluvial deposits 
and other territory in his occupation and possession on the right bank of the deep 
stream as aforesaid. 

The boundary hereby agreed to, together with the prolongation of the land 
boundary between the north of Khairpur and the Rohri Division of the Shikarpur 
District as delineated in sheet 21 of the plan* marked B, and the prolongation 
of the land boundary between the south of Khairpur and the Naushahro Division 
of the Hyderabad District as delineated in sheet 1 of the plan* marked B, shall 
together be called the rectifled boundary. 

4. To prevent disputes in future, the British Government and His Eigbneie 
the Mir of Khairpur agree that the boundary marks, erected by the Survey of 
India Department for the purpose on each bank of the River Indus, shall be main- 
tained in good order by the British Government and His Highness, respectively, 
so that the rectified boundary of the two States can be calculated and ascertained 
at any time by reference to those marks. 

5. All disputes between aamindars. or other persons as to the position of newly 
formed alluvial land with reference to the rectified boundary arising subsequent 
to this agreement coming into force shall be settled in such manner as shall be 
agreed upon by the Commissioner in Sind and His Highness the Mir of Khairpur 
from time to time. 

6. The British Government shall have access to the River Indus or to any 
of its channels or dhands forming part of the river, whether within the territories 
of His Highness the Mir of Khairpur or not, and authority to undertake any work 
such as the excavation of a channel or the construction of a bund or sluice that 
may be deemed necessary on its right bank for irrigating or protecting British 
territory, any private rights over lands in the Khairpur State between the recti- 
fied boundary and the River Indus or its cbannris or dhands aforesaid as exist- 
ing from time to time notwithstanding. And similaily His Highness ths Mir 
of Khairpur shall have access to the river, and authority to undertake aiiy such

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work deemed by him to be necessary for irrigating Khairpar tenitoiy on tbr 
left bank. 

Provided that the British Government and His Highness the Ifir shall, res- 
pectively, pay compensation t^ the other contracting party for any land required 
for such work, calculated according to the provisions or s{)irit of Act I of 1894, 
if such land be iiernianent or highland, but not if snch la^ be new allnvial de- 
posit not yet brought nnder cultivation. Provided, also, that nothing In this 
article shall prevent either the British Government or His Highness the Mir from 
settling the compensation amicably direct with the occupant of the land. required 

7. His Highness the Mir agrees that the Executive Engineer in charge of the 
River Indus, or any officer duly appointed by the Britidi Government in this 
behalf, may clear any of the channels of the River Indus, remove snags or obs- 
tructions, make soundings or observations, and generally carry out the duties 
imposed on him through«>!it the whole of the river, whether on the British of 
Khairpur side of the rectified boundary. 

8. His Highness the Mir agrees to remove, as far as possible, tiees from such 
parti of the forests on the bank of the river in his territory as are being eroded, 
with a view to preventing such trees falling into the Indus and becoming an obs- 
truction. 

9« And whereas large areas, which for many years past have been in the pos- 
session of zamindars and others holding under the British Government on the 
oast of the rectified boundary, will under this agreement become a portion of the 
Khaifpiir State, and it is necessary that the rights and privileges of the owners 
should be defined and guarded, His Highness the Mir hereby consents to, and 
promises for himself and his heirs and successors for ever to abide by, the fol- 
lowing provisions in respect of all lands heretofore in the possession of the British 
Government and now transferred to the Khair)>ur State 

(a) The present boundaries such lands shall be maintained, ».e., the bound- 
aries which now separate the said lands &om the Khairpur State and from each 
other. The lands within the said boundaries shall remain in the possession of 
the present holders and their heirs nnd assigns, and shall not be resumed by the 
State for any purpose whatsoever, except as hereinafter provided. Nor shall 
uncultivated lands within the said boundaries be given to any person except to 
those, their heirs and assigns who now hold cultivated lands within the said bound- 
aries. Provided that, in the event of any person or persons so holding land wil- 
fully neglecting to cultivate the same, or u> duly extend the area of his or their 
Aultivation, His Highness may, after giving due notice in writing, which shall 
allow at least two clear months before the next season for ** tabi ’* cultivation, 
resume such land as may be so left unculttvated in the ensuing ** rabi ** season. 
The aforesaid notio 3 shall be served through the Politioil Agent, who will obtain 
and forwanl to His Highness the explanation of the individual concerned. His 
Highness will intimate his final decision through the Political Agent.

(f) Zamindars and others holding lands, and their cultivators, shall have such 
privileges of free fuel and grazing in those lands as they now have under the British 
Government. 

(ff) The British rules of alluvion and diluvion shall apply to accretions to the 
holdings of zamindars and others. 

(A) Remissions of assessment shall be granted in accordance with the 
rules in force in British territory on .accouTit of drought, floods and other 
calamities. 

(/) The privileges hitherto enjoyed of cutting fuel and grazing cattle on paj’- 
ment of shall be allowed in forests transferred to the Rhairpur State on the 
same principlea as in British territory. 

(j) The same privilege as has been mcoribHl by His Highness's proclama- 
tion to all the cultivators of the Khairpiir State of killing wild pigs that injure 
crops shall be exteuded to the cultivators in the lands transferred to the Khair- 
pur State. 

(1) Forced labour of any sort or kind shall not be exacted from any person 
holding land in, or being tenants of those bolding land in, or, as such, residing 
in, the lands transferred to the Khairpur State. But His Highness the Mir w'ill 
be entitled to require such assistance or services as aie now rendered to British 
officials. 

(/) No import, export, or any other kind of duty whatsoever shall be exacted 
on any Innd of agricultural produce raised in the lands now transferred to the 
Khairpur State other than any town dues or similar import duty, duly authorised, 
on produce imported into a municipal town.

Whereas His Highness Mir Imam Bukhsh Khan of Khairpor maintains a force 
of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co-operating, if need be, in the de- 
fence of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service Troops of the Khairpur 
State, when associated with Troops of the British Army, should be under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the combined forces, and subject to the like 
discipline and control as the Officers and Soldiers of His Majesty's Indian Army, 
and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a Bri- 
tish Officer should be appointed to command any cor{>8 of Imperial Service Troo^M, 
though British Officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the shid 
tro€|w. 

It is hereby agreed between the Govemor-General of India of the one part 
and His Highness Mir Imam Buksh Khan of Khairpur of the other, as follows, 
namely 

1. Wbenevor the said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall be attacherl to the command and iindtT the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent or Force in which they 
are employed, and such officer shall, by virtue of this agreement, be authorised 
to administer in respect to the said troops, so serving, the military laws and regu- 
lations to which they are subject under the laws of the said State, and for that 
purpose end for the due preservation of discipline among the same, to convene 
all such courts, and to issue all suc^rders, and to pass all such judgments and 
sentences and generally to exercise all such authority as may be lawfully conven- 
ed, imued, passed and exercised by the authorities of the Khairpur State, when 
the said troops are serving within the territorial limits of the said State : Provided 
always that the execution of every sentence so passed in British territory shall 
be carried out under the orders of His Highness the Mir of Khairpur or 
of some person to whom the requisite authority has been delcgat^ by 
him. 

2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the mainteniuce of discipline among them when serving along w4h His 
Majesty^ forces, the said His Highnte Mir Imam Bukhsh Khan of Khairpur 
Bas embodied in the disciplinary law of his State, applicable to the said Imperial 
Service Troops when employed on active service, either within or without British 
India the provisions, mulatis mnlandia of the Indian Articles of War for the time 
being in force. The duo application and enforcement of the said provisions in 
rsspeot M the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid shall be earned out under the

1. SVSAT. 

The first establishment of the English at Surat, which was then in^ 
eluded in the Suba of Ahmedabad^ took place in 1611. A fleet, which 
was despatched fi'om England in that year to establish commercial inter- 
course with the western coast of India, wus victorious in u seiies of 
actions with a powerful Portuguese fleet : and this so raised the reputa- 
tion of the English as to accelerate the coiifliinution of a Treaty (No. I) 
with the Governor of Ahmedabad in Itll'^^. This Treaty was confirmed 
in 1613 by a fai*man from Delhi grunting ]>ermission for the establish- 
ment of factories at Surat, Catnbuy, Ahmedabad and Gogha, with 
certain commercial privileges. This wus tJie first settlement effected 
by the English oil the coast of India. Surat w^us made the chief seat of 
the Company’s trade in 1629 and continued to be so till 1687, when it 
was transferred to Bombay. In 1614 King James 1 of England sent a 
letter to the Emperor of Delhi by the hand of Sir Thomas Roe. The 
result was a farman from the Emperor of Delhi granting the English 
complete freedom to trade in his dominions (No. II). 

No political influence appears to have been ucquiied at Suiat till 
1664, when the town was first attackeii and partially plundered by 
Shivaji* The gallant defence made by the English procured for them 
in 1667 a new Farman (No. Ill) from Aurangseb, reducing the customs 
duties and securing th* unmolested transit of their goods. Owing to 
hostilities with Aurangsseb, however, the factory at Surat was seised in 
1687, but was eventually restored. In 1712, in consequence of the 
exactions of the Governor, the English withdrew from Surat; but in 
1716 a new Charter was obtained, mainly through the influence of Mr. 
Hamilton, the Surgeon at the Court of Delhi. From that time the 
English continued to trade quietly at Surat for some years. 

In 1746 Teg Bakht Khan, the Governor of Surat, died, and was suc- 
ceeded by Safdar Khan, who placed his son Wakhar Khan in charge of 
the castle which, under the Moghids, had always been a separate com- 
mand from the civil administration of the town. But an adventurer 
named Mian Achan or Mai-ud-din, who had married the daughter of 
Teg Bakht Khan, with the support of the inhabitants of the town expel- 
led Wakhar from the fort. By the assistance of the English and 
of Damaji Gaekwar, to whom he gave up one-fourth of the revenues of 
Surat, he also succeeded in expelling Safdar Khan from the civil gov- 
ernment of the town, in which he continued to rule till 1751, when he 
was himself expelled by Safdar Khan and Wakhar Khan. In the pro- 
secution of the contest, Wakhar Khan obtained the help of Damaji 
Oaekwar on the promise of half the revenues of Surat; but, when his 
rsitoration was aooomplished, objections were raised to so large a 
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payment; and it was finally settled that the Gaekwar should teceiTe otiO> 
thirds which he afterwards shared eqaally* with the Peshwa. 

During these dissensions the castle fell into the hands of Sidi Masud 
of Jaujira and Bajpur. Tl^s Knglish factory was in great danger when.

Quarrels soon broke out between Safdar Khan and the Sidi, and in 
1757 Safdar Khan opened negotiations with the English to put them in 
possession of the fleet on condition of their expelling the Sidi from the 
fort; but the offer was not accepted. Safdar Khan died in 1768, and 
Sidi Ahmad, who had succeeded his father Sidi Masud in the government 
of the castle, made himself the enemy of the English by his close alliance 
with the Dutch and the piracies which he committed. He was so 
detested by the people of Surat that they offered to make over to the 
English the command of the fleet and the castle, with funds for their 
support, if they would expel the Sidi. A Treaty (No. VI) was accord- 
ingly concluded in 1768 with Fans Khan, in which it was agreed that 
he should be put in possession of the government of the town, the 
English taking the government of the castle and continuing to enjoy all 
their commercial privileges; but the fear of provoking the Mahrattas, 
who at this time were supposed to have designs on Surat, prevented 
this enterprise from being carried out. 

In 1769, at the invitation of the people who were tried of bad govern- 
ment and afraid of the interference of the Mahrattas, a force from 
Bombay, under Captain Maitland, successfully bombarded the town ; and 
a Treaty (No. VIT) was. concluded with Mian Achan confinning that 
made in the previous year with Faris Khan, who was appointed Mian 
Achan*s Deputy at Surat, an office which was abolished in 1777. These 
engagements were conffnned by the Emperor of Delhi in the same year. 

From the time when they obtained possession of the castle of Surat 
and the command of the fleet, the power of the British Qovemment nt 
Surat greatly increased. They were in fact the rulers of the countrv, 
while the Nawab became merely a titular Chief with the government 
of the town. In February 17G8 Nawab Mian Achan died. There were 
four competitors for the succession; Mir Eutb-ud-din, his eldest son; 
Faris Xhan, the Deputy; All Nawai Khan; and Nur-ud-din Ali Khan. 
The British (Government declared in favour of Kutb-ud-din, who was 
installed in April 1768. He died in 1790 : and it was then proposed to 
obtain from the Emperor of Delhi a sanad investing the British Govern^ 
ment with the sole administration of Surat, so as to remove the incnn* 
veniepce of a double government. But the Governor-General in Council 
thought it inexpedient to do this, because the Nawab’s eldest son, Nisam- 
ud-din Khan, had a claim to the office of Nawab by right of inheritan(*e. 
and the Emperor was then a puppet in the hands of Scindia. Applica- 
tion was made to the Emperor for a sanad of investiture in favour of 
Niiam-ud-dm Khan, who paid a nasar of Rs. 20.000. No sanad, how- 
evar, was tuniiahed] and in 1792 Ni«am*ud-din Khan was installed by 
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order of the British OoTernment. The Nawab afterwards declined to 
i-eceiTe a sanad from Delhi, and expressed his desire to be solely depen- 
dent on the British. In 179S neproiiatioiis were hefttin for a treaty with 
the Nawab, under which lie was lo pay a lakh of nipees a fear towards 
the expenses of the maiin^enieiit of the rastle and town of Surat; but 
in 1799, before the agreement was brought to a final conclusion, Nisam- 
ud-din died. 

The succession of his brother Nnsir-ud-din was recognised in )800 on 
his signing a Treaty (No. IX) vesting the entire ndminiateation of the 
rity and its revenues in the hands of the British (Gtovemm^lit^ who were 
to pay him Bs. 1,00,000 venrly, and one-fifth of the annual revenues 
after deducting all charges and expenses of collection. In lieu of this 
variable allowance, the Nawab in 1818 agreed. (No. XII) to accept , a 
fixed provision of Rs. 1,50,000. Nasir-ud-din died in 1^1, and was 
succeeded by his son, Mir Afsal-ud-din, on whose death without male 
issue, in August 1842, the titular dignity and office became extinct. A 
pension of Bs. 52,800 a year was settled on his two grand-daughters and 
his son-in-law Jafar Ali Khan. In 1857 this was increased to Bs. 
1,00,000, to be continued till the death of the surviviar of the three 
grantees. Jafar Ali Khan died in 1863, and one grand-daughter, Bahini- 
ul-Nissa in 1886. Her share (Bs. 50.000) was paid into a fund for tlie 
benefit of the family affer the lapse of the whole pension, the other half 
lieing paid to the surviving grand-dnughter, Zia-ul-Nissa. In 1890 an 
advance of Bs. 3,50,000 was made to her for pajment of her debts, and a 
portion of her pension (Bs. 32,992-15-0) was permanently set aside 
towards repaymeot of this advance ; hut, after the amount advanced had 
been fully recovered, the pension was restored in full. Zia-ul-Nissa 
died on the 27th May lOllKwhen the pension of B.s. 1,00,000 lapsed to 
Government: and the Trust Fund was closed with effect from the 17th 
March 1916. Sardar Mir MuKaffar Hussein Khan was recognised as 
the male representative of the family of the branch of Bahim-ul-Nissa, 
and Mir Masud Alam Khan as that of the branch of Zia-ul-Nissa. Each 
was granted a monthly pension of Bs. 2,574-1-8 under certain conditions. 

2. Bhoach. 

Broach was conquered hy the Mahrattas from the Muhammadans in 
1685, from which time the Nawabs of Broach continued to hold their 
terri^ries as subordinates of the Peshwa. In consequence of certain 
diaims against the Nawab of Broach, which were due by right of 
sovereignty to the Government of Sunvt, the Bombay Government 
ordered, and sulisequently countermanded, an expedition against Broach. 
But the local authorities at Surnt persisted and sent a force in 1771 to 
enforce the demand. The expedition failed, and preparations vfore 
being made to renew it when the Nawab come to Bombay, and a. Treaty 
(No, VIII) was concluded with him on the 30t1i November 1771. The 
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twins giysn to the Nawab i^ara not so liberal as he expected, and on his 
return to Broach he proceeded to treat with great disrespect the idiief of 
the facitorj there, who was in consequence directed to withdraw to Surat. 
In the following year the expedition was carried out, and Broach was 
taken on the 18& November 1772. The.riglit of the British Government 
to Broach was recognised by the Treaty of Purandhar* and subsequently 
by the Treaty of Salbai,t but the town and district were ceded) to 
Scindia in 1783, in consideration of his services in negotiating that 
treaty. 

In the Mahratta war of 1803 Broach was again taken by a British 
force and it was finally ceded to the British Government by article 3 of 
the Treaty of Sarji Anjangaon. The descendants of the last Nawab of 
Broach enjoy her^itary pensions from the British Government. 

3. Mandvi. 

The early history of this State furnishes a remarkable example of the 
manner in which the Mahrattas dealt with questions of succession to 
dependent ‘Chief ships. If there is no instance in which the Peshwa 
withheld his sanction to succession by adoption, there is also none in 
which he permitted it without subjecting the State to a heavy fine, which 
was also not infrequently exacted in f:ases of direct Bureession. 

The State of Mandvi was founded by a Bhil Chieftain whose succesinrs 
gradually acquired sufficient power to raise themselves to the rank of 
petty sovereigns. In 1730 the luling Chief, Diirjan Singh, was deprived 
of his possessions by Dainaji llao Gaekwar ; but about twenty years after- 
wards he was restored by the Peshwa in return for miliary services 
rendered against the Portuguese at Bassein. Durjan Singh died in 1771, 
and was succeeded by his cousin, Bhagwan Singh, who was required to 
pay a nasarana of Bs. 1,00,000 to the Peshwa. His distant relative, 
Guman Singh, who succeeded to the State in 1776, was subjected to a 
payment of Be. 1,50,000; and in 1786, on the death of Gnman Singh 
without issue, and on the succession of Nahar Singh, also called Durjan 
Singh, a naiarana of Bs. 60,000 was levied by the Peshwa. 

By the Treaty of BasseinJI the State of Mandvi, erroneously called 
Nundary, came under the British Government and was subjected to a 
tribute of Bs. 65,000. For seven years, however, the Baja evaded pay- 
ment of the tribute; and in 1809 the British Govern inent were on the 
point of reducing their .demand to Bs. 25,000, when an insurrection 
broke out in the country. This rising was headed by a fanatical Musal- 
man named Abdur Bahman, who seised the fort c)f Mandvi from which 
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the Baja murdered the Baja’s minister, and committed depreda^ 
tions in the surrounding country, threatening to carry fire and sword 
into the British districts if the English officers did not embrace the 
Muhammadan faith. The Baja threw himself on the protection of the 
British Ooremment, to whoin he engaged in January 1810 (No. X) to 
pay the expenses of military aid and six annas in every rupee of revenue 
annually. With the aid of a British force the Baja was reinstated; 
after which, in lieu of a share of the revenues, he agreed in March 1810 
(No. XI) to pay an ununal tribute of Rs. 00,000. In consideration of 
the exhausted state of the country, the Raja was neither required to 
pay the cost of the expedition, amounting to Rs. 20,000, nor his arrears 
of tribute, which had risen te upwards of Rs. 4,50,000. 

Durjan Singh died without male issue in 1814, and was succeeded by 
his cousin, Hamir Singh, from whom the British Government demanded 
no nasarana. Hamir Singh fell into the hands of evil advisers who 
instigated him to hostilities with the British Government, their inten* 
tion being to put the countiy under the Peshwa, with whom the British 
Government were then at war. The overthrmff of Baji Bao, however, 
and the approach of a British force to Mandvi with the view of /annexing 
the country, brought the Raja to reason; and in May 1818 he signed an 
Agreement (No. XlII) to dismiss his advisers and to make uo change in 
the administration of his affairs without the knowledge and consent of 
the British Government. 

In 1834 Ilaiuir Singh was succeeded hy liis son, Waje Singh, who 
was killed in 1838 hy an explosion of fire-works. Hi.H posthiimouH sun, 
whose succession was recognised, died in December 1839, and the direct 
line of succession became, extinct. The nearest claimant was forty-two 
degrees removed from the coiumou ancestor of the family and was more- 
over imbecile. The State ^s therefore treated as an escheat and 
annexed to the British dominions. 

4. Satjaa. 

After Sahuji, the grandson of Shivaji, had been released from cap- 
tivity and had recovered his rights* as head of the Mahratta power, he 
left the control of hie efiaire entirely in the hands of his Minister 
Balaji Yiewanath. Before his death he adopted Bam Raja, a grandson 
of his aunt Tara Bai of Kolhapur, a younger branch of Shivaji’s family, 
and gave the Peshwa a deed bestowing on him the entire control of the 
Mahratta confederacy on condition of his maintaining the dignity of the 
house of Shivaji in the person of Ram Baja and his deecendants. From 
that time the Rajas of Satara remained either puppets or prisoners of 
fhe Pesiwa until the overthrow of the Peshwa’s power in 1817. After 
the oonolusion of the Treaty of 1766 with the Peshwa,* a commercial 

Tre a^ (No. V) was concluded in 1767 with Ram Baja, 

a Bee The Peshwa, Yol. YU. 
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At the oommenoemaiit of tilie war of 1817 Pratap Singli was Baja of 
Satara. He had succeeded his father, the second Sahuji, the adopted 
son and successor of Bam Baja. Pratap Singh was kept a close prisoner 
1^ the Peshwa Baji Bao, who had given orders that the Baja and his 
family should be put to death rather than allowed to fall into the hands 
of the British. In the proclamation issued by Mr. Elphinstone on the 
llih February 1818,* the intention was declared of placing the Baja 
of Satara at the head of a separate State of such extent as might maintain 
him and his family in comfort and dignity. Pratap Singh was rescued 
after the battle of Ashti on the 20th February 1819 ; and on the 25th 
September a Treaty (No. XIV) was concluded with him defining the 
limits of his State, and the conditions on which he was to hold it. Undei 
the 6th article of the treaty the administration of the State was retained 
by the British Government till 1822, when it was made over to the 
Baja;* but he was bound to attend at all times .to the advice which the 
British Government might give him for the good of his State and the 
maintenanoe of general tranquillity. 

In 1829 the Baja ceded (No. XVII) lands in the Mahableshwar hills 
for the establishment of a sanitarium, together with an uninterrupted 
line of coirimuni<;atioii to the British teiTitories, in exchange for the 
village of Khandala, whicli liad been resnmed by the British Govern- 
ment from Scindia, and which, being situated within the limits of the 
Satara State, would have formed a portion of the territory made over 
to the Raja but for its having been held by Scindia at the time when the 
Satara State was created. 

In 1839 Pnitap Singh was deposed. He had committed many serious 
violations of his treaty engagements, more particularly of the 5th article 
of the Treaty of 1819, in having during a series of years held improper 
communications with the Goa authorities; in having held clandestine 
intercourse with Appu Sahib, the ex-Raja of Nagpur*; and in having 
tampered with the native officers of the 23rd regiment of Bombay Native 
Infantry. The British Government, however, offered to forgive all his 
past offences on his subscribing to certain oonditionst to be appended to

7fnf.— nat Yonr Hlghnssi now Unde yourself strietly and in good faith to aet 
up tttmtty to all the ArMeeof the Treaty of jUia SSthfie^mber 1819, and espe* 
dal& iolhe find Article of that Treaty, which is as followi:- 

^^Tlm Bnfa lor Umialf and hie heirs end s n eossso r s enmas to hold the terri- 
tory in siibordinate oo-operation with the British Garemnifnt^and to 
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the Treaty of 1819. This he refused to do; and he was therefore reiOAred 
to Benares, where he was allowed a pension of Bs. 10,000 a month. He 
died at Benares in 1847 leaving no male issue, but having, it is said, 
adopted his first cousin, ^ala Sidiib Senapati, a few years before his 
death. ^ 

On the deposition of Pratap Singh in 1839 his brother, Shahuji or 
Appa Sahib, was placed in power, and a new Treaty (No. XVIIi) was 
concluded with him. Soon after his accession Shahuji prohibited the 
practice of aoH and abolished all transit duties in his State. He died 
on the 6th April 1848, after adopting a collateral relative, Venkaji Baje, 
descended from Shivaji, the founder of the Mahratta empire. But 
Government refused to recognise the adoption, and decided that the 
Satara territory had, by failure of heirs, lapsed to the power that bestow- 
ed it. The lUnis remonstrated agaivnt the resumption of the State, 
and refused the provision offered to them ; but eventually acquiesced in 
the arrangements made, receiving for themselves and their adopted son 
their lands and the private property left by the Raja, together with a 
liberal allowance from the British Government for life. Venkaji Baje 
died in 1864, and in the following year the eldest and the only surviving 
Rani was granted permission to adopt a son, Raja Ram, on the under- 
standing that he would only succeed to her private property, personal 
and real. The Rani died in 1874, when half her pension, amounting to

This gnerantee is to be binding on 
Tour HiKihaess and all oomplainta against them ere to he referred to the Resident. 
Shonid it appear necessary hereafter to the Britiah Government to add' the nemee 
of any other persons to mis list, the aame guarantee is to he extended to them, 
and it is tn he acted upon in good faith by Tonr Highnem in any manner that may 
b" pointed out by the Britidi Government; all complaints against these pereons are 
also to be referred to the Britidi Reddent for bis adlnstment. 

The above are the terms to be agreed to by Tour Highness, and these oohidttiona 
are to be ooiuidered as supplemental to the Treaty of the fiffth Beptember 1819, and 
to be signed* end sealed as such by Your Highness; and while it is ennounoed to 
Tour iSihhness that Aere can be no modification in these terms, as Tour Hi|^ness’ 
fiinceiw well-wisher, tne British Govemment offers them in the confidence that Tonr 
Highness’ penetration will recognise their moderation, and the expediency of a 
prompt aoquieeoence. It is confidently expected also that the demency of tiw 
Britidi Goremment in preserving your Btste [Raf) will be dnly ajn»remated by 
Tour Highness, as it cannot fail to be by the general vdea of this oountir, and 
induce Tour Bighpeni for the future scrupuloody to maintain tha of 

frienjM^mid^tllhtuat confidenoe by acting up to the providons end priodples of 
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» film of Bn. 2,S00 o month, wmi ocmtmiMd to Bojo Bom for life, and 
it waa i& eontemplatiim to prorido him with a suitablo reiidonce. He 
was, howfTor, so extravagant in his ideas as to the style of residenoe 
appropriate to his dignity that the matter oonld not be settled. He was 
heatilj mvolved, and no praotioable seheme could be devised for a 
setUment of his debts. G^tuities to the amount of Bs. 8,615, and 
pensions amounting to Bs. 12,322 a year, were granted to the depen- 
dants of the Bani. 

Baja Bam, who was a first class Sardar of the Deooan, died in 1904. 
His pension was continued to his two* sons, Shivaji, alioi Anna Sahib, 
and Pratab Singh, dliai Bhau Sahib, for life on certain conditions, one 
of which was that the settlemeni of their debts should be left in the 
hands of the Agent for Sardars. In 1910 they were given Bs. 40,000 
for the purpose of enabling them to build a suitable residence and with 
this.mon^ they repaired the Adalatwada. Anna Saheb, who succeeded 
to Baja Barn's Sardarship, died without issue in 1914, and was succeed- 
ed his brother Pratap Singh aliat Bhau Sahib, who died on the 5th 
March 1925. On the 28th May 1925 his widow Tarabai Sahib adopted, 
with the consent of Oovemment, Chandraiien, son of Sakharam Bhonslo, 
giving him the name of Shahu alioi Bala Sahib : and the Government 
of India sanctioned the continuance of the pension of Bs. 2,500 a month 
to Pratab Singh's fhmily subject to g^ behaviour. During his 
minority, Sirdar Shahu's estate is managed by a Trust, created under 
the Indian Trust Act, 1882, consisting pf his adoptive mother Tarabai 
Sahib, the District Judge and two other members. He is a first class 
Sardar pi the Deocan. 


5. Kplaba. 

The filrst Angria, Kanhoji, was a servant of Shivaji, and gained a 
considerable principidity imdor him and his descendantsf. This territory 
was divided betpfeen his two* sons, Sahhoji and Sambhaji, the latter 
holding Savamdurg. The family weraisdtoripus pirates, and one of the 
earliest engagements^ which the B|riiish Ootornment made with the 
Peshwa had for its objeist tha suppressfath bf Hhe outrages which they 
committed at sea. the asoendraoy ths[ P«shwo, .Ti^ji the son 
of Sambhaji, was milled of bis p o sy s si p ns si|d in. prison. 
Sahhoji.dM in 1783 without nude isirae, and Itahpji, the eldest of 
Kanhoji's three illegitimate sons, admowledg^ the bupremaqy pf the 
Peshwa, by whom his son, Bsgbpjif 7^ invemd in the year 1766. On 
Baghuji's death in 1798 internal diidurbaaosB broke out, which led the 
Pe&wa to 0001 ^ the uimie territcnj. But in 1796 the State was ro- 
stered to Bnid^ojPi son, Manaji, who, however;'wns.at the instigatito of 
Scindia dpi^sod in 1799 Ity the Peshm Baji Bao in favour of 
Soindia's near relative Babu Bao. Bi^ Bao was succeeded 

■■ .■ t|9ss the Wiws, Yol m ^ 
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bj hit aepliew Stmbluiji ; blit tba P^ibwa iigfua Mt mUs ibis Hmm and 
Mto^fd tbe old lomily in tko penon of llanaji, grondaon of tbe Cbiol of 
tbo sai^ name wbo bad been deposed in 1799. Manaji died in 1917, 
and bis son^ Bagbuji, ^jsd not been inyested when bostilitiea bxobe 
out between tbe Britisb Gcwenunent and tbe Peshwa. Tbe pebuliar 
ooonection wbicb bad subsisted betwnen tbe principality of Angria and 
tfce Pesbwa rendered it necessary that a treaty should be oonduM with 
l^gbuji after the conclusion td tbe war, recognising tho rights wbidh 
be enjoyed, and embracing certain enebanges of territory to secure a 
well-ttefined boundaiy. Tbs Treaty (No. XYl) was oonclnded in 1822. 
It guaranteed tbe territory of Solai^ against external attack; prohibited 
the Chief from political intercourse with ether States; bound bam to 
subordination to tbe Britisb power; and defined generally his relations 
with tbe Britisb Ooyemment. Tbe ezobanges provided tor in artide 3 
of the treaty were not effected till 1827. 

Bagbuji Angria died in December 1838; but in Tannery 1839, 
however, a poetbumous son was bom, whose succession, under the name 
of Eanboji Angria, was recognised. Tbie boy died, on the 9tb April 
1840, and with him the direct and legitimate line of claimants to the 
CbieHainsbip became extinct. Tbe widows of Bagbuji Angrip wished 
to adopt a son, and tbe suooesaion was also claimed by Sambbaji Angria, 
grandson of Yesaji, tbe second illegitimate sen of. tbe first Eanboji; but, 
alter full ddibsration, both claims were rejected, and the twritory of 
Edaba was annexed to’tbe Britisb dominions. Life pensions amounting 
to Bs. 53,660 were settled on the different members of the Angria family* 

In 13M it was ruled that Bs. 7,200 out of the pension of Be* 10,OQP 
granted to Teshoda Bai, widow of Bagbuji Angria, should be regained 
as rep r e s enting the hereditary private estates of tbe last Chief, and 
ahonld be oontinued in perpetiuty to the rightful hein. Accordingly on 
reshoda Bai^s death in 18^ itpasaed.to her adopted wm, Manaji Bso; 
in 1897 to bis widow, Oajra Bai$ and on bar death in 1902 to Xaoaji 
Bao'a minor daughter Tiji Bai. & 

6. Tn NiFajixKiE. 

This Chief was one of the Southern Mahratta Jagirdara (les pege 247). 
.Sidoji Bao, with whom the Britiab Govemmant made an Engagement 
(No, XT) in 1820 similkr to that oondnded with the other ja^riUnSi 
died without heirs, and bis estate lapaad to Govemmant. 
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No. I.

ifes» Guards of Passes and the highways of the provinces and great cities afore- 
said, ahaH not give any moleitation or opposition to the aforesaid merchants 
on prstenoo of Rahadaiies' or other demands whatsoever, which are prohibited 
in ouf Court and High Palace ; and in case in any place the least part of their 
goods or merahandise be stolen, that in the recovery of them all strict search 
and enqnify bo made, and the thieves, together with the goods stolen, being ap- 
pcthanded^ the goods may be delivered to the owners and the thieves to punish- 
mmk In tUs affair let theni observe all extraordinary diligence towards our 
Court, and be very ofacmnspeol and cautious to abstain from the breaohhereof .

For this reason I, on the part of the people at Surat, am bound that in the 
space of one year I am happy to pay this sum to the Company. These few lines 
are written by way of bond.

A Rsprsskntation made to the Moobul by Me. John Sfbnosb, in behalf of 
the Hokourablb Etrausn Bast Indu Company. 

That by virtue of royal firmans of Your Majesty’s predecessors, the English 
hitherto enjoyed favour at Surat, and carried on their business in a reputable 
manner, till in these days that the Scidy, usurping an undue authority in the town, 
used it to the min of the city in general, the lives and properties of Your Majesty’s 
subjects being made light of by them, and they oven proceeded so far as to take 
away the lives of our people, in direct breach of Your Majesty’s firman ; and, 
in short, instead of being the protectors of the place, became the oppressors of 
it, to such a degree that the just orders of Your Majesty were no vrtiyB regarded 
in this city, by their means ; and things were come to this pass, that though, in 
consideration of the Tanka, the Scidy was to protect the bar, yet, so far was he 
from doing that, that for many months past a large fleet of Sancrajee Punt’s, 
Ballajee Rao’s Naib, entirely shut up the bar, as did a largo land force by land, 
to the infinite detriment of the place and inhabitants in general, without the 
Scidy’s interfering therein ; and there was the greatest reason to believe that, 
unless some speedy and vigorous measures had soon been pursued, Your Majesty’s 
famous city oi Surat, the only port of good Mussulmen to the tomb of your Pro- 
phet, would have been brought to shame. In such circumstances, the eyes of 
the whole town were cast on us, as the only persons of force sufficient to save 
the city from the calamities that it then felt, and was still further threatened 
with ; and in consequence of their solicitations to me, though our business in those 
parts of the world is only trade and inerchandire, and we are not desirous of tak- 
ing or governing cities or countries, yet as all the inhabitants of this place, great 
and small, were earnestly desirous of it, and I saw it was for the good of the place, 
I wrote to the Qeneial of Bombay on the subject, in such manner, that at an im- 
mense expense he sent hither, on our King’s ships, a great force of good and ex- 
petienoed men, with a large quantity of artilleiy and other warlike stores of all 
sorts, with which I have bad tho happiness to procure safety to the city and ease 
to the inhabitants, and have procured an entire currency to Your Majesty’s orders 
in the place ; and Your Majesty’s authority, by all ways in our power, will be 
preserved in the place as it used to be, and you wiO consider the English as de- 
siroos of reoeivuig you orders, such being the intention of the Governor of Bombay 
and myself, whose whole power «vill be used to maintain the oastle that wo have 
posses^ otttsdves of for Yonr Majesty and to preserve the bar and sea open 
against all opposeis on you behalf ; for we shall not apply the Tanka you have

Article 1. 

Peace and friendship to subsist uninterrupted in future between the Honour- 
able Company and the Nawab of Baroacb, his heirs and successors. 

Artiole 2. 

All British subjects, or persons trading under the protection of the Honour- 
able Company's sealed passes and colours, jdiall pay no customs at Baroaoh, etc., 
places in the NawaVs oountiyi except such as the Honourable the President and 
Council shall impose, which tiiall be levied by such persons as they shall appoint 
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oil licjdouul of tliti Uouounible Oomiiaiiy ; uud tlio NuwhIi vitgagetf, for hiiusclf 
ftOd auooawon, thati uo («m, duties or exactions of any sort shall bit levied on 
the said trade by himself or them on any pretence whatever,

This 
protection j)Aper is granted you from the part of the Honourable Company, with 
their word as well as our word and honour, that we shell not fail in our friend- 
ship and assistance of force and ammunition upon oooesioii, for whieh piiipo«e 
this everlsstinig protection paper is given you. All the eomueibis ere bound 
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tlii.5 no diileiouce will bo either with yon or your childrao, and the friendehip 
ffhall be daily inoreaeed radre and more. Yon may, if yon ohooee, come to Bom- 
bay with yonr family. For yonr coming and going, an yieU ae for the peilorm- 
ance of all the conditions he^ above mentioned, thia agreement will serve you 
as a voucher, which we agree to i>erform with tlie Honourable Company’s word 
and honour. Should any merchants of Baroach or the persons under your pro- 
tection, choose to trade for Bombay, wo agree to their doing it freely, and paying 
the usual oustoms of this place, without hindrance on the part of the Honour- 
able Company.

Articles of Aqhbemsnt between the Hokoukabln East India Company and 
their successors and the Nawab Nuseer ood>deen Kman, etc., etc., and 
his heirs and successors, for the better Administration of the Government 
of the City of Surat and its Dependencies, oonoluded on the 13th May 
1800, or the 19th of Zilhuj 1214 of the Hegira. 

Whereas the Honourable the English East India Company have been subjected 
to a heavy expense for the protection of the city of Surat, and whereas the exist- 
ing qrstem of internal government in the said city has been found inadequate 
to the protection of the persona and property of the inhabitants ; and whereas 
the Bight HonoumbU the Earl of Mf»iimgton, Governor-General of the British 
poeseHioiis in In^, and the Nawab Nuseerooddeen, etc., are mutnally desirous 
of piovidiiig more eBaotually for the external defence of the city of Surat, and 
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lor the eeourity, ease, aod happineif of the inhabitanta, the following Artidee 
of Agreement are oonoloded on behalf of the Honourd[>le Bnglieh Oompany and 
their enooeaeon, by the l^onourable Jonathan Dunean, Governor of Bombay» 
veated with fall powen for that purpose by the said Governor-General on the 
one part, and by the Nawab Nuseero^deen, and hia heirs and auooesaora on the 
other part:— • 

ARLmn 1. 

The friendship subsisting between the Honourable hSuglish Company and 
the Nawab Nnsserooddeen Khan, etc., is hereby strengthened and oon^med, 
and the friends and the enemies of one shall be considered to be the friends and 
the enemies of the other. 

Artiolb 

The Nawab Nnseerooddeen agrees that the management and oolleotiou of 
the revenues of the city of Surat, and of the territories, places, and other depen- 
dencies thereof, the administration of civil and criminal justice, and generally 
the whole civil and military government of the said city and its dependencies, 
shall be vested for ever entirely and exclusively in the Honourable English Cem- 
pany. 

Artiolb 3. 

It is agreed that the Nawab shall be treated on all occasions with the same 
respeot and distinotion as his predecessors. 

Artxolb 4. 

The English Company agree to pay to the Nawab Nuseerooddeeu and his 
heirs, out of the revenues of Surat and its dependencies, in four equal quarterly 
payments, one lakh of Rupees anuuaUy, which shaD be considered to be the first 
charge payable from the said revenues. The Company also engage to pay to 
the said Nawab and his heirs, iiNddition to the above mentioned lakh of Rupees, 
a proportion of one-liftii of the annual revenues now arising, or which may herr- 
after arise, from the said city and its dependencies, after deducting the said lakli 
of Rupees, the sum*iiayable to the Mahrattas, and .the charges of collection. The 
residue of the revenues, after the foregoing reductions, shall bo at the disposal 
of the said Oom|)any. 

Articlb 5. 

In order that the Nawab ina> at al! times have full satisfaction in respect 
to the revenues of Burat and its depoudenci<w, he, the said Nawab, shall be at 
liberty to insiH»ct ell the accounts thereof from time to time, or to station a vakeel 
or accountant, at nis own expense, in all or in any of the offices of oolleotion, for 
the purpose oi taking and trausmittiug to Hie Bxoellenoy copies of sU or any 
of the accounts of the said revenue. 

Autiocb 6. 

«.k‘urU-idi^ be established lor the due administration, pf ctvjl and criminal ' 
justice^ which courts, agreeably to the s^pulotione In the 9tad Article, ahaU be 
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under tbe sole authority of the Bngliah East India Company. The said courte 
shall be composed of officers to be appointed by the Governor in Couudl of Bom- 
bay for the time being, and shall be conducted according to such Ordinances and 
Regulations (framed with a due regard to the existing laws and usages of the 
country) as shall, from time to time, be published by the said Governor in Council. 

Articlk 7. 

In complaints brought before the courts of justice, in which it shall appear, 
either by the application of the Nawab or the representation of tho defendant 
at or before tho time of giving in his or her answer, or by the petition of the com' 
plainant, that both parties are relations or servants of the Nawab it is agreed 
that such parties shall, in the first instance, be referred for justice to tho Nawab 
or to any person ho may appoint to dispense it. Any complaint against the rela- 
tions or immediate servants of tho Nawab by persons of a different description 
shall, in the first instance, be made to the chief Civil Servant at Surat, who shall 
refer it to the Nawab, who hereby engages to order an immtMliate investigation 
to be made, or, in case the patties should desire it, to order the dispute to bo re- 
ferred to a ])ropcr arbitration, the Nawab engaging to bring it to a direct issue, 
and to carry the sentence or award, if unfavourable to his relation or servant, 
into immediate execution,

Honourable (Company Bahadoor, write Mehta Netianundjee Sookhanundjee

Doorjunsingjee of Mandavee, and beg leave to represent that a Fakeer named 
Ubdul Raymaun, who resides at Bodhan village, has been breeding rebellion by 
exciting the fanaticism of tho Bfahomedaii religion, and assembling the Mussul* 
mans, Bbbrahs, etc., of all the surrounding pergunnahs and attempting to fort e 
the Brahmins to become Mahoinedaus ; ho has also erected the flag of Islam and 
taken {KNisession of Mandavee, and burned down our houses with those of the ryots 
and plundered to the amount of lakhs of rupees {<t>m the treasu^ of the Rajah, 
and also to the value of lakhs of rupees in money and jewels of the ryots. The 
Mahomedans have in fact usurped our country without justice, and those of their 
religion who were in our army have joined the fanatics, and the Rajah is kept 
under restriction. We therefore enter into an agreement of amity with you, aod 
request that you will be pleased to send a detaobmant from the army of the 
Honourable Oompaity to retake Mandavee and again establish our government 
there, and whatever charges may be incurred by sen^ng ^e detaohmeat sha!l be 
defrayed Ity ui» and repaid Ity ns to you on our retakiug possession theroGti and 
if wo fail to give a aattafaotoiy anawer for tho abovenieationed disburaemants, 
tho revanno of our tenitoiy ahall be anawerable for the demand. Beaides defrays 
mg the afoieaaid expenaea we assign to yon, ou aooouut of your troobla in tUs 
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Affair, from the produc^e of the Mandavee perguimah and thoee of Paidy, etc., 
CM., 5 villages, Ondeypoie, Kollnk, Baida, Patdy, and Sookns, and also of the 
produce of the jaghin villagjM, and from whatever territorial revenue we may 
possess we make over a share to the Honourable Company of six annas per rupee, 
the remaining ten annas belimging to the Rajah, and this division to remain in 
force for ever and ever. The Company Bahadoor, we trust, will take under theii 
proteotion our Wusarut, and maintain the Rajali in his government in future.

That your share of six annas, including what His Highness the Peishwa had, 
has been ceded to the Honourable Company in their books ; for these purposes we 
now fix sixty thousand rupees (60,000), which from the current Murgsal, in the 
manner in which Your Honod^,^ be pleased to settle the payments whereof by 
Idstbundy or instalments and conformity thereof, we shall pay that amount 
annually in the Broach or Pergunnah currency ; and this writing is true.

A/ter oompifmanto.— All praise be to God I At the present pleasAui. season I 
have been made fully acquainted, by the verbal communication of the Chiefs 
Agent, with your proposition regarding the fixing of my fifth share, and as to the 
minute details and ramifications of the transaction, and your wishes on the subject' 
with reference to the past, present and future, I duly comprehend the whole ; 
and oonsidoring, as 1 do, that Your Excellency's views are jniended for my wdl- 
being and happiness, and that without empty ceremonies this fact has been ex- 
emplified by actual occurrences, I have in this affair given my assent and concur- 
rence to the settlement fixed upon by Your, Excellency ; and I have now the pleasure 
to intimate that in lieu of the said fifth share, the |ium of Rupees fifty thousand in 
money has been definitively agreed upon to be at all times paid out of the Honour- 
able Company’s treasury to me, my family and representatives, without any ex- 
amination on account of batta dedications, or the trouble of examining books, 
whilst all tiie former engagements between me and the Honourable Company 
are confirmed and ratified on their former footing by this measure. 

1 hope Your Excellenoy will continue at all times to enliven the .banquet of 
ami^' by communicating to me your commands and wishes. 


Letter from the Right Honourable Sir Evan Nepean, Bart., Governor op 
Boxbat, to His Bxoellenot the Nawab of Surat, dated the 20th April 
1818. 

comjritmsate.— I have had the pleasure of receiving Your Excellency's 
obliging letter of the 16th of Jemmadee-ool-Awnl, communicating to me Tour 
Exoellenoy’s assent to the proposition recently made to Your Excellency by the 
Chief of Surat on behalf of this Government.

I further engage that I shall never 
retain in my service or give my confidmice to any person or persons who may be 
found to be enemies and bad wishers to the Sircar of the HonourAble Company 
fiabadoor. 

Abtiou 2. 

No change in the adminiatratlon that may be formed for the affairs of Msn- 
davee shall be made or effected, and no minister, eto., shall be displaced or replaced 
witbont the conaent and approbation of the Honourable Company’s Sircar. Pro- 
vided in all these oases (if tim dull be neoaisity for any ohange) an acquiescence 
or iqqKiobation of the Honoiumle Cempany’a Sircar shall in the first instance be 
obtabed, to carry sudi measursa into imii^iate execution. Provided also that 
I ahaU notin any wise act withost the full consent and aoqniesocnoe of the Honour- 
uUe Company’s Siiw. 

I have passed this engagsment at ManduTee and ddivend it with my seal 
and algnatore affixed, and I dedare it to be agreeable and confirmed by me.

This Article is a fundamental condition of the present Agreement, and any 
departure from it on the Rajah’s' part shall sohiect him to the loss of all the ad- 
vantages he may gain by the said Agreement. 

Articlr 6. 

The Rajah shall ultiiuatcly have the entire management of the country now 
ceded to him ; but as it is necessary, on aceov.nt of the recent conquest of the 
cquRtry, that it should at first l>c govermnl with particular care and prudence, 
the administration will for tuc present remain in the hands of the British Political 
Agent. That officer will, however, conduct the. Government in the Rajah’s name ^ 
and in consultation with His Highness, and in proportion as His Highness and his 
officers shall acquire experience and evince their ability to govern the country, 
the British Government will gradually transfer the whole administration into their 
hands. He will, however, at all times attend, as above agre^, to the advice which 
the British Politio&l Agent shall offer iiim for the good of his State, and for the 
maintenance of general tranquillity. 

Articlb 7, 

The possessions of the jR^Iredars within His Highness’ territory are to be 
aiider the guarantee of the British Government, which, on the other hand, engages 
to aeouxe t^eir performing the service which they owe to His Highness according 
to established enstoui. 

Article 8. 

All persons guilty of murder, treason, robbery, or other great offences, who 
may fly from the territories of the Company into those of tht Bajah, are to be 
given up to the British Government. In like manner all ciuninals, as above 
describe^ who may fly into the territories of the British Government, are to be 
given iqi to the Rajah. For the better execution of justice and prevention of 
srimss, the Rajah consents that the officers of the British Government may pursue 
criminals and apprehend them in his territory. 

Articlb 9. 

The ghauts are to be the general boundary of the Rajidi’s territory towardi 
the Conean. Where no spedfio exception is mado» those mountains mu to bo 
included within His Highness’ territory. 
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A survey is to be undertaken as soon as convenient to fix the frontier where 
the mountains run into the plain. The British Govmment reserves to itself 
the right of retaining such portions of the mountains so situated as may be neces* 
sary to make a clear frontier, or for other purposes. 

The British Government also reserves to itself the right of cutting timber on 
the western sides of the ghauts. The customs in the line of ghauts are to be levied 
by the Company, and an equivalent allowed to the Rajah. 


ARTICtX 10. 

The Honourable Company and the Rajah agree to enter, as soon as may be 
convenient, on a commercial Treaty, and in the meantime the Rajah, for himself 
and for his heirs and successors, engages to adopt the same system with regard to 
customs as that which may be adopted by tbe British Government in its adjoining 
territories. 


Articue 11. 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, being this day settled and concluded 
at Satara by Captain James Grant and Vittul Punt Fumavees, Captain Grant has 
delivered to His Highness Biaharajah Pertaub Sheeaw a copy of the same in English . 
Mahratta, and Persian, under the seal and signature of the said Captain James 
Grant, and His Highness Maharajah Pertaub Sheeaw has delivered to the said 
Captain Janies Grant another copy, also in English, Mahratta, and Persian, bearing 
His Highness' seal and signature ; and the aforesaid Captain James Grant has 
engaged to procure and deliver to His Highness, without delay, a copy of tbe same 
duly ratified by His Excellency the Bfost Noble Francis, Blarquis of Hastings, K.Q., 
one of His Britannic Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, Governor- 
General in Council, appointed by the Honourable Company to direct ond contr:)l 
all their affairs in the East Indies, Commander in -Chief of His Majesty’s and 
the Honours ble Company’s forces, etc., on the rec-fipt of which by His said High- 
ness, this Treaty shall be deemed complete and bin.'ing on the Honourable East 
India Company and on His Highness Rajah Pertaub Sheeaw, and the copy now 
delivered to Hia said Highness shall be returned.

The possessions of the Rajah of AkulkotOi the Pant Sacheo» the Ptmt Pru- 
thee Nid^ee, the jaghire of the Dallas in the pergunnah of Jut, the jaghire of Jan 
Rao Naik Nimbalkur in the pergunnah of Phultan, and the jaghire of Shaikh Mira 
Waeekur. 

Such villages or uinuls as belong to the Putwurdhuns within the boundaries 
of any of the abovementioned pergunnahs are to be continued to be possessed by 
them, subject to such exchanges as the British Government may see fit, and in 
like manner such villages and umuls as belong to the Rajah, which may be situated 
within the pergunnahs or turnifs belonging to the British Government or the 
Putwurdhuns, will be liable to such exchanges as the British Government may 
deem proper for the general convenience of the parties concerned. 

The Rajah shall have power to make such exchanges with the Rajah of Akulkote 
the Punt Sucheo, and the jaghiredars eiibject to his authority as may be desirable 
to the parties concerned, for the purposes of consolidating their respective posses* 
sions, provided that such exchanges be undertaken with the immediate conour* 
rence o^ the Agent of the British Government. 


This Schedule was substituteiin 1826 for the original Schedule attached to the 
Treaty. 


No. XV. 

Tbbms granted by the Honourable East India Company to Sidojni Rao Naik 
Nimbalkur, regarding the lands which he held from the Govnbnmnnt of 
Hxs Hiohnbss the Peishwa for the Payment of his Continobkt, of his 
Personal Allowanob, etc., which are now comprised with the test of the 
country in the Tsbritoribs of the Britisb Government, and are graciously 
granted to him, bearing date A.D. 1820. 

Artiolb 1. 

There was formerly a jaghire in your possession for Qoa|iEg^t» The 
talooks ot Ghiokodee and Manowalee have been ^ven to others the BcitUb 
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Government ; these have been deditofini. 'I'be grants in the old jaghjro, and in 
lieu of the mokassa and other items of revenue in the Nawab’s country* with the 
jaghire now fixed to be granted by the British Government aiic^ether for personal 
allowance and establishment, amount to Rupees 50, (KK) ; Rnpees 12,000 is allowed 
in addition to support the dignity of Bir Lushkur, w lieu of what has been disotM-^ 
tinned under this head. With the exception of this Hurn of Rupees (>2,000 tin. 
rest of jaghire is held for the support of a contingent of horse. In the Tynat 
Zabita the contingent required is of the three kinds ; the maintenance of tbi^e 
would be more than you could i)erform. The service of tfte Britisli Government 
is throughout the whole year, without excuse, The Itorsea are required to be Rood 
and effective. The amount of contingent at the rate of Rupees ^U)0 per horse m 
1,107 ; three-fourths of these were relinquished, and a fourth of the contingent wsi. 
fixed, Amounting to 277 horse. You have requested to have 27 horse further 
reduced, and hive agreed to furnish 250 ; this is accordingly granted as you wish. 

AuTtCLIC 2. 

Your troops shall bo mustered whenever called on ; the horsen anri men 
be good and effective, and shall serve tli*- whoh- year. SliouM the mimlMU’ fj|n»n 
muster prove deficient, the amount of .such he repaid to (Jovem- 

ment at the rate of Rupees 3(K). If a dettichnu-rit of from 15 to 20 horse is required 
to bo sent from the army on your alfairs, you must first mention it- U» t he ofticirr 
in command on the part of the Government, and t-hoy will m that case lie inciiided 
in the muster. When your troops are not r»:quired, the,y will he pcnmtiril h, 
return to your own station for monsoon quarters for four month.s during III*' rainy 
season, but if they arc required, they must reinmn. 


AimcLK :>. 

You shall servo in such maimer Ah the govermmm)- may order ; yoU will ni>l m 
general be required to servo boyoud the Oodavery and the Tuinhadra ; but if at 
any time you should be required to do ho, you nmet go without objecting. On 
such occasions you 'will bo furnished by government with money for the payment, 
of your troops at the established rate of pay, wliich money is to bo repaid to govern- 
ment in your country. 

Akticxk 4. 

In the event of either men or horses being killed or woundeii in aution you will 
receive no compen.sation from government. AH expenses are to be provi<ied lor 
out of the allowance granted. This is to be tibserved according to former practice ; 
but if any great man should be wounded or killed in action, a reward will be given 
to him by the government if wounded, or a pension to his fono'ly if he be killed in' 
action.

without hindrenoe to the proprietor. No oompleints on this heed ere to be suffered 
to reeoh the government. \If eny should set improperly, or be withont heirs, 
you shell report to the BritiA. which hes euthority to punish end resume. If 
eny seminder should be guilty of rebellion or treeson, or should resist your enthor- 
ity, or die without heifs, you ere et liberfy to resume hb lends es e punishment, 
on setisfyiiig yourself of his guilt, et the seme time reporting the metter to govern • 
ment end leorivlng its orders regeiding it, which shell be ezeicuted eoooidingfy. 


Annoui 8. 

You win ettend to the prosperity of the ryots of your jeghire, to the strict 
edmittisttutMm el jnsticeb end the effeotnel si^pression of robberies, murders, 
tidUsb ersons, end other crimes.

WhaiOM^ by the conquest of tha tarritorias of Bajae Bao, the lete Pebliwa, 
and the oompl^ eiliBetion of his power, the rq^ts posss i sad by his govamment 
are now transferrad to that of the Hononsable Bast India Company ; and wheieqi 
it is dasirabia to fin with pteoirion the future relatioos between tha said Company 
and Baghojea Angtia, the following Artides have been agreed upon 

Abaoui h 

The hdendly rehtlstia which have long snbsiofad between the BoiMjiiitMt 
Bast India Compaii^ and the Ookba State are heialqr oonfimiad, and riia Britadi 
Ooeemmant agiaas to afford its piotaotion to tha Chieftain of Colaha gganistffca 
attidm of any ether fftnti. 
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LAPSED StATES-KO. 

Abtiolb 2. 

Raghojee Angria, id consideration of such protection, engages, on lus part- 
not to employ in his sei^ee^ any foreigner of any desoription whatever, whether 
Baropean or American, not to allow such foreigner to reside within his dominions 
without the permission of the British Government ; and in the event of any such 
person arriving within his dominions, to report the appearance of such person to 
the British Government ; neither will he enter into any treaty of alliance or coni' 
iTierce with any of the Native States, but place his sole reliance on the protection 
and support of the British Government in the enjoyment of his rights. And for 
neouring the objects of this stipulation, it is farther agreed that no communication 
or correspondence shall be holden by the State of Oolaba with any other Potentate 
or State without the previous knowledge and sanction of the Honourable Company’s 
government, but the Colaba State will continue the nsnal correspondence with the 
Blhan of Junjeera, Suoheo Punt, and other umuldars on the border of the Colaba 
districts, respecting disputes which arise in the mehals and dependendes. 

Abticlb 3. 

The territories of the Colaba State being intermixed with those of the British 
Government, and it being desirable that the possesrions of each should be concen- 
trated by exchanges to be made on fair and just principles, it is hereby agreed that 
such exchanges as may be necessary, with a view to the attainment of that object, 
shall be adjusted by Commissioners to be nominated for the purpose of settling 
the boundaries of the British Government and those of the principality of Colaba. 
And the British Government, rdying upon the fidelity of Raghojee Angria, and 
on the sincerity of his acknowledgment of the supremacy of the Honourable Com- 
pany, herein guarantees to him, and to his heirs and successors, on the condit'ons 
hereafter specified, the integrity of his dominions, the boundaries of which will 
be defined by Conmissionerf^to be appointed in pursuance of the foregoing pro- 
vision. 

Aktiolb 4. 

The British Government relinquishes in favour of Raghojee Angria, his heirs 
and successors, nussur nussuraiia, as received or claimed by the late Peishwa and 
his BucoessQM, but reserves to itself entire supremacy over the Colaba State and 
the light of conferring investiture on tiie Chief of Cedaba on any vacancy of the 
musnnd. Aui the said Raghojee Angria herdby engages, in behalf of himself, 
his heirs and successors, to act generally in subordinate co-operation to the 
Britisli Government. 

Abtiolb 5. 

The British courts of justice, laws and regulations, shall not be introduced into 
the principality of Colaba against the will of Raghojee Angria, his hein and snooes* 
eon ; bnt the British Government hereby requires and proTidee, and the Ghieftain 
aforesaid in behalf of himself, his hein end snoeesson, hereby engegis^ lor ihe 
continuence in \ximmnon of ell persons setusUy holding snam and sniiidam lands 
up to the present time, under the Bunnuds of the Peishwa or the Rajah of Salaia. 
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Abticlb 6. 

And wlieroftt the said Raghojee Angria haa aoUcited {vide A) that the Honour- 
able Company would guarantee to Venaik Kao Punrara Dewanjee and hie aeao- 
oiatee certain villages and lands, of the value of Rupees 15,001, as per annexed list 
{Me B), the whole have been assigned to him as a reward for his past sei vices, 
together with a debt due by the State of Colaba to the ^aid Venaik Rao Pu mram 
Dewanjee (Me G, D, B), not exceeding Rupees 2,28,287-3-18}, and that th;3 said 
Dewanjee shall not unjustly be molested by the Colaba State. Whereas the 
Honourable Company’s government have undertaken the aforesaid guarantee to 
the said Venaik Rao Puiazam Dewanjee, and to his heirs and successors, together 
with certain other persons therein named, Raghojee Angria hereb;^ engages, in 
behalf of himself, his heirs and successors, to make due provision for the payment 
of such amount as may appear on investigation to be justly due to the said Vonaik 
Kao Puzsram Dewanjee ; and in failure thereof, he further agrees that the Com- 
pany shall be at liberty to interfere, when occasion renders it necessary, with a 
view to compel the said Raghojee Angria to place the said debt in a train of 
liquidation, by allotting specific funds for that purpose ; but it is to be understood 
that on the discharge of the said debts, any funds which might be allotted to the 
payment thereof will revert to the said Raghojee Angria, his heirs and successors^ 
on their former footing. With respect to the abovementioned debt, such amount 
as may be ascertained to be justly due shall be paid. In case of any item in the 
accoimt being objected to by either of the parties, as to its being of a greater or 
less amount, in the event of their not being able to come to an amicable private 
settlement between themsdves, the Honourable Company’s government will, on 
investigatioB, decide on any such disputed point, and order the party whose claim 
may appeu just to receive credit for such ascertained amount. And whereas 
certain rights, immunities, and indulgenees as to fields, salt, batty-fields, pal, etc., 
now held by the Dewanjee and his associates as mentioned in the annexed memo- 
randum (Me F), may be afieoted by the exchange of territories the said Company 
engages to continue them to the said Dewanjee and his associates, to be enjoyed 
on the same footing under the British Government, as before under that of the 
Colaba State. 

Annou 7. 

All balances shall be adjusted within a fcasonable time, and engsgenieiit 
shall be taken to that eflbet hm all persons in anear.

I beg to state that this government having concluded a settlement of the con* 
cerns of Venaick Puiaram Dewanjee, addressed a letter to the Honourable 
Mountatuart Blphinatone at Poonah, bearing date the 27th Jemmadee^ool-Awol, 
for the satisfaction of the said Dewanjee, and a copy of the reply, dated the 14th 
Jemmadee-ool-Akhir (the 11th of April 1819), is transmitted to Your BxceUency. 
It is therein suggested that I should not only make known to Tour EzoeUeney the 
amount of the debt, but also (my intention) that the Dewanjee should be secured 
against molestation from the State of Colaba, on which Your Bzcellency would 
set his mind at rest ; and I have accordingly to request that the Honourable Com- 
pany’s government will give him that assurance, both in regard to the amount of 
his debt, for which a Memorandum has been granted under my seal (mortab), 
as admitted on adjustment, and that no molestation shall be oSeied to him by the 
Btate of Colaba.

Oboib Of THi PounoAL Aof nr, Naak . 

Upon oonaidaiation of the variont qaestions faised in the memorial of the 
Bhadarkar Branch of the Deehmakh family, and of the general ooudition of the 
Surgana State. Undersigned is of ojnmcm that the following arraogemente will 
be advantageous to all conoerned— 

(1) That the opening balanoe of the year 1907-08 (less deposits) should be set 
apart in the State treasury to meet unforeseen emergencies or the oost of adminis- 
trative improvements. It should be called the Reserve Fund, and should be dmwn 
upon only for purposes approved by the Political Agent. 

(2) At the end of the year 1907*08 and every subsequent year, the olosiog 
balance should be credited in the accounts as follows 

8 annas to the Reserve Fund, 

6 annas to the ruling Deshmukh, 

8 annas to the head of the Bhadarkar family. 

(3) The two members of the family will have to provide for the expenses ol 
marriages, etc., from their share of the yearly balance and will not be given grant 
for this purpose from the Reserve Fund. If the Political Agent sanctions a loan 
for any such purpose from the Reserve Fund, it will be repaid out of the Family 
share of the balance as defined in paragraph 2 above. 

(4) The sum of Rs. 8,000 ordered to be paid to Byramji Pestonji will be treated 
as a loan without interest from the Reserve Fond to the Deshmukh, and will be 
recouped by crediting U* the Reserve Fund the Deshmukh’s share of future annual 
balances until the amount is paid off. 

(5) The Assistant Politioal Agent should endeavour to effect a settlement of the 
debts of the Bhadarkar family, for which purpose money may be advanced from 
the Reserve Fund, and recouped from the Bhadarkar*s share of the balanoe. 

(8) During the minority of Anandrao Khanderao, no money should be expended 
out df the Bhadarkai*s share of the balanoe without the sanction of the Political 
Agent. 

(7) The monthly aOowanoe of the Bhadarkar fana% should be increased to 
Rs. 180, provided Anandrao is sent to Nasik to be educated as befits his 
position, but not otherwise. 

(8) The Bhadaikaii should be informed in answer to their petition that jobt 
management of the State by the two branches the family is out of the question 
and that it will be impossible for them to obtain employment in the State until 
they qualify themselves tiierefor by education : that there is no present mismanage- 
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ment or insularity in the keeping of acoonnte or in the payment of their allon 
ance : that Darbar presents at the Dasara are regularly credited to the State : 
that the Politicol Agent can see no injustice in the levy of assessment in Bhonnal 
or in the fixing of a separate allowance for Visvasrao : and that their complaint 
as to moveable property caniiot be considered unless speeifio instances are given. 
Ths should be furnished with a copy of this memorandum, and should be sent 
every month a copy of the statement of accounts that is forwarded by the Diwan 
to the Political Agent.
